Introductory. 

The Aligjarh MiiHlim University owes its origin to the Aligarh 
Movement which was started and led by the late Sir Syed 
Ahmad Klian in tlie lat t(‘r ])art of the last century. As a result 
of his efforts the lat(» Muhammadan Anglo -Oriental College 
was opened at Aligarh in 1875, and it soon developed in repu- 
tation and numbers t ill in 1895 the number of students in the 
college and school rose to 505 and when, in March, 1898, its 
great founder died, it had attained a prominent position in the 
whole country. Soon after, in 1899 attempts were made to 
collect funds for raising the college to the status of an Uni- 
versity. The necessary funds were collected and after some 
delay, the Aligarh Muslim University Act came into force in 
December 1920. 


Character of the University. 

It is a residential and teaching University. The teaching 
in each subject is regulated by the department. Provision is 
also made for tutorial instruction after the manner of the tutorial 
system prevalent in the Oxford University. 

Like the other new Universities in the north, the Aligarh 
Muslim University treats the Intermediate stage as pre-Uni- 
veroity, and instruction for the Intermediate examinations is 
given in a separate Intermediate College which is maintained 
by the Ifniversity.

Scholarships and Medals. 

There is a large number of scholarships available for stu- 
dents. All scholarships arc awarded under the University 
regulations and are liable to be forfeited for idleness or mis- 
conduct. Scholarships will be given only for the months for 
which tuition fee is charged. They are not awarded to students 
who are attending lectures in the Department of Law. 

(a) General Merit Scholarships . — 

For M.A. and M.Sc. Glasses : — 

(i) Es. 15 per month for such students as pass the B.A. 
or the B.So. (ordinary) Examination in the I Division and Es. 20 
per moiitli for such students as pass the B.A. or the B.SC. (lions.)

(ii) Es. 10 per month for such students as pass the B.A. 
or the B.Sc. (ordinary) Examination in the T1 Division and 
Es. 16 per month for those who pass the B.A. or the B.Sc. 
(Honours) Examination in the II Division. 

(m) Es. 8 per month for such students as pass the B.A. 
or the B.Sc. (ordinary) Examination in thf' HI Division and 
Es. 10 per month for those who pass the B.A. or the B.Sc. 
(Honours) Examination in the III Division, 
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For B.A. and B,Sc, (Ordinary) Classes , — 

(iv) Es. 10 per month for such students as pass the Inler- 
mediate Examination in the I Division.

N,B , — This scholarship will be awarded for one year at the 
first instance, but may b(^ contmiu^d for another year on the 
recommendation of the Chairman of the Department. 

25 per 
month to students taking up Arabic, and two scholarships of 
Es. 25 i)er month to students taking iq) Islamic studies. 

For B.A. Classes. — Eight seholarshixis each of Es. LO xier 
month (four for Junior B.A. class and four for Senior B.A. 
class) to students taking uxi Arabic ; and four scholarships of 
Es. 10 per month (two for Junior B.A. and two for Senior B.A. 
clas'sos) to students taking up Islamic studies. 

(c) Science Scholarships . — 

For M.Sc. Classes. — Two scholarships each of Es. 10 X)cr 
month. 

For B.Sc. Classes. — Ten scholarshijis each of Es. 0 jier 
month (five for Junior B.Sc. class and five for Senior B.Bc. 
class). 

(d) Engineering Scholarships.—

for the study of Engineering. 

(e) Scholarships sanctioned under Resolution No. 1028 of the 
Academic Council, dated the ISth September 1923. —

two -years, for students standing first in the B.A. and B.Sc. 
Examinations respectively, and obtaining 1st Division. 

2. Two scholarships each of Es. 20 per month tenable for 
two years, for students standing first in the Intermediate 
Examination in Arts and Science, respectively, and obtaining 
1st Division. 

3. One scholarship of Es. 15 per month tenable for two 
years, for the student standing first in the High School Exam- 
ination and obtaining 1st Division. 

(/) Scholarships sanctioned tmder Resolution No. 15 of the 
Academic Council, dated the 9th March 1925. — 

1. Six scholarships each of the value of Es. 10 per month 
awarded to students who stand highest in the High School 
Examination. 

15 per month 
to be awarded to students who stand highest in the Intermedi- 
ate Examination. 

3. Two scholarships each of the value of Rs. 20 per month 
to be awarded to students who stand highest in the B.A.

Exam- 
ination. 

5. Two scholarships each of the value of Es. 20 per 
month to be awarded to students who stand highest in tlie Law 
Previous Examination. 

Note , — These scholarships will be awarded only to those 
students who continue their studies for higher examinations 
in the Muslim University or in the Intermediate College attached 
to this University. 

(g) Sanskrit Scholarships sanctioned under Resolution No. 14 
of the Academic Council, dated the ^Ofh November 1924. — 

1. One scholarship of Ks. 8 per month for an Inter- 
mediate student. 

2. One scholarship of Es* 10 per month for a B.A. student. 

3. One scholarship of Ks. 15 per month for an M.A. 
student. 

Note . — Only Mohamedan students shall be eligible for these 
scholarships. 

(h) Special Scholarships to fevnale candidates sanctioned under 
Resolution No, 3 of the Academic Council, dated the 3th February 
1926.— 

Two Scholarships each of Es. 10 per month to those who 
stand first and second among the female candidates ii> the 
High School Examination and prosecute their further studies 
at the Muslim Girls* Intermediate College, Aligarh. 

(i) Fellowships and Studentships , — 

(1) Two Fellowships, one in Arts and one in Science subject, 
each of Es. 75 per month for the purpose of carrying on research 
may be awarded by the Academic Council by competition to 
any Muslim M.A. or M.Sc. of any University incorporated by 
law. These sliall be tenable for two years. 

(2) Two Studentships, one in Arts and one in Science 
subject, each of Es. 50 per month may be awarded to a student 
who has passed the M.A. or M.So. Bxaminaton in the 1st or 
2nd Division and is reading for the degree of Doctor of Liter- 
ature or Science. Those shall be awarded after competition. 
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(j) The Duty Society Loans, — The* Muslim University Duty 
Society grants' loans without interest to poor and deserving 
students of the University who are in need of pecuniary help. 
The Duty Society has so far advanced a sum of about Bs. 4J 
lakhs in Wazifas and loans. 

The students desiring to take loans from the Duty Society 
should fill up special forms which may be obtained either from 
the Begistrar or direct from the Keeper, Duty Society, Aligarh 
Muslim Universily. 

The All-India Muslim Educational Conference awards 
scholarships in the shape of loans to the students ot the Training 
College, reading for B.T. degree and Teaching Certificate 
Examination. 

Bemission of the whole of the Tuition fee shall not be 
granted to more than ten per cent of the number of registered 
students and ilic remission of lialf of tlie Tuition fee shall not be 
grajited to more than another ten per e,ent of the number of 
such registered students. The application for exemption of full 
or half tuition fee should be addressed to the Begistrar. 

Further Gold and Silver Medals are also awarded to stu- 
dents for distinguished proficiency in the Examinations. 

Library, Museums, Laboratories, etc. 

The total number of English printed books in the Library 
is 25,000. Most of the departments possess special libraries. 

Provision for Research. 

One or more fellowships of Bs. 75 per month for the purpose 
of carrying on research may be awarded by the Academic Council 
by competition to any Muslim M.A. or M.Sc. of any University 
incorporated by law for the time being in force. These fellow- 
ships shall be tenable for two years. Fellows shall be required 
to deliver not less than six public lectures in a year on the 
subject of their research. 

Publication and Extension Work. 

A highly successful system of University Extension Lectures 
is in operation and lectures are given among others on the 
following subjects : — Sufism, Modern Turkey, and Muslim 
Architecture. The University has its own press with the work 
of publishing the Aligarh Magazine conducted by the students 
themselves and the Muslim University Gazette, the official organ 
of the University. Arrangements are being made to provide 
vacation lectures to teachers in Secondary Schools. 
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Military Training. 

Two platoons (74 men and N. C. O.’s) are allowed in the 
University Training Corps Detachment of fche Muslim Uni- 
versity. The movement is very popular and there is always a 
large number of recruits on the waiting- list. A full company 
is urgently needed for this institution which draws Muslim 
youths from all parts of India. The Academic Council has 
made Physical Training and Drill compulsory for all students. 

Associations in the University. 

The most important University Association is the Muslim 
University Union run on the lines of the Cambridge and Oxford 
Unions. It is the centre of the social and intellectual life of 
the students. Other Associations are : —

Anjunian Urdu-i-muallah. (This Society publishes a high 
class Urdu quarterly called “SuhaiC’.) 

Residence and Cost of Living. 

The University maintains several Hostels under the general 
supervision of the provost. More than 75 per cent are in resi- 
dence. The fees vary from Ks. 28 to Ks. *35 per month includ- 
ing tuition fees, lodging, food, medical attendance and games. 

Budget : Provident Fund. 

The figures of Revenue and Expenditure for 1926-20 were 
Rs. 6,47,606-10-2 and Rs. 6,24,028-12-6 respectively. 

Women’s Education. 

This is under the guidance of a Board of Women’s Edu- 
cation. The University maintains a Muslim Girls’ Intermediate 
College at Aligarh with Hostel accommodation. There arc 99 
girl students. The number of female candidates who appeared 
at the examination of 1926 was as follows : — B.A. (pass) 1 ; 
Intermediate, 2 ; and High School, 9. 

Students’ Information Bureau and Its Activities. 

There is an Advisory Committee instituted for the purpose 
of advising students that desire to go abroad for studies. This 
is under the supervision of a Secretary. 



Provbion for Safeguarding Health, Medical Inspection, 
Discipline, etc. 

There is a Medical Officer in charge of the health of the 
University. The University has begun Medical Inspection of 
School Students, but the work has not been extended to Inter- 
mediate College and University Students for want of adequate 
staff. 


Courses of Study, Degrees and Examinations. 

The University offers the degrees of B.A. (i>ass and honours), 
M.A., and D.Litt., in Arts ; H.Sc. (pass and honours), M.Sc., 
and D.Sc. in Science ; LL.B., LL.M. and LL.U. in Law ; B.T. 
in Teaching and the degrees of Bachelor, Master and lloctor 
in Theology. A certificate in Teaching is also awarded. 

Artk. 

Intermediate Examination, — The course extends over a 
period of two academic years after the High School Exami- 
nation of the Aligarh Muslim University or any other recognized 
equivalent examination and is open to University students as 
well as private candidates and teachers. 

The examination consists of two parts, the following being 
the subjects of study and examination in each part : — 

Part I. (Compulsory) — English (3 papers). Theology or in 
the case of non-Muslim candidates, Muslim History (one paper), 
and Urdu (one paper). 

PaH 11. — This part comprises three of the following : — 

(1) Classical or a Modern European Language other than 
the English Language (3 papers), (2) Mathematics (3 papers), 
(3) Logic ; inductive and deductive (2 papers), (4) Islamic 
History (2 papers), (6) A course of History, Indian and European 
other than the Islamic History (2 papers), (6) Political Economy 
(2 papers), (7) Geography (2 papers), (8) Education (2 papers), 
(9) Physics (2 papers and a practical examination), (10) 
Chemistry (2 papers and a practical examination), (11) Biology 
(2 papers and a practical examination). 

The examination will be conducted partly by means of 
question papers and partly viva voce^ and in subjects which 
admit of it, candidates will also be required to undergo practical 
examination. 

Part 111. (Medical Group). — 

This examination will be open to those who have already 
passed the Intermediate Examination in Science and Biology 
of this University. 
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Parts I and II. — Same as for the ordinary Intermediate 
Examination. 

Part III. — Comprises the following subject of study and 
Examination : — 

Chemistry (Organic). 

B.A. or B.Hc. (Pass). — The course extends over a period 
of two academic years and a candidate is required to study and 
be examined in the following parts : — 

Part I. — (1) English, General (2 papers and a viva voee), 
Urdu and Theology (one paper each). 

Part II. — Any three of the following subjects : — 

(1) English liilerature (2 papers), (2) Philosophy and Psy- 
chology (2 papers), (3) Economics (2 papers), (4) History (2 
papers), (5) Geography (2 papers), (0) Islamic Studies (8 papers), 
(7) Education (2 i^apers), (8) Arabic, Persian or Sanskrit (3 
papers), (9) Mathematics (3 papers), (10) Physics (2 j)apers.and 
a practical examination), (11) Chemistry (2 papers and a practi- 
cal examination), and Zoology and Botany (2 papers and a 
practical examination in each). 

B.A. or B.Sa. (Honours). — The examination will be in two 
parts : — 

Part I. — Same as for the ordinary Degree. 

B.A. Part II. — One of the following Honours’ Schools: — 
Islamic Studies (5 papers), Arabic (5 papers), Persian (5 papers), 
lOnglish Tjanguage and Literature (5 papers). Philosophy (5 
papers and a viva voce), History (6 papers), Mathematics 
(0 papers). J!^o Honours examination is held in Urdu, Econo- 
mics and Geography. 

B.Sc. Part II. — Physics (5 papers and a practical exami- 
nation), Chemistry (5 papers and a practical examination). 
Mathematics (6 pai)ers), Botany, Zoology or Geography. (No 
examination is held). 

Each honours school includes one or more allied subjects 
as subsidiary sub j ect s . 

M.A. or M.Bc. — The course extends over 0 terms in the 
case of those who have passed the B.A. or B.8c. pass exam- 
ination and 3 terms in the case of those who have passed B.A. 
or B.So. (Hons.). A candidate may present himself for the 
examination in any one of the following subjects ; — 

English Language and Literature (7 papers). Philosophy 
(d papers, an Essay and a viva voce), Political Economy (8 
papers), History (7 papers), Islamic Studies (no examination), 
Arabic Language and Literature (7 papers), Persian Language 
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and Literature (7 papers), Matlienuities (8 papers), Physics 
(7 papers), Chemistry (7 i)apers). Zoology, Botany (no exami- 
nation Sanskrit (7 papers and a viva voce). 

In Science subjects, the students liavc to undergo a practical 
examination and in Arts subjects, a viva voce. 

Law. LL.B . — There will be two (‘xaininations for the 
degree of LL.B., the Previous Examination held at the end of 
the first year and the Final Examination-held at the end of the 
second year, and the course is open to graduates of Aligarh 
Muslim University or any other recognized University. 

A candidate is required to study and be examined in : — 

Previous Examination (6 pap<^rs) ; — (1) Bonian Law, (2) 
Law of Contracts, (3) Law of Easements and Torts, (1) Criminal 
]jaw and Procedure, (5) Constitutional liuw and ((>) Law of 
Evidence. 

. Final Examination . — This examination is open to thosi* 
who have jjassed the Previous Examination in Law of this 
University and have kei)t 3 terms in the University. A candi- 
date is required to study and be examined in (1 ) CUvil Procedure, 
(2) Principles of Pleading and Limitat ion, (3) The Law relating 
to Land Tenure, Bent and Bevenues in the United Provinces 
of Agra, Oudh and Central Provinces, (4) Hindu Law as ad- 
ministered by the Court in British India, (5) Muhammadan Law 
as administered by the Court in British fudia, (0) Equity with 
special reference to the Law of Trusts and Specific Belief, (7) 
The Law relating to Transfer of Property including the Princi- 
ples of Equity in so far as they relate to the subject, and (8) 
Jurisprudence. 

Candidates can also appear in the Punjab land and custo- 
mary laws to enable them to practise in the Punjab. 

' Candidates who obtain 60 per cent of the aggregat e number 
of marks or more shall be, placed in the first class and those 
who obtain less than 50 i>er cent in the second class. 

LL.M , — The course extends over a period of two years 
and is open to candidates who have passed the LL.B. Exami- 
nation of the Muslim University. Tliis examination has not 
yet been started. 

Theology. 

There are two courses of study under this faculty, the 
ordinary course and the atlvanced course. These examinations 
have not been started. 

Bachelor of Teaching . — Graduates are admitted to this 

examination. 
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The course extends to one academic year, candidates being 
required to study and be examined in the following subjects : — 

(1) Psychology, (2) Methods of Teaching, (3) History of 
Education, and (4) School Organization and Hygiene.

Allahabad Universily, 


Introductory : Charactor of the University. 

Founded in 1887, the University concerned itself mainly 
with examinations, having no teaching staff (except that of 
its School of Law) until 1914. Subsequently, it established 
Chairs and Beaderships, etc., for research work in Economics 
and Modern History for graduate students. In January 1922 
was passed an Act (which came into operation in July 1922) 
for the re-organization of the University as a Unitary, Teaching 
jind Bcsidential institution with control over the quality and 
character of the teaching in associated colleges. The Muir 
Central College became the nucleus of a teaching University, 
the jurisdiction of which was limited to a territorial area of 10 
miles’ radius from the Convocation Hall of the University. 
Within this area there are two institutions which supplement 
instruction given in the University and these are the Ewing 
Christian College and the Kayastha Pathsala College. Another 
institution, the Crosthwaite Girls’ College, undertakes, however, 
full instruction for the Degree course in the several subjects. 
The Colleges beyond the 10 mile radius which formerly were 
affiliated to the old Allahabad University are designated as 
Associated Colleges. An Act has recently been passed pro- 
viding for the establishment of a University at Agra for the 
purpose of affiliating the Colleges at present associated with the 
University of Allahabad, so as to set that University free to 
function as a Unitary, Teaching and Bcsidential University by 
relieving it of the responsibility of controlling the quality and 
character of the teaching given in its name by the Associated 
Colleges and placing such responsibility upon the new Univer- 
sity. The new University at Agra will begin to function from 
1st July 1927. 

At present, however, the University is a unitary, teaching 
and residential University as well as an affiliating University. 
There are at present 14 Colleges associated with it. Tutorial 
instruction is regularly imparted in the University.

Constitution of the University. 

The authorities of the University are ; The Court, the 
Executive Council, the Academic Council, the Committee of 
Beference, the Facilities and the (^ouncil of Associated Colleges. 
The Committee of Beference is empowered to deal with items 
of new expenditure of three thousand rupees or over in the case 
of recurring expenditure and of ten thousand rupees or over in 
the case of non-recurring expenditure. The Council of Associ- 
ated Colleges advises the Academic Council in regard to the 
courses of instruction and studies in the Associated Colleges. A 
special feature of this University is the institution of a Muslim 
Advisory Board, which has the right to advise the University 
in matters affecting the religious convictions or the special 
interests of Muslim students and of addressing any of the 
University Bodies in any matter affecting Muslim interests,

Scholarships and Medals. 

The University awards a certain number of research scholar- 
ships to M.A/s and M.So.’s annually. They are of the value 
of Ks. 100 per month each and are tenable for a period of one 
year. The University also awards annually four scholarships 
2

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of Bs. 26 per month each tenable for one year to post-graduate 
women students and medals to the students who do best at 
the B.A., B.So. and B.Com. Examinations. One D.Lttt. and 
one D.8o. scholarship of the value of Bs. 100 per month each 
and six M.A. and six M.So. scholarships of the value of Bs. 30 
per month each, which used to be awarded by Government, 
are now awarded by the University itself. The period of tenure 
of each of these scholarships is two years. 

The following are the endowed scholarships and medals 
in the University : — 

Queen Empress Victoria Jubilee Medal, — (Capital value, 
Bs. 1,000) : Two silver medals are awarded to the two most 
successful students in the M.A. and B.A. Examinations in one 
year and to two most successful students in the M.Sc. and 
B.So. Examinations in the next year. 

Ikbal Medal. — (Capital value Es. 1,600) : A gold medal is 
awarded to the first Muhammadan student at the B.A. Exami- 
nation. 

Sir Charles Elliott Scholarship. — (Capital value Es. 6,000) ; 
One scholarship of the value of Es. 17-8-0 per month tenable 
for one year is awarded annually for precedence in the B.Sc. 
Examination . 

Griffith Memorial Fund Scholarships. Es. 6,329-4-11): 
Two seiiolarships and certain prizes are awarded to students 
who actually study in the Sanskrit College, Benares. 

Lumsden Memorial Scholarships and Gold Medal. — (Value 
Es. 7,000): One scholarship of the value of Es. 8 per month 
tenable for one year is awarded in one year to the student who 
has stood first in Sanskrit at the Intermediate Examination 
and in the next year to the student ^ho has stood first in 
Arabic at the same examination. A gold medal of the value 
of about Es. 50 is also awarded every year to the LL.B. who 
stands first. 

Swarnamayi Uma Charan Prize. — (Value Es. 1,000) : A 
prize of the value of Es. 35 is awarded to the B.Sc. who stands 
first. 

Lola Sanwal Das Stipends. — (Capital value Es. 20,000) : 
Pour stipends of the aggregate value of Es. 60 per mensem are 
awarded only to Khattri or Saraswat Brahman students in the 
Intermediate and B.A. classes 

Himangini-Bhuwaneshwari Book Prize. — (Capital value 
Bs. 1,000) : Annual Book Prize to the candidate who stands 
first in Sanskrit in the Intermediate Examination. 
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JSmpress Viotona Readership, — (Capital value Es. 76,000) : 
The value is Es. 100 per mensem. It is tenable for three years 
for researches in Science. 

Kanta Prasad Research Scholarships, — (Capital value Es. 
60,000) : Two scholarships of the value of Es. 100 per mensem 
each for 2 years for Hindus.

Library, Museums, Laboratories, etc. 

There is a general Library. At the end of the year 1925-26

The University Act of 1921 makes it one of the duties of 
the University to arrange for the carrying on of independent 
research and this duty is discharged by provision of research 
scholarships in the different departments of study. The Pro- 
fessors also carry on research and contribute papers to the lead- 
ing scientific journals. The UniverMty itself publishes the 
“UNIVEESITY STUDIES” which is a record of research 
work carried on in the University.

Residence and Cost of Living. 


There is provision made for the residence of students at 
Allahabad at two colleges of the University, two hostels main- 
tained by the University and three hostels recognized by the 
University. There exist separate arrangements for the residence 
of lady students at the Lady Bunder Lai Hostel attached to the 
Crosthwaite Girls’ College, Allahabad. 

Every student of the University is retpiired to reside in a 
College or Hostel, or under such conditions as may be i)rescribed 
by the Btatutes and Ordinances. 

Budget : Provident Fund. 

The University Grant is a block grant not lial)h" to be cut 
down for at least live years. Tin* Revenue and Expenditure 
during 1925-20 were as follows : —

The University has a Provident Fund to which every 
officer or servant of the University holding a substantive 
appointment on Rs. 30 per mensem or upwards, is required to 
contribute 8 per cent of his salary, the University contributing 
at the rate of 12 p(*r cent in the ease of subscribers drawing a 
salary of Rs. 500 or less, 10 per cent in the case of subscribers 
drawing a salary of more than Rs. 500 but not exceeding Rs. 
1,000 and 8 per cent in the case of subscribers drawing a salary 
of over Rs. 1,000. 


Women’s Education. 

Arrangements have been made for giving both formal and 
tutorial teaching to women students of the B.A. classes separate 
from boys at the Crosthwaite Girls’ College, Allahabad. The 
number of lady lecturers sanctioned for the purpose is 6. At 
present, the University has not made similar arrangements for 
post-graduate or science students. 

Students’ Information Bureau and Its Activities. 

There is at present no Students’ Information Bureau 
attached to the University. There is, however, the Provincial 
Students’ Advisory Committee which has been appointed by 
Government. 
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Provision for Safeguarding Health, Medical Inspection, 
Discipline, etc. 

The Board of Eesidence, Health and Discipline of the 
University is vested with the power of dealing with all matters 
concerning the residence, health and discipline of University 
students. The constitution and powers of the Board are defined 
in Chapter X (pp. 141 and 142 of the University Calendar for 
1926). The Mefiical Officer of the University is in charge of 
the Colleges of the University and the Hostels and is required 
to undertake the medical examination of all University students. 
The University has recently constructed a Dispensary for the 
benefit of its students. 

Admission to the University Courses of Study, Degrees and 
Examinations. 

The University grants in Arts the B.A. degree and the 
Master’s degree ; in Science, theB. Sc. degree (Pass and Honours) 
and the Master’s degree. The professional Degrees and diplo- 
mas are Ba-chelor of Commerce, Bachelor of Laws, Master of 
Laws, Licentiate of Teaching. D.Litt., D.Sc. and LL.D. are 
the Doctor’s degrees. 

Admission to the Courses of Study. 

Admission to a course of study for the Bachelor’s Degree 
is granted only to those who have passed the Intermediate 
examination of the Board of High School and Intermediate 
Education of the United Provinces or of any University in 
British India incorporated by any law for the time being in 
force. The Higher School Certificate Examination of the 
Cambridge University is regarded as equivalent to the Inter- 
mediate Examination of the U. P. Board. Admission to post- 
graduate classes is allowed to graduates of the University or 
of any other University in British territory recognized by the 
law of the place in which it is situated. Admission to B.Com. 
classes is granted to those who have passed the Intermediate 
Examination of the U. P. Board or any University in India 
established by Law ; the Commercial Diploma Examination 
of the Allahabad University or of the Board of High School and 
Intermediate Education or the Intermediate Examination for 
the degree of Bachelor of Commerce of the University of Bombay, 
or have passed certain higher examinations. 

Courses of Study in Arts. 

Bachelor of Arts {Pass ), — ^The course of study extends 
over two years and candidates are required to study and be 
examined in English and any two of the following branches : —

(a) Latin, Greek, Hebrew, Arabic, Persian or Sanskrit, 
Hindi or Urdu, French, German or Italian, (b) Mathematics, 
(o) Philosophy, (d) Economics, (e) History, (/) Geography, and 
Ig) Politics. The examination in English consists of two general 
papers and a viva voce and three special papers. Three papers 
are set in each of the classical and modern European Languages 
and in Mathematics, two papers each in Philosophy, Economics 
and History, and three papers each in Urdu and Hindi. The 
examination in English for the students of the external side, 
however, consists of only two papers in each of general and 
special sections and no viva voce. 

The minimum for a pass in all subjects is 33 per cent of the 
aggregate and 30 per cent in Mathematics and Philosophy. 
Candidates are required to pass in each of the two sections in 
English as well as in the total of English. 1 n Modern Languages 
candidates of the external side are required to pass in tlie third 
or Composition paper as well as in the three papers combined. 

Master of Arts , — The course of study extends over two 
years. The examination consists of two parts — the Previous 
Examination held at the end of the first year and the Final 
Examination held at the end of the second year. A candidate 
may select one of the following subjects: (1) Languages: 
English, Sanskrit, Arabic, Persian, Greek, Latin or Hebrew, 
Urdu or Hindi, French, German or Italian, (2) Mental and Moral 
Science, (3) History, (4) Mathematics, (5) Economics, and 
(6) Politics. 

At the Previous Examination, there are four papers in 
English Literature, Sanskrit, Arabic, Persian, Hindis Urdu and 
Economics, three papers in History and Latin and two papers 
in Mental and Moral Science. For the Final Examination four 
papers are set in English Literature, Arabic, Persian and 
Sanskrit, Hindi, Urdu, Economics and History and three papers 
in Mental and Moral Science ; of the four papers in Sanskrit, 
one is on composition and the other three on texts in one 
of the following groups ; {a) Vedic-Language and Literature, 

(b) Sanskrit Language and Literature, (c) Dharma Sastra, (d) 
Philosophy, (e) Epigraphy and History. In Philosophy there 
are 3 papers for the Previous and 3 papers for the Final 
Examination. There is a viva voce at the Final Examination 
in all the subjects. 

The minimum pass marks in all the subjects are 36 per cent. 
Candidates who obtain 60 per cent or more of the aggregate 
are placed in the First Division and those who obtain 48 per cent 
or more in the Second Division. 

Science Faculty : B,Sc, (Pa««). — The course of study Ex- 
tends over two academic years, and candidates must study 



and be examined in either of the two groiii^s : (a) Physics, 

Chemistry and Mathematics, (b) Chemistry, Botany and Zoology. 
There are two papers and a practical examination in each 
subject except Mathematics in which three papers are set. A 
candidate may, at his option, take General English as an Extra 
subject in which there are two papers. 

The minimum for a pass is 30 per cent in each subject 
except in English in wliich it is 33 per cent. IMiere are three 
divisions : The First Division consisting of those who obtain 
60 per cent or more of the aggregate, the Second, of those who 
obtain 48 per cent or more (46 per cent or more in the case of 
candidates of the external side) and the Third, of those obtain- 
ing the minimum pass marks in eacli subject. 

Students for the Pass Course may bo transferred to the 
Honours Course within three months of the hrst year of study 
on the recommendation of the Head of the Department. 

Bachelor of Bcienco {Hons ,). — (For internal side only) : 
The duration of the course of study is three years. Every 
candidate must offer one of the following as his Honours Sub- 
ject : (1) Physics, (2) Chemistry, (3) Botany, (4) Zoology, and 
(6) Mathematics. He must also take two of the subjects other 
than his Honours subject, as his subsidiary subjects. The 
examination in the subsidiary subjects is identical with that 
of the Pass degree. 

Candidates obtaining 60 i)er cent of the aggregate in the 
Honours subject are placed in the First Division ; those obtain- 
ing 48 per cent or more, in the Second Division and those obtain- 
ing 36 to 47 per cent are awarded the Pass degree. Candidates 
who fail to attain the Honours standard can re-appear only 
once for the examination in that subject. Candidates who have 
failed to obtain Honours may, if they attain the prescribed 
standard, be recommended for a Pass degree. 

Master of (Science . — The course of study extends over two 
years after graduation and the examination consists of two 
parts — the Previous and the Final, held at the end of the first 
and the second year respectively. Candidates must offer one 
of the following subjects : (a) Mathematics, (b) Physics, (cl 
Chemistry, (d) Zoology, and (c) Botany. At the Previous 
Examination, there are two papers and a practical exami- 
nation in Physics and three papers and a practical examination 
in Botany, Zoology and Chemistry. In Mathematics the 
examination for the internal side consists of the B.Sc. Honours 
exaniination papers in the branch of Mathematics in which the 
candidate is not proceeding for the M.Sc. degree and the exa- 
n^ation for the external side consists of four papers. At the 
Final Examination, four papers are set in Mathematics, 
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Botany, Zoology, and Physics and t.wo papers in Chemistry 
with a practical examination in each subject cxci^^pt Mathe- 
matics. 

The minimum for a pass is 30 per cent in each subject. 00 
per cent or more of tlic aggregate places a candidate in the 
First Class and 48 per cent or more, in the Second Class. 

PROFESSIONAL Examinations. 

Bacheloii of Commerco (B,Com .), — The course of study 
extends over three years and is open to students who have 
passed one of the following examinations : Intermediate, 
Commercial Diploma, B.Com., B.A. or B.Sc. andM.A. Exemi)- 
tion from taking the first year course is allowed under certain 
conditions. Special provision is made for admission of external 
candidates to the examination. The examination is divided 
into two parts — Part I being taken at the end of the second 
year and Part IT, at the end of the third year. There is a 
departmental examination at the end of the first year. 

The following subjects are to be studied in the first year 
class : — (1) English, (2) Elements of Economics, (3) Elements of 
Currency and Banking, (4) Book-keeping and Accountancy, 
(6) Business Methods, (6) Economics of Commercial Geography. 
The subjects to be studied in the second year class arc : — (1) 
English and Essay, (2) Principles of Economics, (3) Currency, 
Banking and Finance (with special r(‘ference to India), (4) 
Book-keeping and Accountancy, (5) Business Organization, 
(6) Commercial Law, (7) Economic and Commercial Geography 
and (8) one of the following : — (a) Economic History of Modern 
Europe, or (6) Administration. One paper is set in each 
of the subjects except in English in which there are two 
papers. For the external side the subjects are the same except 
that for that side English does not include Essay and only one 
paper is given in that subject and the subject No. 3 is Money, 
Banking and Elementary Statistics. Students of the 3rd year 
class have to study : — (1) English, (2) Industrial and Com- 
mercial Organization, (3) Statistical Method, (4) Commercial 
Law, (6) Trade and Transport, (6) Modern Economic Develop- 
ment of the Emiure (with special reference to India), (7) Econo- 
mic and Commercial Geography of Eurasia and East Africa, 
and (8) the optional subject selected for the second year. 
One paper is set in each subject and there is also a viva 
voce in English. For the external side the subjects are: — (1) 
English and Essay (two papers), (2) Industrial and Commercial 
Organization (one paper), (3) Modern Economic Development 
of the Empire with special reference to India (two papers), (4) 
one of the following groups : — (a) Advanced Banking and Public 
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Finance (two papers), (b) Advanced Accountancy and Auditing 
(two papers), (c) Trade (two papers), (d) Secretarial Work and 
Practice (two papers). 

The minimum for a pass is 33 per cent in each paper. 
Candidates who secure 65 per cent or more of the aggregate 
are placed in the First Division, those who get 60 per cent or 
more in the Second Division and those obtaining 40 per cent 
or more are declared to have passed. For a position marks 
of the two examinations. Parts J and II, count together for place 
on the Pass list of the final year. 

Bachelor of Laws (LL.B.), — The course of study extends 
over two years and is open to graduates in Arts, Science or 
Commerce. The examination consists of two parts — the 
Previous and tlie Final, held at the end of the first and second 
years respectively. The subjects of the Previous Examination 
are : — (1) Eoman Law, (2) The Law of Contracts, (3) The Law 
of Easements and Torts, (4) The Law of Evidence, (5) Criminal 
Law and Procedure, and (6) Constitutional Law. The following 
are the subjects of the Final Examination : — (1) Civil Procedure, 

(2) The Law relating to the Land Tenures, Bent and Revenues, 

(3) Hindu Law with statutory modifications, (4) Muhammadan 
Law with statutory modifications, (5) The Law relating to 
Transfer of Property, (6) Equity with special ref erence to Trusts 
and Hpecific Belief, and (7) Jurisprudence. 

The examination is conducted by papers. The minimum 
for a Pass is 30 per cent in each subject. Those who obtain 
60 per cent of the aggregate are placed in the First Glass and 
those obtaining 50 per cent in the Second Class. 

Master of Laws (LL.M,). — The LL.M. Examination is 
open to Bachelors of Laws of the Allahabad University of at 
least two years’ standing. Candidates are required to offer 
four compulsory and two optional subjects. The compulsory 
subjects are: — (1) Jurisprudence and Principles of Legislation, 
(2) Constitutional Laws : British and Indian, (3) Equity, and 

(4) either Hindu Law or Muhammadan Law. The following 
are the optional subjects : — (1) Muhammadan Law or Hindu 
Law, whichever is not chosen as a compulsory subject, (2) Law 
of Contracts, (3) Transfer of Immovable Property and Ease- 
ments, (4) Roman Law, (6) International Law : Public and 
Private, (6) Wills and Administration. 

The examination is conducted viva voce and by written 
papers. For a Pass, candidates must obtain 60 per cent of 
the aggregate and 60 per cent in each subject.’ There are no 
classes. 

Licentiate of Teaching (L,T,), — The examination is both 
in the theory and practice of Teaching. The theory examination 
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comprises four subjects : (1) Principles of Teaching, (2) History 
of Education, <3) Methods of Teaching, and (4) School Manage- 
ment and Hygiene. One paper is set in each of the subjects. 
Every candidate must undergo a practical course of physical 
training and demonstrate in the presence of two examiners, 
his ability to manage a class. 

Special examinations are held to gauge the special fitness 
of candidates for teaching one or more of th(» following subjects : 
(1) English, (2) History, (3) Geography, (4) Mathematics, (5) 
Nature Study, (0) Physics, (7) Chemistry, (8) Manual Training, 
and (9) Classical Languages. The special fitness in Nature 
Study, Physics and Chemistry and Manual Training is tested 
by examining the records of practical work. 

The minimum pass marks are 30 per cent of the aggiegate 
in theoretical papers and 50 per cent in the practical exami- 
nation. Those who obtain 60 per cent of the aggregate in 
theoretical pai)ers and 75 per cent in the practical examination 
are- placed in the First Division and those obtaining 45 per cent 
of the aggregate in the theoretical papers and 60 per cent in 
the practical examination are i^laced in the Second Division. 

Doctorates. 

Doctor of Letters (D,Litt.), — A Master of Arts of a 
University established in India by an Act of the Legislature 
of at least three years’ standing is admitted to the examination 
of this degree. Every application for admission must be sup- 
ported by two members of the Faculty or two Jloctors of the 
University. The examination is entirely viva voce based on an 
original thesis offered by the candidate upon any subject within 
the Faculty. The viva voce examination is arranged only 
after the Board of Examiners pronounce that the thesis evinces 
sufficient merit. 

Doctor of Science (D,S€,), — A Master of Arts or Science 
of at least three years’ standing can apply for the D.Sc. Degree ; 
but those who belong to Indian Universities other than the 
Allahabad University must have resided for three years 
within the territorial limits of this University. Every appli- 
cation must be supported by two D.Sc.’s or two members of 
the Science Faculty. The fitness of a candidate for the Degree 
is judged on an original thesis submitted by him on some branch 
of the following sciences : Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, 
Zoology, Botany. 

Doctor of Laws (LL.D.). — ^A Master of Laws of the Uni- 
versity of Allahabad or any person who has passed the Honours 
in Law examination of that University on or before 1st of 
November, 1906, is admitted to the LL.D. Degree if he has 
written an essay approved by the Faculty of Law and has 
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produced a certificate from two nieinber« of the Faculty of Law 
or two rjoctors of Law to the effect that he ha« i)ractised his 
profession with repute for at least live years or has contributed, 
either by scholastic work or by literary production, to the 
advancement of Law and that in habits and character, ho is a 
tit person to receive the Degree. 

Conditions of Re-Admission to the University Examinations. 

A candidate who has failed once in a Degree Examination 
other than in Law (Previous or Final) and Final M.A. or M.8o 
Examination, is allowed to appear at a subsequent examination, 
only if he attends a regular course of study during the year of 
such examination. If he fails more than once, ho is allowed to 
re-appear without putting in the required terms but under 
certain prescribed conditions. Any candidate who has failed 
in one subject of the B.A., B.So. or B.Com. Examination, but 
has attained the prescribed standard, is allowed to appear at a 
subsequent examination in that subject alone. Ex-studpnts 
are required to pay an annual fee of Es. 5 to appear at subse- 
quent examinations. 

Admission Tkaohkrs. 

Teachers in approved educational institutions who fulfil 
certain si)ecilied conditions are eligible for admission to the 
University examinations of the associated colleges as external 
students.

Scholarships and Medals. 

The following are the medals awarded by the University 
for proficiency in the various examinations from the respective 
endowments : — 

1. The D. Krishnamacharlu Gold Medal , — This gold 
medal of the value of Rs. 60 is awarded annually to the 
candidate who, on passing Intermediate Examination hold in 
the month of March each year, obtains the highest number of 
marks in Telugu Composition under Part I-B. of the exam- 
ination. 

2. The Komarraju Venkata LakshmanaBao Gold Medal . — 
This medal of the value of Rs. 60 is awarded to the candi- 
date who, on passing the B.A. Degree Examination held in the 
month of April each year with History and Economics as his 
optional subjects, obtains the highest number of marks in 
Indian History. 

3. The Sir R, Venkataratnam Medal , — Three medals are 
awarded under this endowment: 

(1) The first medal called “The 8ir R. Venkataratnam 
Post-Graduate Research Medal” is awarded in alternate years 
to the best research thesis among the B.A. (Hons), and M.A. 
Degree holders of any year in the University, on a literary, 
philosophical or cognate subject to be determined and an- 
nounced by the Syndicate. 

(2) The second medal is awarded to the candidate 
who, on passing the whole examination for the B.A. Pass 
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Degree at the usual annual non-supplement test, obtains the 
highest number of marks in any of the optional branches. 

(3) The third medal is awarded to the candidate 
wlio, on passing the whole of the Intermediate Examination at 
the usual annual non-supplement test, obtains the highest 
number of marks in his optional group in the aggregate and is 
placed in the first class and proceeds directly to study for the 
Degree Examination of any of the Universities. 

4. The Ghevuru Sanyasaraju Gold Medal, — This medal 
is awarded annually to the candidate who, among the 
candidates qualifying during the year for the Degree of Bachelor 
of Arts (Hons.) in Branch T, Mathematics, secures the highest 
marks in Applied Mathematics. 

Until the B.A. (Hons.) Examination in Branch I (Mathe- 
matics) is held by the University, the medal will be awarded 
to the candidate who qualifies himself for the degree of B.A. 
(Pass) of the University by passing the whole examination held 
in the month of April each year, and who secures a first class in 
group (i) Mathematics, and obtains the highest marks in Applied 
Mathematics. 

5. The Anderson Gold Medal. — This gold medal is 
awarded annually to the student who, in successfully passing 
the Second M.B.B.S. Examination at the first opportunity, 
obtains the highest marks in anatomy and embryology and 
not less than 06 per cent of the marks in those subjects, theory 
and practice put together. 

Library, Museums, etc. 

The University Library consists of about. 6,000 volumes of 
very important works, including some manuscript copies, 
and is located in Bezwada. More than 5,000 books are the 
gift of Kao Bahadur 1). Lakshminarayan, m.l.c., Kamptee, 
Central Provinces, to the University. 

Publication and Extension Work. 

The University is authorized to institute and provide 
funds for the maintenance* of a Publication Bureau and Univer- 
sity Extension Boards. 

The Syndicate has under contemplation a scheme which 
might come into effect at an early date. 

Budget : Provident Fund. 

The University depends entirely on Government grants to 
meet the usual expenditure. Provision has been made in the 
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Budget Estimate for 1927-28 under the head ‘‘General Account’' 
for a sum of Bs; 1,50,000 both under income and expenditure. 

A Provident Fund scheme has been instituted for the 
benefit of the University staff. 

Courses of Study, Degrees and Examinations. 

The University at present has made provision for courses 
of study leading to the Degrees of B.A., B.En., 

B.S., M.O.L., and titles and certificates of proficiency in Oriental 
Learning. 

Admission to courses of study in the University is granted 
to those who have passed the Matriculation Examination of 
this University or any of the undermentioned examinations : — 

(1 ) The Secondary School Leaving Certificate Examination 
conducted under the authority of a lo(*.al Government or Ad- 
ministration . 

(2) The Matriculation Examination of any University in 
British India incorporated by a Law for the time being in force. 

(3) The Cambridge School Certificate Examination (former- 
ly called the Senior Local Examination). 

(4) The European High Schools Examination conducted 
under the authority of a local Government or Administration. 

(5) The Matriculation Examination of the London Univer- 
sity. 

(6) The Oxford School Certificate Examination. 

Tlie Matriculation Examination comprises of examination 
in the following subjects ; (1) English (two papers), (2) A 

second language (one paper), (3) Mathematics (two papers), 
(4) Elementary Schmee (one jiaper), (5) History and Geography 
(two 'papers). 

Intermediate Examination in Arts and Science. 

Matriculates proceeding to a Degree are required to undergo 
a course of study and be examined in the following subjects 

Part I- A : English Language and Literature (4 papers) ; 

Part I-B : A second language — composition in a verna- 
cular or translation into the English language from a classical 
or foreign language (one paiier). 

Part II : Either (a) Physics ; Cliemistry and Mathematics

Bachelor of Arts : — The course of study extends over 
two academic years after the Intermediate Examination.

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Coiiries of Study and Degreei loading to Profeislons. 

Baehelor of Education : — The course of study for this ex- 
tends over one year and is open only to graduates of this or 
other recognized Universities. 

Candidates are required to undergo the course and be exam- 
ined in the Theory and Practice of Education consisting of (A) 
The Elements of Psychology with special attention to stages of 
mental development, (B) The Elements of Human Physiology 
with special reference to the nervous system and the organs of 
sense and to Physiological stages of development during child- 
hood and youth, (C) The Nature of Knowledge, (D) Methods 
appropriate to the teaching of (1) English and (2) one of the 
following groups of subjects : (a) all subjects to young children, 
(b) Mathematics, (c) Physical Science, (d) Natural Sciences, (e) 
History, (/) Geography, and {g) one language other than English. 

Candidates are also required to undergo a course of practical 
trailing including instruction in School Management and practice 
in teaching. 

The examination consists of 6 papers the first two dealing 
with the portions covered by paras A, B, C, the third dealing 
with methods appropriate to the teaching of one of the groups 
of subjects other than English in A and the fifth dealing with 
special English. 

The passing minima are 36 per cent in either of the two 
papers taken together, 35 per cent in each of the last two papers 
and 40 per cent in the later papers taken together. Successful 
candidates obtaining not less than 60 per cent will be placed 
in the first, those obtaining not less than 50 per cent in the 
second class and the rest in the third class. 

Master of Education, — The degree is open to candidates 
who have passed B.Ed. Degree Examination of this or any 
other recognized University and of not less than two years' 
standing. A thesis is to be submitted to the scrutiny of the 
Syndicate showing results of individual research or observa- 
tions and contributing distinctly to the advancement of 
learning. 

^Bachelor of Medicine and Surgery, — The course is open to 
candidates who have passed the Intermediate Examination in 
Arts and Science of this University taking Mathematics, or 
Natural Science, Physics and Chemistry or any other exami- 
nation accepted by the Syndicate as equivalent thereto and 
extends over 4 academic years. Four examinations will be 
held for this Degree, the first being held at the end of the 
first half academic year, the second being held after one and 
half years after the first examination and the rest succes- 
sively after one year, 
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I M,B. & B.S . — A candidate for this examination is 
required to study and be examined in the following ; Inorganic 
Chemistry, Physics, Biology (according to a syllabus to be 
prescribed). The examination will be both writ ten and practical. 
A candidate will be declared to have passed the examination 
if he obtains not less than one-third of the marks in the written 
and not less than one-third of the marks in the practical and 
oral taken together in each subject, and not less than one-half 
of the aggregate number of marks.

Those who obtain not less than one-half of the marks in 
Anatomy (including fillements of Human Embryology written) 
and Physiology respectively, not less than one-half of the marks 
in the practical and oral taken together in Anatomy (including 
Elements of Human Embryology) and Physiology respectively, 
not less than one-third of the marks in Organic Chemistry 
including Bio-Chemistry, and not less than one-half of the 
aggregat(i number of marks. 

II7 M.B. <& The course of study extends over one 

academic year aft(*r the second examination for the degree of 
M.B. & B.H. and a candidate is required to study and be 
examined in (1) Materia Medica, (2) General Pathology, and 
(3) Hygiene. The examination in each subject shall be written, 
practical and oral. 

A candidate will be declared to have passed the exam- 
ination if he obtains not less than one-half of the marks in the 
written part of each of General Pathology and Hygiene, and 
not less than half of the marks in the practical and oral taken 
together in each of those two subjects, and not less than one- 
third of the marks in the written, practical and oral exam- 
inations taken together in Materia Medica and not less than 
one-half of the aggregate number of marks.

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A candidate for Part II of the Pinal IVl.B. & B.S. Doj^rec 
examination shall undergo a course of study extending oyer 
two years, and shall be examined in (J) Medicine including 
Therapeutics, Mental Diseases and Acute Infectious Diseases, 
(2) Surgery and Surgical Anatomy, and (3) Midwifery and 
Diseases of women and the new-born child. 

A (*andidate for the Pinal M.B. & B.S. Degree examination 
shall be declared to have x>assed the examination if he obtains 
not less than one-third of the marks in Ophthalmology and in 
Medical Jurisprudence resiieetively, and not less than one-half 
of the marks in tlie written part of each of the remaining sub- 
jects, not less than one-half of the marks in Clinical and Oral 
Medicine taken together, in oxierative surgery and in Clinical 
and Practical and Oral Midwifery, etc., taken together and not 
less than one-half of the aggregate number of marks.

The course of study for these examinations extends over 
four years and shall be taken in an institution or institutions 
approved by the Syndicate. 

Certificate of Proficiency . — Candidates who have passed 
the })reliminary examination leading up to a Title Examination 
may take their examination after undergoing a course of study 
extending over two years in a recognized college or after being 
specially exempted by the Syndicate. 
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Degree of Master of Onental Learning , — Every candidate 
for the Degree of Master of Oriental Learning shall have 
passed the Examination for Certificate of Proficiency in 
Oriental Learning and shall have thereafter pursued for two 
years an advanced course of study bearing upon the subject 
selected by him for the examination for that certificate. 
A thesis in English showing evidence of original work con- 
nected with the special subject should be submitted.

Introductory : Character of the University. 

The objectis of the Benares Hindu University which is a 
teaching and residential University are : — 

(i) To promote the study of the Hindu Shastras and of San- 
skrit literature generally as a means of preserving and 
popularizing for the benefit of the Hindus in particular 
and of the world at large in general, the best thought 
and culture of the Hindus, and all that was good and 
great in the ancient civilization of India ; 

(ii) to promote learning and research generally in arts and 
science in all branches ; 

(iii) to advance and diffuse such scientific, technical and 
professional knowledge, combined with the necessary 
practical training, as is best calculated to help in pro- 
moting indigenous industries and in developing the 
material resources of the country ; and 

(iv) to promote the building up of character in youth by 
making religion and ethics an integral part of edu- 
cation. 

This University is an All-India institution and is open to 
persons of all castes and creeds, and so are its free studentships, 
stipends, general scholarships of merit and fellowships. It is 
denominational only to the extent of making special provision 
for imparting instruction in Hindu Theology and Keligion 
and in making instruction in Hindu Eeligion compulsory in 
the case of Hindu students. The University was incorporated 
in 1915 and as there was already a fully equipped College in 
existence, the Central Hindu College, Benares, the work of the 
University beganin 1916. The University has since been re- 
moved to a magnificent site of 1,300 acres in which have been 
laid out the various buildings. 

The University consists of seven constituent Colleges : The 
College of Arts and Science, College of Theology, College of 
Oriental Learning, The Ayurvedic College, The Engineering 
College, The Teachers* Training College and The Law College, 
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The staff of the University may be said to be synonymous with 
the staff of these (Colleges except that some of the Professors 
are given the status of University Professors. 

Constitution of the University. 

In addition to the Officers, the authorities of University 
are : (1) The Court which is the supreme governing body, (2) 
The Council which is the Executive body of the Court, (3) The 
Senate which is the Academic body of the University, and 
(4) The Syndicate which is the Executive body of the Senate. 
The Faculties of the University are : Oriental Learning, Theo- 
logy, Arts, Science (pure and applied) and Law. It is contem- 
plated to establish at an early date a Faculty of Ayurveda.

The total number of books in the Library which, to a large 
extent, has been created by bequests, special donations and 
Government and University grants is 50,000. The books 
have been catalogued on the i)ewey system and a complete 
catalogue in three volumes has been published. Important 
journals are subscribed to the extent of Ks. 6,000 per annum.

Provision has been made for the publication of lectures on 
Ancient Indian History and Culture out of the funds endowed 
for the Maniiidra Chandra Chair of Ancient Indian History and 
Culture. The University Magazine is published quarterly. 

The University has received a donation of fifty 
thousand rupees for the publication of books in Hindi. A 
scheme for the purpose is under consideration. 

Military Training. 

The Military Training (-oiqis has been organized and 74 
students and two professors have enrolled themselves and formed 
two platoons of the 8th Benares Company. Eegular instruction 
in drill is given by the Staff Sergeant Instructor who 
lives on the University premises. A miniature range has been 
constructed and musketry training has begun.

Residence and Cost of Living. 

The University Regulations require every student of the 
University to reside in a University Hostel or if he is a student 
of a constituent college in a Oollege Hostel unless allowed by 
the Pro- Vice-Chancellor to reside with his parents or guardians 
under prescribed conditions. The majority of the students 
live in the hostels which are under the supervision of the 
Students’ Residence Committee which deals with all questions 
relating to residence and social life in the hostels. There are 
at present six hostels on the University grounds accommodating 
nearly fifteen hundred students. All the hostels are under the 
care and management of wardens and assistant wardens. 
Special care is taken of the health of boarders and competent 
Medical Officers have been appointed for the purpose. 

The cost of living including tuition fees varies from Rs. 36 
to Rs. 60 according as students join Arts, Science or Engineer- 
ing. Students of the Colleges of Oriental Learning and Theo- 
logy and of the Ayurvedic College are charged no fees for 
lodging and light and for servants. 

Budget. 

The estimated income for the year 1926-27 is Rs. 12,86,876 
and the estimated expenditure for the same year is Rs. 12,86,876. 

Provident Fund. 

Every employee of the University receiving a salary of 
Rs. 16 or more per mensem is required to subscribe to the 
Provident Fund at the rate of GJ per cent and the University 
contributes at the rate of 3| per cent. 

Women’s Education. 

Women are admitted to the same lectures as men but 
separate Hostel arrangements have been provided for one 
hundred lady students who will both liye and receive instruction 
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there under competent lady teachers. The number of lady 
students at present, however, is small.

Provision for Safeguarding Healthy Medical Inspection, 
Discipline, etc. 

There are Medical Officers in the University who reside 
in the premises in the quarters assigned to them. They are 
not only required to attend to the medical needs of the residents 
in the University area but are also required to undertake the 
medical examination of the boarders of the University once a 
year. 

The University maintains extensive grounds covering 300 
acres of land furnishing ample facilities for foot-ball, hockey, 
cricket and other games. The open-air gymnasiums are equip- 
ped with all necessary apparatus and a big stadium offers facili- 
ties for general Track Athletics and other sports. 

Admission to the University, Courses of Study, Degrees 
and Examinations. 

The University is, subject to Eegulations, open to 
persons of all classes, creeds and castes, but provision is 
made for religious instruction (which is compulsory for Hindu 
students) and examination in the Hindu Religion only. Wo- 
men (as private candidates) are eligible for admission to Uni- 
versity Examinations and degrees. 

The University offers in Arts, the Degrees of B.A. (pass 
and honours), M.A., D.Litt., and in Science, the Degrees of 
B.So., M.Sc. and D.Sc. The Professional Examinations are 
B.So. (Engineering), Examinations for diplomas in Mechanical, 
Electrical and Civil Engineering, LL.B., LL.M., LL.D., andL.T. 
In the Faculty of Oriental Learning, the Shastri and Shastra- 
charya degrees are conferred by the University, while in the 
Faculty of Theology, the degrees conferred are Smritiratna, 
Smriti Sagar, Dharmashastri and Dharmacharya. 

Candidates who have passed the Admission Examination 
or an equivalent examination are admitted to the Intermediate 
Course of study in Arts and Science. Those who have passed 
the Praveshika or an equivalent examination are admitted to 
the Intermediate (Madhyama) courses in the Faculties of Ori- 
ental Learning and Theology. The Admission Examination 
in the case of candidates for admission to the courses of study 



in Arts and Science consists of papers on (1) English, (2) Mathe- 
matics, (3) History and Geography, and any two of the follow- 
ing subjects ; — Sanskrit, another Classical Language, a Modern 
Indian Language, a Modern European Language, Elementary 
Physics and (Uiemistry, Botany, Drawing, Manual Training, 
Agriculture and Surveying, and Commerce. Women candidates 
can offer (1) English, (2) History and Geography, (3) A Modern 
Indian Language and any two of the following subjects : — 
Sanskrit, Mathemat ics, any other Classical Language, a Modern 
European Language, Elementary Physics and Chemistry, 
Botany, Drawing, Music, Manual Training, Agriculture and 
Surveying, Commerce, and Domestic Science. 

In the case of candidates for admission to the courses and 
degrees in the Faculties of Oriental Learning and Theology, the 
examination consists of (1) Sanskrit, (2) Modern Indian Lan- 
guage, (3) A further course in Sanskf it Grammar and Literature, 
(4) Mathematics, (5) History and Geography, (6) Elementary 
Logic and if chosen, one of the following : — English, Drawing, 
Manual Training, Agriculture or Surveying. 

Intermediate Examination in Arts and Science. — The course 
of study extends over two academic years and a candidate 
for the examination is required to offer for his examination 
(1) English, i papers, (2) Composition in a Modern Indian 
Language, one paper, and t hree subjects confined to one of the 
following groups : — Group A. (1) Sanskrit, 3 papers, and any 
two of the following subjects : — another Classical Language, 3 
papers, a Modern European Language, 3 papers. Mathematics, 
3 papers. History, 2 papers. Logic, 2 papers. Drawing, Manual 
Training, Elementary Economics, two papers, a Modern Indian 
Language and Literature, ('ivies, two papers, Music, Painting 
and Domestic Science (the last three subjects for women candi- 
dates only) or Group B. Either Physics (2 papers). Chemistry 
(2 papers) and Mathematics (3 papers) or Physics (2 papers). 
Chemistry (2 papers) and Biology (2 papers). Tliere is in 
addition a practical examination in Physics, Chemistry and 
Biology and women candidates can take Domestic Science in 
place of Physics or Chemistry.

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Doctor of Letters. — This degreo is confi^rred after the aiiproval 
of the candidate’s thesis and, if necessary, after a written and 
oral examination. It must be taken two years after his gradu- 
ation as a Master of Arts or as a Master of Science in a subject 
prescribed for the M.A. examination of the Benares Hindu 
University. Masters of Arts or Science of other Universities 
liave to be resident members of the University for two years. 

Courses of Study and Degrees in the Faculty of Oriental Learning. 

Madhyama Pariksha. — The course of study extends over a 
period of tliree years. Candidates are examined in Sanskrit 
Language, a Modern Indian Language and any one of the 
following subjects : Advanced Sanskrit Grammar and Liter- 
ature, a School of Indian Philosophj^, Hindu Law and Juris- 
prudence, Hindu Astronomy and Mathematics and Ayurvedic 
System of Medicine including Elementary Knowledge of Chemis- 
try, Botany, Physics and Anatomy, etc. 

Degree of Shastri. — This is a three years’ course after passing 
the Madhyama Pariksha. Candidates are examined in San- 
skrit Language and Literature, a Modern Indian Language and 
Literature and one of the following subjects ; — Advanced San- 
skrit Grammar, Advanced Sanskrit. Lit erature, Advanced course 
in the Vedas and Vaidic Sanskrit, a school of Indian Philosophy, 
etc., Hindu Law and Jurisprudence, Ayurvedic System of Medi- 
cine, etc.. History, Palseography and Epigraphy, Prakrit and 
Pali and English. 

Degree of Hhastracliarya. — This is a thesis examination 
which may be taken by the candidate two years after passing 
the Shastri Examination. As in all Advanced Examinations, 
there might- also be an examination, written, oral or both. 

Courses of Study and Degrees in the Faculty of Theology. 

Admission is restricted to Hindus. 

The Madhyama Pariksha. — It is a course of study extend- 
ing over three years including Sanskrit (Sruti, ftmriti, Purana 
and Itihasa), Griliya Sutra, Element arv .fotishya, Dasakarma.

— The course* which extends over 
a period of three years consLsts of a study of th(‘ Vedas, Smritis, 
Puranas and Ttihasas, six Systems of Indian Philosophy, T^yaya 
Purva Mimamsa, Say ana’s Introduction to Big Veda Bhashya, 
Bhagavadgita with commentaries, Mitakshava. 

Degree of Hwriti Hagar. — This is ojien to candidates who 
have passed the 8mriti Katna Examination and pursued an 
extensive and advanced course of study in the subjects pre*- 
scribed for the above examination for not less than two years. 
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Degree of Bharma t^hastri . — This is more like an exam- 
ination in Rituals of Hindu Religion and is a course spreading 
over three years and is open only to those who can study the 
same according to llu* aceepted usage of the community. Be- 
sides the subject s prescrilxMl for the Smriti Eatna Examination, 
a candidate must study Brahmanas, Shrauta Sutras, 
Satpatha Brahmana and Shulva Sutra. 

Degree of Dhannaeharya . — This is a thesis examination 
(supplemented by an examination, if necessary, oral, written 
or both), conducted two years after the candidate has passed 
the Dharma Sastri Examination.

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Engineering Diploma . — The Diploma Course for the Licenti- 
ateship in Engineering extends over four years.

Bombay University. 


Introductory : Character of the University. 

This University was created in 1857 ; but until the pass- 
ing of the Indian Universities Act of 1904, the Bombay Univer- 
sity, like the others, was limited to the function of examining 
candidates and arranging for the courses of study which led up 
to their degrees. Under the Act of 1904, it obtained the right 
of organizing t('acliing, arranging for University extensions, and 
to publish such works as were necessary for the direct educa- 
tional work it should carry on. 

Largely owing to lack of funds, th(‘ University was not 
able to undertake any of these new duties until 1912 when a 
liberal offer from the Government of India made it possible to 
immediately launch out in new directions. The Government of 
India offered to the University a non-recurring grant of five 
lakhs of rupees, and a recurring grant of Rs. 45,000 for the 
purpose of developing its activities as a teaching body. As a 
result, in 1913-14, Sir Alfred Ilopkinsou of the Manchester 
University was brought to India to advise as to possible and 
suitable lines of development, and in 1914, post-graduate 
lectures on the basis of the needs of the M.A. students were 
held for the first time. {Since 1918-19, the scheme has been 
somewhat modified on Inter-Oollegiate lines. The various 
colleges in Bombay have arranged a considerable amount of 
post-graduate teaching which is thrown oxien to qualified 
students of all other colleges who are interested in the subjects 
or are working for the M.A. Degree of the University. The 
University has supplemented these by arranging for a limited 
number of courses on its own account, to deal with matters in 
whicli it seemed essential for training to bo provided, but which 
were not adequately covered by the courses provided by the 
colleges. 

In 1922, a Committee was appointed to revise the scheme 
of post-graduate studies in the light of the experience gained 
of its working since its inauguration. The Committee sub- 
mitted a report in March 1923 recommending that all the 
work should be undertaken under a centralized scheme by the 
University in co-operation with its colleges and that the work, so 
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far as Bombay is concerned, be done in tlie University buildings 
as far as possible. A.s a result of the Committee’s deliberation a 
revised set of regulations relating to post-graduate studies was 
adopted by the ^Senate in August 1921. 

In essentials, Ihe University remains a University affiliat- 
ing colleges (‘urrying on teaching work, but University De- 
partments of Economies and Sociology have been opened with 
provision for both teaching as well as guidance for research. 
Part-time L(*cturers in Sanskrit and Mathematics are also 
appointed by the University for po.st-graduate work in these 
subjects. 

The number of a (filiated colleges is 29. Of these, 17 pre- 
pare for degrees in Arts and Science, three for degrees in Com- 
merce, Education and Agriculture and there arc two Medical, 
two Engineering and two Law colleges affiliated to the Univer- 
sity.

Scholarships and Medals. 

There are a large number of Endowed Scholarships and 
Medals in the University awarded for distinguished profieieney 
in the several examinations and each of the affiliated colleges 
also awards its own scholarships and medals. Tlie University 
Endowment Fund for Scholarships, Prizes and Medals amounts 
to Es. 27,45,200 in Government ^curities and Port Trust and 
Municipal Bonds. 



Library, Museums, Laboratories, Etc. 

There is a University Library under the control of the 
Library Committee, and it is open to Fellows of the University, 
Principals and Professors of Colleges affiliated to the University 
of Bombay, the University Staff, Graduates of the University, 
students of affiliated colleges and such other persons as are 
admitted by a special order. The Library has 25,160 volumes 
and 1,338 volumes wore added during 1924-26. 

There are a number of Hospitals and Laboratories recog- 
nized by the University for purposes of practical work in Medicine 
and Science. 

Provision for Research. 

There are six i)ost-graduate research scholarships in the 
Department of Economies and Sociology and the University 
also undertakes tlie publication of the results of researches. 
In addition, there are four endowed scholarships for research 
work of which thre(‘ are tenable in India and one is tenable in a 
foreign country. The Bombay University Economics Series 
has been published as well as Lectures on Gujarati Language 
by Professor N. B. Divatia, Dr. Mackichan's translations of the 
introduction to two German Books, Dr. Garbe’s Bhagvadgita 
and lioth's Nirukta. 

The University also makes grants of varying amounts 
in aid of the cost of publication of books by various authors. 

Publication and Extension Work. 

The University has spent a large sum of mone> during the 
last few years on the publication of books and by way of grants 
to authors to me(*t the (*xpenses of publication. Distinguished 
scholars from Europe and elsewhere have been invited to deliver 
lectures on subjects not directly connected with University 
studies. During the year 1925-26, Mr. E. Clements, i.c.S., 
delivered a course of lectures on Indian Music, Mr. F. S. Marvin, 
the well-known author, delivered four separate lectures on 
“The Unity of Civilization,'' “The Meaning and Reality of 
Progress", “The Place of Science in History," and “The 
Teaching of History" and Prof. A. V. Williams Jackson of 
Columbia University, New York, delivered a lecture on “Ballad 
Poetry, Oriental and Occidental". 

Military Training. 

Military training is not compulsory in the University. 
Students are encouraged to enrol to the University Training 
Corps and the number enrolled during the year 1925-26 was 622. 
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Associations in the University. 

The Colleges in the University are scattered over the whole 
of the Bombay Presidency and it is not therefore practicable to 
have a Central Association or Associations for the benefit of all 
University students. Most of the Colleges maintain societies 
of their own, e,g,^ Debating Union, Literary Society, Historical 
Society, Sanskrit Society, Dramatic Society and similar associ- 
ations or societies. 


Residence and Cost of Living. 

Most of the colleges affiliated to the University provide 
residential accommodation for a fair proportion of their students. 
The approximate cost of living is Rs. 50 per monih. 

Budget: Provident Fund. 

The total budget expenditure for the year 1920-27 lias 
been estimated to be Rs. 4,21,450-15-0. 

A Provident Fund lias just been started and* subscription 
to the Fund at the rate of 6J i)er cent on the monthly salarj^ 
is obligatory on every whole- time officer, teacher or servant 
appointed after the 31st March 1925 to a substantive appoint- 
ment carrying a monthly salary of Rs. 30 or upwards. The 
University makes a contribution at the rate of OJ per cent on 
the salary of subscriber at the end of each month and compound 
interest at llie rate of 51 per cent per annum is allowed on the 
amount standing to the credit of each deiiositor. On quitting 
the service of the University, a depositor is entitled to draw out 
the whole amount standing to his credit- in the Fund. 


Women’s Education. 

Women are admitted to all the affiliated collegi's on equal 
terms with men-students. 

Students’ Information Bureau and its Activities. 

Government have constituted an Advisory rommittce to 
give information and advice to studcuits who (lesire to proceed 
abroad for higher study. The Commit t(‘e lias been dissolved 
on the 1st of November 1926 and its fumdions taken over from 
that date by an Information Bureau under the direct control 
of the University. 
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Provision for Safeguarding Health, Medical Inspection, 
Discipline, etc. 

Physical training is not at present compulsory in the 
University. There is provision for outdoor games like cricket, 
football, tennis, hockey, etc., in most of the affiliated Colleges 
and a large number of students take advantage of the facilities 
offered in this respect. During t he year just ended the Syndicate 
have considered very carefully tlie question of medical in- 
spection and physical training of University students in the 
light of two valuable reports submitted by acknowledged 
experts. As a- first step towards the introduction of Physical 
Training, the vSyiidicate have, in a circular letter addressed to 
the Heads of Affiliated Colleges, laid stress on the imperative 
necessity of the Physical Training of students and asked for 
reports as to the provision already made or likely to be made 
by the Colleges for this important ]mrpose. 

Admission to the University, Courses of Study, Examinations, 
and Degrees. 

The University offers in Arts I>.A. (Pass and Honours) 
and M.A. degrees, in Scieiiee B.Sc. and M.Sc. degrees, in Com- 
merce B.Com. and M.Com. degrees, in Teaching B.T. degree, 
in Agriculture Bachelor’s and Master's degrees, m Engineering 
B.E. and M.E. (Civil, Mechanical and Electrical) degrees, in 
Law LL.B. and LL.M. degrees, and in Medicine the degrees of 
M.B., B.S., M.D., M.S., Bachelor of Hygiene, Doctor (d Hygiene 
and the Diploma in Oiihthalmology. 

Abmissfon to the Untvkhstty. 

Admission to a course of study in the University for a 
Bachelor’s Degree m Engineering and Medicine is granted only 
to those who have passinl the Intermediate vScience Examination 
of this University or any other equivalent examination of 
recognized Universities in a specitied group of subjects. Ad- 
mission to courses of study for other Bachelors’ degrees is granted 
to those who have passed the First Year Arts (Vrtificate Exa- 
mination in a (College affiliated to the University or the Inter- 
mediate Arts or Science Examination of a recognized Univer- 
sity or the First Year Certitieate Examination of the Mysore 
University. Admission to the courses of study for higher 
degrees is granted, under certain conditions, to graduates of 
this or of any other recognized University. 

Courses of Study and Examinations. 

I. Arts. 

{i) Intermediate Examination . — The course of study for 
this examination extends over two academic years during the 
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first of which candidates are examined by Affiliated Colleges 
in English, a Second Language, Mathematics and Elementary 
Physical Science and can only proceed to the Intermediate 
class if they are certified by their Principals to have carried out 
satisfactorily the work appointed by the University for the 
first two terms in Arts. At the Intermediate Examination held 
by the University at the end of the second year, candidates are 
examined in English (three papers of two hours each), a Second 
Language (one paper), Indian History and Administration 
(one paper) and Mathematics or Logic (two papers of three 
hours each). The minimum for a pass is 30 per cent in English 
(composition paper, 30 per cent in tln^ t hrive papers in Englisli 
taken together, and 30 per cent in each of the oilier subjects. 
Candidates who obtain 60 per cent in the aggregate are placed 
in first class and those who obtain 4.5 per cent, in the second 
class. 

(ii) B.A. (Pass and Honours ). — The course of study for 
B.A. ‘(Pass) Examination extends over two academic years 
subsequent to passing the Intermediate Arts Examination 
and that for B.A. (Honours), over the same period. Candidates 
will be examined in (1) English Language and Literature, with 
Composition and (2) one of the following six groups : (a) 

Languages, (b) Mathematics, (c) Uistorv and Economics, (d) 
Mental and Moral Philosophy, (c) Physics and Chemistry, and 
(/) Botany and Zoology. 

For the Pass Examination, three papers will be set in 
English, two papers in each of the Jamgnages, four papers in 
each of the subjects (6), (c) and (d) and then' w ill be two papers 
and two practical examinations in each of the two subjects of 
groups (e) and (/). The minimum for a pass is 30 ])er cent in 
the third paper in English, 30 per cent in all the papers in 
English taken together, and 30 per cent in each of the other 
subjects ; in groups (e) and (/), candidates are also required to 
obtain a minimum of 30 per cent in all the pract ieal examinations 
of the group taken together. 

For the Honours Examination, there will be eight jiapers 
in English and in Mathematics, seven papers in flistory and 
Economics, and Philosophy, and five papers in (‘ach of the 
Languages. The Honours Examination in groups (e) and (/) 
is identical with the Subsidiary B.Sc. Examination in each 
subject of the group. The minimum for a jiass is 30 per cent 
in English Composition paper, 30 per cent in all the three papers 
in Compulsory English taken together, and 40 per cent in all the 
papers of each subject taken together ; in groups (e) and (/), 
candidates are required to obtain also 30 per cent in the papers 
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and 40 per cent in the practical examinat ions in each subject 
of the group taken together. Candidates who obtain 60 per 
cent in the aggregate in all the llonours papers are placed in 
first class, and those obtaining not less than 40 per cent, in the 
second class. Those obtaining less than 40 per cent are, sub- 
ject to certain conditions, declared to have passed the Pass 
Examination. 

(iii) Master of Arts (M.A .). — The course of study extends 
over two years subsequent to passing the B.A. Examination. 
A candidate is required 1 o study and be examined in one of the 
following branches : Languages, History, Philosophy, Mathe- 
matics. The examination consists of eight papers in each sub- 
ject. A thesis may be offered in lieu of the whole examination 
in the subject of History and in lieu of four papers in the subject 
of Philosophy. The minimum for a pass in Mathematics is 
either 40 per cent in the aggregate or 25 per cent in each paper 
and 37^ per cent in the aggregate, and in other subjects, it is 
one-fourth of the full marks in ea<*h papiu* and three-eighths 
in the aggregate. (Candidates who obtain 05 per cent in the 
aggregate are placed in first class and those who obtain 50 
per cent in the second (‘lass. 

II. SOIENOK. 

(i) Intermediate Examination, — The conditions of admission 

to this Examination are similar to those for the Intermediate 
Examination in Arts and a. candidate is required to study and 
be examined in one of th(‘ following groujis of subjects : (a) 

Mathematics, Physics and (’hemistry; (b) Physics, Chemistry 
and Elementary Biology. The (‘xamination consists of two 
papers in Mathematics, and one x>ui)er and a iiractical ex- 
amination in each of the other subjects. For a pass, a candidate 
must obtain 33 ])er cent/ of the aggregate in Matliematics, 33 
per cent in each ])ai)er and in each ])ractical examination in 
other subjects. CVindidatiss who obtain 60 i)cr cent in the 
aggregate an^ xilaeed in the lirst class and those obtaining \S 
per cent/ in the second class. 

(ii) Bachelor of Science — The course extends over 

two years subsequent to glassing the Intcu’mediate Examination 
in Science. Candidates must take up two of the following 
subjects in x)reseribed combinations : Mathematics, Physics, 
Chemistry, Botany, Ceology, Zoology, Animal Physiology, 
Microbiology and Experimental Psychology. Of the selected 
subjects, on(‘ will be a xmneipal subject and the other, sub- 
sidiary. At the examination, papers are set as follows »

For a pass, candidates must obtain in each subject 33 
per cent in the papers taken together, and in the practical 
examinations taken together, or in Mathematics in all tlie papers 
taken together. Successful candidates wlio obtain 60 per cent 
in their principal subject are placed in the first class and those 
who obtain 48 per cent in the second class. A candidate who 
secures 66 per cent in his principal subject is declared to have 
passed with distinction. 

(Hi) Master of Science (M.Sc .), — Bachelors of Science of 
this or of certain other recognized Universities are admitted to 
the course of study for M.Sc. Degree extending over two years. 
Candidates must offer one of the following branches : Mathe- 
matics, Physics, Chemistry, Botany, Zoology and Geology. 

The M.Sc. Degree may be taken by research alone or by 
written examination and practical (where possible) or by re- 
search and examination combined. A candidate may submit 
a thesis which may be accepted in lieu of tlie wliole or a part of 
the examination.

The examination in Mathematics is the same as at the 
M.A. Examination. There will be five papers and four practi- 
cal examinations in Physics, four papers and at least four days’ 
practical examination in Chemistry, and three papers and at 
least three days’ practical examination in each of the subjects, 
Botany, Zoology and Geology. 

Successful candidates will be divided into those who pass 
and those who pass with distinction. 

ITT. Commerce. 

(i) Intermediate Examination, — The course of study extends 
over two academic years subsequent to passing the Matri- 
culation Examination, at the end of the first of which candidates 
are examined by Colleges in the subjects prescribed by the 
University for the first two terms in Arts (vide Arts. Intermediate 
Examination). Candidates will be examined in English (two 
papers and an oral examination), General Elements of Econo- 
mics (two papers), Geography (two papers) and Accounting 
(ond paper). For a pass, candidates must obtain 40 per cent 
in each subject. 

Successful candidates who obtain 66 per cent in the ag- 
gregate are placed in the first class and those who obtain 50 
per cent in the second <*lass. 

(ii) Bachelor of Commerce (B.Com,). — The course extends 
over two years subsequent to passing the Intermediate Ex- 
amination in Commerce of this University. Candidates will be 
examined in (1) Business Organization (one paper), (2) Admin- 
istration (one paper), (3) Mercantile and Industrial Law (two 
papers), (4) Hpecial Branches of Economics, comprising Public 
Finance, Currency, Banking and Money Market and Elements 
of Statistics (two papers), (5) Economic History (one paper), 
and (6) one of tln^ following special branches (three papers) : 
Advanced Accounting and Auditing, Advanced Economic 
1'heory and History, Advanced Banking, Actuarial Science, 
Ihe Organization of the Indian (^otton Industry. 

The minima for pass and class arc the same as for the 
Intermediate Examination. 

(Hi) Master of Commerce (M,Com.), — Bachelors of Com- 
merce of this University only who are of at least two years’ 
standing are allowed admission to the examination for the 
M.Com. Degree. The examination comprises two parts ; Part I 
— a thesis on a problem relating to Indian (Commerce, Finance, 
or Transport ; Part FI — a written examination in four subjeef/s 
selected from the following; (1) The Organization of the 
beading Tn<lnstrios of India, (2) The Home and Foreign Trade 
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of India, (3) Modem Economic Development, (1) Inland Trans- 
port, (5) Sea Transport, (6) Industrial Einance, (7) Foreign 
Exchanges, and (8) International Banking. Exemption from 
the whole or a part (d* the written examination is gi’anted under 
conditions. 

One paper will be set in each of the subjects of the written 
examination. The minimum for a pass is 30 per cent in each 
paper and 40 per cent in th(‘ aggregate. 

IV. Teaching. 

Bachelor of Teaching . — Oraduates of this or of any other 
recognized University who have either kept two terms in a 
recognized Training ('ollegc and thereafter served for at least 
one year on the staff of a recognized High School or served for 
at least 3 years in a recognized High School which makes pro- 
vision for the training of its staff, are admitted to the Ex- 
amination for B.T. Degree. The examination is held in two 
parts. — Part T — Written Examination, and Part II — Practical 
Examination. 

Part I of the Examination consists of written papers in 
the following subjects : The Science of Education (two pHi>ers), 
the History of Education (two papers), and the Practice of 
Education (three papers). 

In Part II of the Examination, candidates will be tested as 
to their practical skill in class management and class teaching. 
Each candidate will be required to give lessons in two special 
subjects selected by him for Part I. 

A candidate for Part I must obtain, in order to pass, 40 
per cent in each subject and a candidate for Part II must 
obtain at least 50 per cent in the aggregate. Those who obtain 
60 iier cent of the total marks in both part s taken t ogether are 
placed in the first (‘.lass. 

V. Agriculture. 

(i) Intermediate Examination . — The course of study extends 
over two academic, years after passing the Matricidation Ex- 
amination except- in the case of Bachelors of Science of this ITni- 
versity with (-hemistry and Botany, who will be excused this 
Examination, dandiclates will be examined in (1) Agriculture 
(two papers and a practical examination), (2) C-hemistry (two 
papers and a pra(;ti(‘al examination), (3) Botany (one paper 
and a practical (examination) and (4) Mathematics and Ele- 
mentary Physics (one paper and a practical examination). 
The minimum for a pass is 40 per cent of tin* aggregate and 33 
per cent in each paper and in the practical examinations, 
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Candidates who secure 60 cent of the aggregate will be 
placed in the first class. 

(ii) Bachelor of Agriculture . — The course extends over two 
years subsequent to passing the Intermediate Examination 
in Agriculture, or subsequent to passing the B.So. Examination 
of this University with Chemistry and Botany. Candidates 
will be examined in the following subjects : (1) Agriculture 

(4 papers and two practical examinations), (2) Chemistry of 
Agriculture (one paper and a practical examination), (3) Agri- 
cultural Botany (one paper and a practical examination), (4) 
Plant Pathology (one paper and a practical examination), (6) 
Agricultural Engineering (one paper and a practical exami- 
nation), and one of the following special subjects (one paper 
and a practical examination) : — (a) Intensive Study of Certain 
Crops, (b) Advanced Plant Breeding, (c) Advanced Agricultural 
Chemistry, (d) Advanced Animal Husbandry and Dairying, 
(e) Advanced Agricultural Economics, (/) Advanced Horticul- 
ture, and (g) Advanced Plant Pathology. 

In order to pass, candidates must obtain 45 per cent in 
the aggregate, 40 ])er cent in Agriculture and the Optional 
subjects, and 33 per cent in the remaining subjects. These 
percentages must be obtained separately in the theoretical and 
practical tests in each siibject. Those wlio obtain 00 j)er cent 
of the aggregate are placed in the first class. 

(in) Master of Agriculture , — Each candidate for this Degree 
must be a Graduate or a Licentiate in Agriculture of this Uni- 
versity of not less than 3 years’ standing and must have been 
engaged in the practice of Agriculture or work or research in 
connection with Agriculture for a period of at least 3 years 
after receiving the Degree of Bachelor or Licentiate in Agri- 
culture. Each candidate must submit a report of work or 
research of original character in the Agricultural Field subse- 
quent to his graduation and must, if the examiners so desire, 
submit himself to an oral examination. 

YT. Engineering. 

A candidate for the B.E. Degree must have passed the 
Intermediate Examination in Science of this or of any other 
recognized Univesrity in the group of Mathematics, Physics 
and Chemistry, or he must have passed the Tnlermediate Arts 
Examination with Mathematics as the Optional subject and 
the B.A. Examination with Physics and Chemistry as the 
Optional group. Candidates will be required to pass three 
examinations : The First Examination in Engineering ; the 
Second Examination in Engineering (Civil or Mechanical) ; 
and the B.E. Degree Examination (Cavil or Mechanical). 



(i) The First Examination in Engineering, — The course of 
study extends over one year and includes Mathematics, Physics, 
Chemistry, Mechanics, Building Materials and Construction, 
Prime Movers, Surveying, Drawing and Workshop Practice. 
Candidates will be examined in all subjects except Physics, 
Chemistry and Workshop Practice. One paper will be set in 
each of the subjects of examination. The minimum for a pass 
is 40 per cent of the aggregate, 33 per cent in Mathematics, 
and 40 per cent in each of the other subjects. Successful 
candidates who obtain 00 per cent in the aggregate arc placed 
in the first class. 

(ii) The Second Examination in Engineering^ (Civil and 
Mechanical ), — 

(a) Civil, — The course of study for this examination covers 
one year after iiassing the P.E. Examination and candidates 
will be required to study and be examined in Applh‘d Mechanics, 
Calculus, Prime Movers, Building C'onstruction, Beads, Bail- 
ways and Bridges, Surveying and Drawing. They must- also 
complete a prescribed course in WorkshoiJ Practice. One 
paper will be set on each of the subjects of examination except 
Drawing, the examination in which consists of Practical, Oral 
and Sketching. In Prime Movers and Surveying, there will also 
be a practical examination. In order to pass, a candidate 
must obtain 40 per cent in each subject (in the written and 
practical examinations separately), and 45 per cent in the 
aggregate. Those who obtain 60 per cent in the aggregate are 
placed in the first class. 

(h) Mechanical. — The duration of the course of study for 
this examination is one year after passing the E.E. Exam- 
ination. Candidates will be examined in Applied Mechanics, 
Calculus, Prime Movers, Electrical Engineering, Drawing and 
Workshop Practice. The Examination in Drawing comprises 
Practical, Oral and Sketching and there will be a Practical 
Examination in Workshop Practice. One paper will be set 
in each of the other subjects and there will be a Practical Ex- 
amination in Prime Movers. The minima for pass and class are 
the same as for the S.E. (Civil) Examination. 

(Hi) B.E, Degree Examination (Civil and Mechanical) : 

(a) Civil, — Candidates who have passed the IS.E. ((3ivil) Ex- 
amination of this University and (kept at least two terms in a 
recognized School or College in Civil Engineering) are admitted 
to the B.B. (Civil) Examination. During the two terms, they 
are required to study the following subjects ; Applied Me- 
chanics, Geology, Hydraulics and Irrigation, Water-supply 
and Sanitary Engineering, Drawing, Electrical Engineering. 
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At the exaniinalion, one paper will be set/ iii ea<*li of the subjects 
except Drawing**, the exaiuuiatioii in wliieh consists of Practical, 
Hketchiiijr and Oral. There will also be a Practical KJxaniination 
in Geology. Oandidates are further required to obtain a certi- 
licate in Esthnating. 

In order to pass, a candidate must obtaiji 45 x)er cent in 
the aggregate aitd 40 per cent separately in the written, practical 
or oral examination in each subject. Successful candidates 
who secure 60 per cent of the aggregate* are placed in the first 
class. 

(b) Mevhanivnl. — The conditions of admission to this 
examination are the same as for B.E. (Civil) Examination 
except that camlidates .should have passed the 8.E. (M(*chanical) 
Exaniiiiation. (Candidates are required to study and be ex- 
amined ill the following .subjects: A ppli(*d Mechanics (one 
paper). Prime Movers (two papers), Hydraulics and Hydi’aulic 
Machinery (om* paper). Electrical Engineering (one paper), 
JJrawing (Practical, Sketching and Oral), Workshox) Appli- 
ances and Practice (one paper and a Practu'al Examination). 
The minima for pass and class are similar to those for B.E. 
(Civil) Examination. 

{iv) Maater of Engineering (Civil, Mechanical or Electrical ), — 

The examination for this Degree is open to Jiicentiates or 
Bachelors of Engineering of this or of any other recognized 
University, who have practised as Civil, Mechanical or Electri- 
cal Engineers for at least three years after receiving their Degree. 
The Degree may be obtained in two ways : (i) by submitting, 

with due authentication, a report of Engineering work done by 
the candidate, or (ii) by submitting himself to an examination 
in one of the following subjects : (1) Building Materials and 

Construction and Structural Engineering, (2) Bridges and Eail- 
ways, (3) Hydraulics and Irrigation, (4) Municipal Engineering 
and Town Planning, (5) Steam Engine and Turbine, Com- 
struction and Design, (6) Internal Combustion Engine, (Con- 
struction and Design, (7) Machine Tools, Construction and De- 
sign, (8) Hydraulic Machinery, Construction and Design, (9) 
Generation, Transmission, Distribution of Electrical Energy, 
(10) Electrical Power and Lighting, (11) Design of Electrical 
Machinery, Apparatus and Instruments, or any other branch 
of Engineering approved by the Board of Studies. 

VII. Law. 

(i) Bachelor of Lawn (LL,B,). — The course of study is 
open to Bachelors of Arts or Science of this or any other recog- 
nized University, and extends over two academic years. Candi- 
dates will be required to pass two examinations : The First

One paper will be set in each of these subjects. 


For the Second LL.B. Examination, candidates must 
study and be examined in the following subjects : (1) Succes- 

sion and Family Bights, with special ndVrence to Hindu and 
Mahomedan Law, (2) The Law of Propert y (including tlu‘ Law 
of Transfer), the Law of Easements and tin* following Jjand 
Tenures : Ryotwari, Watans, Saranjains and Inains, (.1) 
Equity, with special reference to the Law of Trusts and Sjieciiic 
Relief, (4) The Law of Evidence, (Hvil Procedure and Limitation, 
and (5) Company Law and the Law of Insolvtncy. Oin* paper 
will be set in each of these subjects. 

In order to pass either of the examinations, a candidate 
must obtain one-third of the full marks in each paper and one- 
half of the aggregate. Candidates who obtain two-thirds of 
the total marks obtainable will be placed in tlu* first ilivisioii, 

(n) Master of Laws (LL.M ,).' — Admission to the cours(‘s 
of study for this Degree is granted to Law^ Graduates of this or 
of certain other recognized Universities and the course extends 
over two academic years. Candidates are required to study 
and be examined in any one of the following four branches :

VIII. Medicine. 

(i) Degrees of Bachelor of Medicine and Bachelor of Surgery 
(M.B,, B,8.), — ^For admission to a course of study for these 
Degrees, a candidate must have passed the Preliminary Scientific 
Examination formerly held by this University or the Inter- 
mediate Examination in Science of this University in the group 
of Physics, Chemistry and Biology or an equivalent examination 
of any other recognized University. (Candidates for these 
degrees are required to pass two examinations : — (i) The Inter- 
mediate Examination, (ii) the Final Examination, Part I and 
Part II. 

(a) The Intermediate Examination. — Before presenting 
themselves for this examination, candidates must have attended 
complete courses in (i) Human Anatomy and Human Physio- 
logy, (ii) Anatomy, including Embryology, (in) Physiology, 
(iv) Applied Organic Chemistry, and (v) Physics. They will 
be examined in Anatomy, Descriiitive and Practical, and 
Physiology and Chemical and Experimental Physiology. The 
examination consists of two written papers and a Practical 
Examination in each subject. For a pass, a candidate must 
obtain in each subject 50 per cent in the practical test and 50 
per cent in the written and practical tests put together. Those 
who obtain 66 per cent in the aggregate are placed in the first 
class. 

(b) The Final Examination (Part I and Part II ). — 

Part I. — The course of study for Part I of the Final M.B., 
B.S. Examination extends over five tenns after passing the 
Intermediate Examination, and includes lectures and practical 
work in Pathology, Bacteriology, Forensic Medicine, Materia 
Medica, Pharmacology and Practical Pharmacy. Candidates 
must also have undergone prescribed practice in recognized 
Hospitals. 

Candidates will be examined in the following subjects : 
General Pathology and Bacteriology, Hygiene, Medical Juris- 
prudence, and Materia Medica and Pharmacology. The ex- 
amination consists of one written paper and one practical or 
oral examination in each subject. The passing standard is the 
same as at the Intermediate Examination. 

Part II. — The course of study for Part II of the Final 
M.B., B.S. Examination extends over four terms after passing 
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in the whole of Part T of the Examination and nine terms after 
passing the Intermediate Examination. Before presenting him- 
self for this examination, each candidate must have attended 
the courses in Medicine including Diseases of Children, Surgery 
and Surgical Pathology including Surgical Diseases of Children, 
Midwifery and Diseases of Women, Ophthalmology, Mental 
Diseases, and Applied Physics. He must also have received 
systematic and clinical instruction in Diseases of the Ear, Nose 
and Throat, Diseases of the Skin, Rhdiology, Dentistry, Tuber- 
culosis, Venereal Diseases and Anaesthetics. He must further 
have attended the prescribed Hospital Practice. 

Candidates will be examined in (i) the Principles and Prac- 
tice of Medicine and Therapeutics, including Mental Diseases, 
Skin Diseases and Anatomy and Physiology as applied to 
Medicine, (u) tlui Principles and Practice of Surgery, including 
Ophthalmology, Diseases of the Ear, Nose and Throat, and 
.Anatomy and Physiology as applied to Surgery, and (in) Mid- 
wifery and Gynaecology. 

The examination consists of two written papers, an oral 
and practical and a clinical examination in each subject. For 
a pass, a candidate must obtain 50 per cent in the aggregate, 
50 per cent in the Clinical Examination, and 40 per cent in the 
Written and Oral and Practical Examinations. Those who 
obtain 66 per cent of the aggregate in Parts I and II together 
are placed in the first class. 

(ii) Degree of Bachelor of Hygiene , — Candidates who have 
passed not less than a year previously the M.B., B.S. Ex- 
amination of this or of any other recognized University, or who 
have taken the Degree of L.M. & S, of this University only, are 
admitted to this examination provided they have (a) attended 
courses of practical laboratory instruction in Chemistry, Bacte- 
riology, Animal Parasitology and the Pathology of those diseases 
of animals that are transferable to man ; (h) been diligently 
engaged in acquiring a practical knowledge of the duties of Pub- 
lic Health and Administration under the supervision of an 
approved Health Ofiicer, and (c) attended practice in a Hospital 
for infectious diseases. 

The examination is held in two parts both of which may be 
passed at the same time or separately. Part I will have reference 
to the general principles of Sanitary Science and consists of two 
papers and a practical examination in the laboratory work and 
a viva voce Examination. Part II will have reference to 
Stajbe Medicine and Applications of Pathology and Sanitary 
Science and consists of two papers and a practical examination 
in and reporting on subjects connected with Out-door Sanitary 
work and a viva voce Examination. 



Soon after t li<* eonclusioii of the examination, the Exam- 
iners will report whether the candidates have passed or failed. 

(Hi) Degree oj Doctor of Medicine (MJ),}, — The exam- 
ination for this Decree is o])en to Bachelors of Medicine and 
Baelielors of Sur^rery of this or of any other recognized Univer- 
sity tind to Tiicentiates of Medicines and Surgery of this Uni- 
versity only, who hav(‘ been engaged in continuous practice 
of the Medical profession for at least live years one of which 
must b(* spent in the post-graduate study of the particular 
branch in which he offers the examination, at a recognized 
Hospital or Institute. The period may be reduced under 
special e.onditions. 

(Candidates will be (examined in one of the following 
Branches: — Branch I — (comprising (a) Medicine, including Men- 
tal Disease's and Medical Applied Anatomy (one paper), (b) 
Troxiical Medicine (on(‘ ]»aper), (c) Pathology including Bac- 
teriology (one paper), (d) an essay on one of the two subjects in 
Medicine (one paper) ; Branch II — Pathology comprising (a) 
Pathology including Bacteriology (two papers), (b) Medicine 
(one pa jier), (c) an essay on one of the two subjects in Pathology 
including Bacteriology (one paxier), (d) a laboratory examina- 
tion including an oral, a practical and a post mortem examina- 
tion ; Branch 111 — comprising (a) Midwifery including the 
Surgical Anatomy of the Pelvis (one paper), (b) Diseases of 
Women and Children, including Antenatal Diseases (one paper), 
(c) one paper in Pathology including Bacteriology, (d) an essay 
on one of the two subjects in Midwifery and Diseases of Women, 
(e) a clinical, an oral and a practical examination. A candidate 
may submit a thesis embodying the results of his own indepen- 
dent rc'search in the branch in which he appears. The thesis 
may exempt him from a ])art or the whole of the written 
examination only. 

The examiners will report whether the candidates have 
failed c'r passed or passed with distinction. 

(iv) Degree of Master of Surgery, — The conditions of ad- 
mission to this examination are the same as for the M.D. Ex- 
amination. Candidates will be examined in Surgery (two papers), 
Pathology including Bacteriology and Surgical Anatomy (one 
paper), an essay on one of two subjects in Surgery (one paper). 
There will also be a Clinical examination with operations on 
the cadaver, and an oral and practical examination with ex- 
amination of pathological specimens and X-rays Skiagrams. 
The Examiners will report whether a candidate has passed or 
failed or has passed with distinction. 

A thesis may be submitted on the same conditions as at 
the M.D. Examination. 
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(v) Degree of Doctor of Hygienic. — T1h‘ (*xa.iniiia(i()n for this 
Degr<»e is open to candidates who have passed at least, two 
years previously the exaini nation for the De^jree of Bachelor of 
Hygiene of this University or an equivalent examination of any 
other recognized University. Further each candidate must 
have attended outdoor and indoor work of a Medical Officer 
of Health for one year under th(» sup(*rvision of an approved 
Health Officer. 

The examination is conducted as follows : — (i) Public 
Health — three papers and a Practical and an Oral Exam- 
ination ; (ii) Sanitary Jjaws of England and India — one paper 
and an oral examination. The scope of this examination is 
fuller than that of the I>egre(» of Baclu^lor of Hygiene, ami 
candidates must show competent knowkMlge of Sanitary Science 
in all its branches. 

The Examiners will report whether a candidate has i>assed 
with. distinction or jiassed or faik^. 

(vl) Diphmia in Ophthalmology . — The examination for this 
Diploimi is open to Graduates in Medicine and Surg<*ry of this or 
of any other recognized University who have been engaged for 
at least one year in the Post-Graduate St udy of Ophthalmology 
at a recognized Hospital or Institution. Further, candidates 
must produce certificates of having attended (a) the Clinical 
Practice of a recognized Ophthalmic Hospital for at least 12 
months, and (b) courses of study in Optics, Anatomy, Physiology 
of the Eye, Pathology, Bacteriology and Ophthalmic Operative 
Surgery. 

The examination* is partly written and partly viva voce. 
There will be four jiapers in the writtcm examination. The 
Examiners will report whether candidates have failed or passed.

Calcutta University, 


Introductory (Historical) and Character of the University. 

In July 1854, tho Court of Diroot ors sent out a Dospatch 
to the Governor-General of India in Council, directing the 
organization of Universities of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay. 
In pursuance of that Despatch, in January 1857, the University 
of Calcutta was founded. As regards its constitution, the 
University adopted, in the first instance, the form, government 
and regulations of the University of London, and gradually, 
as necessity arose, changed and adapted tliom to the require- 
ments of its own students. 

The University of Calcutta was incorporated by an Act 
of the Legislative Council (Act No. IT of 1857) for the purpose 
of ascertaining by means of examination the persons who have 
acquired proficiency in the different branches of Literature, 
Science and Art, and of rewarding them by academical degrees. 

A supplementary Act was passed in 1 8G0 (Act No. XLVII 
of 1860) giving the power of conferring Degrees other than 
those provided for in the former Act. 

An additional Act was passed in 1884 (to amend Act 
No. XXI of 1875, which authorized the University of Calcutta 
to grant University Degrees) giving the University the power 
of conferring the Degrees of Doctor in the Faculty of Law upon 
any person, on the ground of his eminent position and attain- 
ments, without requiring him to undergo . any examination. 
The first honorary Degree of D.L. granted by the LTniversity 
was conferred upon His Majesty the King-Emperor Late Edward 
VII (then H.R.H. the Prince of Wales) at a convocation held on 
3rd January 1876, 

In January 1902, His Excellency the Governor-General 
of India in Council appointed a Commission “to inquire into the 
condition and prospects of the Universities established in British 
India ; to consider and report upon any proi)osals which have 
been, or may be, made for improving tlieir constitution and 
working, and to recommend to the Governor-General in Council 
such measures as may tend to elevate the standard of University 
teaching, and to promote the advancement of Learning.” 
The Commission submitted their Report on the 9th of June 
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1902. An Act aincndiuj^ tlu^ Law relating to the Universities 
in British India (Act VIII of 1904), passed by the Governor- 
General of India in Council, received the assent of the 
Governor-Gen ei'iil on the 24th of March 1904, and it came into 
force on the 1st of 8e,ptejnber 1901. Act VI 1 1 of 1904 was 
amended by Acd II of 1905, Act XI of 1911 and Act No. VII of 
1921. Under Act II of 1857, the University was only an examin- 
ing body. Under Section 3 of Act VIII of 1904, the University 
has been empowered to make “provision for tlie instruction of 
students, to appoint University Professors and Lecturers, to 
hold and manage educational endowments, to erect, equip 
and maintain University Libraries, Laboratories and Museums, 
to make regulations relating to the residence and conduct of 
students, and to do all acts consistent with the Act of Incorpo- 
ration to this Act, which tend to the promotion of study and 
research.

Constitution of the University. 

The University authorities are : — 

(1) The Chancellor (Governor of Bengal for the time being). 

(2) The Vice-ChayiceUorj who is appointed by the Govern- 
ment of Bengal from among (<he Fellows. 

^3) The Ex-Officio Fellows. 

(4) The Ordinary Fellows. 

(6) Senate , — Tlie Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor and Fellows 
constitute the Senate which is the Governing Body of the 
University and has the powers to make and alter Bye-Laws 
and Eegulations subject to the approval of the Government of 
Bengal. The Senate is divided into five Faculties, namely : 
Arts, Science, Law, Medicine and Engineering. 

(6) Syndicate . — The executive government of the Univer- 
sity is vested in the Syndicate, which consists of the Vice- 
Chancellor, as Chairman, and the Director of Public Instruction, 
Bengal, for the time being, as ex-offido Member, and fifteen 
Fellows who are elected for a period of one year partly by the 
Senate and partly by the Faculties as follows: — ^Four, by the 
Senate ; four, by the Faculty of Arts ; two, by the Faculty of 
Science ; two, by the Faculty of Law ; two, by the Faculty 
of Medicine ; one by the Faculty of Engineering. Of the 
fifteen Members, at least seven shall be either Heads of, or Pro- 
fessors in. Colleges affiliated to the University, and of these

(7) The Counoils of Post-Graduate Teaching. — Post-Graduate 
Teaching in Calcaitta is conducted only in the name and under 
the control of the University. For this purpose, two councils 
have been constituted, namely, the (Council of Post-Graduate 
Teachins: in Arts and tlic Oouncil of Post-Graduate Teaching in

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Library 9 Museum, Laboratories, etc. 

The University Library is under the management of the 
Library Executive Committee, subject to the general control 
of the Syndicate. It is for the use of Resident Fellows, Re- 
gistered Graduates, R(»search Scholars, Readers, Professors, 
Lecturers of Post-Graduate classes and Teachers of the Under- 
Graduate classes of this University, who are entitled to take 
out books from the Library. The st\idents of the Post-Gradu- 
ate and Under-Graduate classes of this University are not 
allowed to take away books, but every facility is given to them 
to utilize the Library for the purpose of study and research, 
during the hours of 7 a.m. to 7. p.m. daily excepting Sundays 
and authorized holidays. It contains over 1,00,000 volumes, 
including pamphlets and periodicals and a fairly large collection 
of Bengali and Tibetan Manuscripts. 

Besides this Library, there are other Libraries attached to 
this University, viz,, Post-Graduate Lending Library, .Law 
College Library and Libraries of the Departments of Scienee. 

There are also Laboratories attached to each department 
of the University College of Scienee and also a Museum attached 
to the Anthropological section of the University. 

Scholarships and Medals. 

A large number of Scholarships, Medals and Prizes are 
awarded every year. For the encouragement of Post-Graduate 
study in Arts and Science, twelve University scholarships hav(i 
been established, of Rs. 32 per month. Special Scholarships 
are awarded for study outside India. The Government itself 
has instituted a scholarship of £300 per annum and there are 
also other private endowments for awarding scholarships rising 
to Rs. 2000 2*^^ annum. The University offers scholarships of 
Rs. 75 per mensem to carry on research. 

Provision for Research. 

There is a large Post-Graduate Department which also 
helps candidates desirous of attaining Researe.h Degrees. A 
large number of Government and private Research Scholarships 
are awarded to encourage original n*seareh.

Military Training. 

Military Training in the Calcutta Battalion University

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The same arms are not provided for U.T. Corps as for 
regular units, i:e,, the Corps has not, so far, been issued with 
such arms as the Machine Gun, Lewis Gun, Bombs, etc., but 
training in tactics — Arms Drill, Ceremonial Drill and Bayonet 
Training are carried out, also a Musketry Course is fired 
annually.

(o) Messes, attached or unattached. 

(d) Private Lodgings. 

Licenses to Hostels under class (a) are granted by the 
Syndicate, while licenses to remaining three classes of lodgings 
are granted by the Students* Residence Committee — a subordi- 
nate body under the Syndicate, which consists of six members 
appointed annually from among the Fellows of the Senate. 
Students, who do not live with their parents or other bona-fide 
guardians approved by the Principals, have to reside in either 
of the four classes of lodgings mentioned above. The cost of 
living or messing and seat rent varies in different Hostels and 
Messes. The messing charge is about Rs. 16 per mensem. 
Seat rent varies from Rs. 5 to Rs. 9 per mensem and in some 
cases Rs. 10 per month including electric charges. 

Budget : Provident Fund. 

The University of Calcutta is liberally aided by the Govern- 
ment. There have been framed rules for ‘*The University 
Teachers* Provident Fund**. Membership, which is optional, 
is open to all Professors, Lecturers, Assistant Professors, Demon- 
strators and other Assistants, provided he is a whole-time 
officer of the University or has been receiving a pension. The 
member contributes one-twentieth of his monthly salary and 
the fund is supplemented by an equal amount from the Uni- 
versity Fund, provided that a member who has insured his life 
shall be entitled, on production of life insurance premium 
receipts, to a refund of the amount paid as premhmi, but the 
9 V 
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amount so returned in one year shall not exceed the member’s 
contribution for thal year. 

Women’s Education.

In the Calcutta Medical College and other institutions, 
lady students arc allowed to prosecuio their studies, if they so 
desire. 


Students’ Information Bureau and Its Activities. 

In paragraph 89 of the Report of the Committee on Indian 
Students 1921-22, it was recommended that, in place of the 
Provincial Advisory ('omrnittee, each Indian University should 
establish a bureau specially staffed and equipped for the pur- 
pose — 

(a) of supplying students wishing to pursue their education 
abroad with all the information, advice and assistance 
which they may require ; 

(h) of supplying the foreign University authorities with 
information regarding the students which will enable 
them to make their selection from the applications 
forwarded. 

This recommendation of the Committee has been accepted 
both by the Government of India and the Secretary of State. 

2. In Resolution No. 2108 Edn., dated the 2nd July 
1924, the Government of Bengal have sanctioned the establish- 
ment of a University Bureau at Dacca in place of the Local 
Provincial Advisory Committee. The Calcutta University 
liave established a bureau in Calcutta, the constitution of which 
is as tollows : —

President. 

2. The Director of Public Instruction, Bengal.

2. There is a part-time paiel Se*e,*retary annually appointed 
by the Syndicate on the* ree'.onimen elation of the Bureau on an 
allowance of Bs. 100 per month, sue*Ji Secretary being, whenever 
possible, a person with experience of a foreign University. 

3. The Bureau is e'-mpowered to appoint correspondents 
in different parts of the Provine*.e to whe)m information 
might be supplied for the purpose of residents in the districts 
concerned. 

4. In addition to the grant made to the Advisory Com- 
mittee in (Ulcutta, wliieh is, according to the new arrange- 
ment, to be transferred to the University, Government also 
have to transfer the library of the existing Committee to the 
University. 

5. The Bureau is to offer advice to any student who 
desires to go abroad for his studies and to furnish foreign 
Universities with information regarding the qualifications of 
the student. 

The Government of Bengal have sanctioned the above 
scheme for the establishment of the Bureau in (Calcutta. The 
Bureau is called “The University Students’ Information 
Bureau, Calcutta”. 

Provision for Safeguarding Health, Medical Instruction, 
Discipline, etc. 

In the year 1925, the Senate, on the recommendation of 
the Syndicate, appointed a Committee, called the Students * 
Welfare Committee, to consider questions of the health of 
students, their physical education and the organization of games 
and other forms of recreation. In the same year the Syndicate 
also purchased and placed at the disposal of the said Committee 
12 boats for the use of the University students of affiliated 
Colleges in Calcutta. The work of the Committee may be 
broadly divided into three sub-heads, viz,, (1) Medical Ex- 
iimination, (2) Curative measures and (3) Preventive measures. 

(1) Medical Examination , — The University spends about 
Ks. 22,000 per annum over the scheme. There are ten ex- 
aminers who are now paid Rs. 75 per mensem to examine the 
state of general health of the students in the Colleges of Calcutta 
as also two Colleges outside the city, viz,^ Serami)ore and Uttar- 
pada. There is an office and staff to work out the data eollectecl. 
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The office of the Secretary is honorary. The Committee want 
t o see that at least once in every student’s academic year there 
must be an examination and this to extend to all the mofussil 
colleges. It IS suffgestcd that schools should also be included 
in the scheme as there are several defects which the students 
develop before they come to college and which should therefore 
be looked into at an Earlier stage. 

(2) Curative Measures . — ^An after-care officer has been 
specially appointed to see the students, their guardians and 
the lieads of the institutions to urge remedial measures and 
keep himself informed of the steps that may be taken by the 
guardians. The poor students who have defective vision are 
provided with special certificates to that effect and a recom- 
mendation to dealers to supply them spectacles at concession 
rates. The Committee also arranged for re-vaccination of 
(‘ollege students when srnall-pox broke in the City of Calcutta 
some time ago. 

(3) Preventive Measures . — With a view to take practical 
steps in the matter of tackling the question of physical edu- 
cation of the students and devoting its attention to the solution 
of the difficulties by (evolving schemes of physical training and 
model dietary for the (Jollege students, the Committee appointed 
last year two special sub-committees, composed mostly of the 
Principals of Colleges and exiierf. advisers outside the University 
and these sub-committees have not yet finished their labours. 

There is a rowing club with a membership of 80 and a daily 
average attendance of 40. Arrangements for swimming have 
been made in the new Shambazar Park and Inter-club League 
competition is also played from tune to time. Periodic mea- 
surements of weight, ch(»st and grip of each member are taken 
during the year, and satisfactory ]»hysica] improvements are 
being noticed in many cases. 

Admission to the University, Courses of Study, Examinations 
and Degrees. 

Admissiois to the University. 

A candidate seeking admission to the University must 
have passed the Matriculation Examination conducted by the 
University or an examination accepted as equivalent thereto. 
The University confers in Arts, the Degrees of B.A. (Pass and 
Honours), M.A., Ph.D., in Science, B.Sc. (Pass and Honours), 
M.Sc., and D.Sc. The Professional Degrees are B.Com., B.T., 
B.L., M.L., D.L., M.B., M.D., M.S., Master of Obstetrics and 
B.E. In addition to the above, the following Diplomas are also 
given : Diploma of Public Health, Licentiate in Teaching and 



Diploma in Spoken English. Provision is made, under condi- 
tions, for admission as non-collegiate students of teachers. 
Laboratory Assistants, Demonstrators and Librarians of afiaii- 
ated Colleges. Lady candidates can appear at the University 
examinations without studying in an affiliated Colh^ge. 

At The Matriculation Examination, a candidate is 
examined in English (two papers), Mathematics (one paper), a 
Vernacular Language (one paper), a Classical Language (Female* 
candidates are allowed to take up any language accepted b.\ 
the Syndicate as a Second language), and any two of the follow- 
ing : — 1. Additional Mathematics, 2. Additional paper in the 
Classical Language taken up as a subject in the main group, 
3. History of India, 4. Outlines of Genc^ral Geography, 5. 
Elementary Mechanics, 0. Elementary Hygiene, 7. Business 
Methods and Correspondence, and 8.

year previous to the examination. There* will be a written 
examination in (1 ) Theory and Practice of Teaching in relation 
to Mental and Moral Science, (2) Methods of teaebing Scientific 
subjects and School Management, (3) A Selected Educational 
Classic or Classics and (4) A selected course in Modern English 
Prose and Poetry and a practical examination for testing skill 
in teaching on any three of the following groups of subjects : —

Bachelor of Law, — It is a three yeai’vs’ course and 
graduates in Arts, Science, Commer<ie, Medicine and Engineer- 
ing are eligible for this course of study and have to pass in 
succession (1) a Preliminary Examination, (2) an Intermediate 
Examination, and (3) a Final Examination. In all these ex- 
aminations, there may, in addition to the written examinations, 
be an oral test.

In ‘order to pass tlie Preliminary, Intermediate or Final 
B>aminat]on, a candidate must obtain 30 per cent in each 
paper and 50 per cent in the aggregate. A candidate obtaining 
07 per cent will be placed in tlie First Division. 

Master of Law, — The subjects of study and the scheme 
of examination are as follows : A candidate* will be examined 
in the following subjects besides an oral test, if the examiners 
think it necessary: 1. Hindu Law' or Mahomedan Law (one 
paiier), 2. Jurisprudence and Principles of Legislation (one 
paper), 3.

This is an examination by thesis, which may be supple* 
inented by an' examination, written, oral, or both, according 
as the Board of Examiners appointed to report on the merits 
of the thesis may think fit. If the Syndicate, upon the report, 
consider the candidate worth> of tlie Degree of Doctor of Law, 
the candidate is conferred the Degree.

Introductory : Character of the University. 

1’h(* University of Daecn owes its oi*ij>in to tliret' faclors : 
first, the desjre of the Musalinaiis of Eastern Hen^»al to stiniulat(‘ 
the Educational progress of their coiinminity ; s(‘eondly, the 
desire of the Governnient of India to create a new tyx)c of resi- 
dential and teaching University in India as opposed to th(‘ pre- 
vailing affiliating tyx»e and thirdly , the desin^ ol t]i(‘ (lov erniiieni 
to relieve the congestion of the University of ('akait ta. Though 
the inovenient in favour of a sejmrate University lor Eastern 
Bengal began so (‘arly as 1912 and the Uoniinitt(‘e appointed to 
frame a seheme report.e<l in the (‘ourse ot tin* year, the out- 
break of war in 191 J led to a postponement and tlie aj^pointment 
of the (-alcutta University Uommissioii was iitilizi'd to snbjeet 
the xiroposals of the (Viininittee to the seriitiiiy ot the Com- 
mission. Tlic CNnnmission rexiorted strongly in favour of the 
establishment of a Univ(‘rsity in l>a(*ea and endorsed the xh*o- 
posal that the University should be a Unitary University as 
opposed to a federal or afliliatiiig University, and that it should 
be a teaehiiig and residential University. Tlie dillenmt eolh‘g(‘s 
in the University area were converted into Kesidential Halls, 
organizat ion of teaching by Colleges being abandoned. The 
Dacca University was also the tlrst University to ]>lac(‘ Inter- 
mediate classes outside the University m sxieeial institutions 
called Intermediate Colleges. The University was o]»(‘nod on 
1st July, 1921. 

In one respect the University has a eharacterist ic ieature : 
sx>ecial rexiresentation on University bodi(*s is gi\(‘n to the 
Muslim Community and a Hall, the Muslim Hall, is specially 
provided for Muslim students. 

The University is unitary in character and the \yhole of the 
teaching is centrally organized. The University has also made 
a new departure in initiating a Tutorial system in eoniieetioii 
with the Halls of residence for pass students, and under the 
heads of departments for Honours students. The Tutorial 
classes are intended to counteract the inevitable evils of the 
examination room and to oncoui'age originality and individual 
effort, to ensure that each student would be enabled to learn 
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souiethiiig of iiitellcHjtiial production as well as of i-(5prodiictioii, 
so that when he enters the world, he will not find himself for the 
tirst time confronted witli intellei^t iial problems to which he 
has not been taught the answers beforehand. The residential 
units are known as ‘‘Halls*’, and (‘aeli Hall is under the control 
of a Ihovost or Warden.

Constitution otthe University. 

The principal governing bodie*s of the University are : (1) 
The Court which is a large body of ex-officio^ elected and nomi- 
nated members and which has the power of passing new Statutes 
and caucelliny new Ordinances made by the Executive Council. 
It also has the power of reviewing and passing resolutions on 
the annual budget and report. (2) The Executive Council 
which is the Executive Body of the University, regulates and 
determines all matters concerning the University in accordance 
with the Act, Statutes and Ordinances, and in particular, con- 
trols the finances of the University. (3) The Academic Council 
is the Academic Body of tlie University and has the general 
control and is responsible for the maintenance of standards of 
instruction, education aaid examination within the University. 

The subsidiary bodies are: (1) The Faculties of Arts, 
Science and Law, each of which is in charge of the teaching and 
the courses of study and research work in subjects assigned to 
it. Bach faculty comprises the related departments of teaching 
and the head of every such department is the jirofessor of 
that department or if there is no xirofessor, the Keader. The 
Head of the Department is responsible to the Dean of Faculty 
for the organization of the teaching in that department. (2) 
Board of Eesidence, Health and Discipline : This Board is 
entrusted with matters relating to the residence, health and 
discipline of students. (3) Commit tees of Courses of Study : 
English, Sanskritic Studies, Arabic and Islamic Studies, Persian 
and Urdu, Philosophy, History, Economics and Politics, Edu- 
cation, Mathematics, Commerce, ("chemistry, Physics and Law. 
(4) Board of Co-ordination : Tliis consists of the Vice-Chancellor, 
the Deans of the Faculties and the Registrar and its function 
is to organize the teaching of the University and in particular, 
to co-ordinate the work and time-tables of the various faculties 
and to assign lecture rooms, laboratories and other rooms of the 
faculties. 

The Officers of the University are: the (Chancellor, the 
Vice-Chancellor, the Treasurer, the Provost, The Registrar, 
the Deans of the Faculties, the Proctor, the Librarian and the 
Medical Officer. The Vice-Chancellor is the principal Executive 
and Academic Officer of the University.

Scholarships and Medals. 

There are (1) four research studentships each of the value 
of Rs. 75 per month tenable for one year in the first instance, 
but renewable for a second year subject to good conduct and 
receipt of a satisfactory report from the Head of the Depart- 
ment concerned. on the work imdertaken by the student; (2) 
twenty post-graduate scholarships varying in value from Rs. 25 
to Rs. 40 per month and tenable for one year only ; (3) two 
entrance scholarships of the value of Rs. 20 each per month 
tenable for a maximum ])eriod of three years for Muhammadan 
students taking up the B.ftc. course with Honours ; (4) three 
special Government S(*holarships tenable for t wo years reseiwed 
for Muhammadans and members of backward classes in Eastern 
Bengal ; (5) Senior Under-Graduate Scholarships and stipends : 
twenty-eight scholarships varying in value from Rs. 5 to Rs. 15 
per month and varying also in tenability from one to three years. 



There are also a number of stipends from a special endow- 
ineni of about Rs. 16,000 called the Nawab Ali Ohow- 
dhury Trust Fund for Muhammadan students as well as several 
stipends tenable at the Training College. Several prizes and 
medals are also awarded on the results of the different University 
tests and examinations. Again there are special allotments 
at the disposal of the Provosts of the three Halls for the grant 
of Entrance scholarships and stipends to the students of their 
respective Halls. 

Library, Museums, Laboratories, etc. 

Th(' University Library contains about 11,000 volumes, 
and th<* total estimated expenditure on the additions since th(‘. 
foundation of the University is about Rs. 1,80,000. Bach 
Department of Study has its own library for the use of Honours 
and M.A. students. There is also a poor students’ section of 
the general library. 

There are three labijratories, mz., the Physical Laboratory , 
the Chemical Laboratory and tlie Psycliological Laboratory. 
All those are well-equipped and are fit for advanced practical 
work.

Associations in the University. 

There are four Awsoeiatious in the University, vk., The 
English Association, the IMiilosojihieal Society, the Historical 
Association and tlie Pliysieal vSociety. Papers are read and 
Lectures are delivered h(*f()r(‘ these Associations at intervals. 

There is also a University Students’ Union of which all 
students of the University and soin(‘ teachers are members. 
The affairs of the Union are controlled by a Committee consist- 
ing of a President, a Vice-President, a Secretary and three 
students and one teacher representative from each Hall and one 
teacher nominated by the Vice-Chancellor. 

Cost of Living. 

The actual cost of living in a Hall may roughly be estimated 
at Rs. 10 or Rs. 12 for food in addition to class fee and seat rent. 
The ^eat rent varies from Rs. 2 to Rs. 4 and this includes the 
cost of light, water, medical attendance, medicine and servants. 
An undergraduate student can live in a Hall and pay for his 
class fees with a total sum of Rs. 20 to Rs. 22 per mensem.

A candidate for Honours has to pass a 
prescribed lest in Oral English and Knglish (Composition and 
is required to select ( )ne of the following subjects as his Principal 
Subject and Tw'o others as Subsidiary Subj(‘(*ts from a proscribed 
list of subjects allowed as subsidiary in the case of each Princi- 
pal Subject : (i) Islamic Studies, {ii) Arabic, (in) Persian and 
Urdu, (iv) Sanskritic Studies, (r) Sanskrit and Bengali, (vi) 
English Language and Literature, (vii) History, (yin) Philosophy, 
(ix) Economics, and (^r ) Mathematics. The examination consists 
of eight papers of four hours each on the principal subject and 
three papers, each of three hours* duration, on each of the 
s ub si di ary sub j ect s . 

There is viva voce examination for candidates for Honours 
except for those taking Mathematics as a Principal Subject. 
In order to qualify for Honours, not less than 33 per cent must 
be obtained in each subsidiary subject and not less than 45 
per cent of the total marks in his principal subject.

sphere is a viva voce Examination for all candidates for 
the M.A. Examination except in Mathematics. 

(4) Doctor of Philosophy (Ph.D .). — This l)(*gre(‘ ihay be 
conferred upon Masters of Arts of at least three years* standing 
who have submitted work regard<‘d as forming a distinct contri- 
bution to the advancement of learning. But M.A.'s of Uni- 
versities other than Dacca have to pursue researches under 
prop!*!* suiiervision for t wo y(*ars before presenting their disserta- 
tions. In support of his candidature, a candidate may submit 
any previous contribution to the advancement of his subject 
[uiblish(*d independently or conjointly. Candidates may have 
to submit to a writt(*n and a viva voce Examination on the 
siibjecl of their dissertation.

Introductory : Character of the University. 

Tlio UuiversitN of Delhi owes its existence to the Kepoi‘1 
submitted by i\ Commission of educational experts presided 
over b\ Dr. Sadler (now Sir Michael E. Sadler, k.o.h.t.), Viee- 
diancellor of the Tuiversity of Leeds, appointed to report on 
the iitilit\ of, and to sug^^est nuproveinenls in, the constitution 
of tJie Uiiiversit> of Calcutta. Though this Committee was 
nominall.N appointed only with refereinu' to the needs and re- 
quirements of the C'alcutta University, it was anticipated that 
its Report would have a far-reaching elfect, in that its recom- 
mendations might be adopted by the other Universities of India 
which were all cast iii the same mould as tln^ Calcutta U mviu’sity. 
The Sadler Commission recommended that lh(‘ (’alcutta Uni- 
versity, and the other Universities of India instituted on the 
model of the Loudon University as jmrely feihral and examining 
bodies, should be re-organized, and that- tlie Universities in 
India, should, in future, be of a unitary and residential type. 

following this recommendation, the Unuersity of the 
Punjab commenced to consider reshajiing its <*haraet(*r, and as 
the Delhi Colleges were then affiliated to that University, the 
Go\ eminent of India fell the necessity of providing an indepen- 
dent University for the students of its Cajiital City. The Delhi 
University Act (Act VJJI of 1922) wuis tlu* result. 

It was brought into force from the 1st May 1922, by a 
notification published in the Gazette of India, dated 11th March 
1922. The (rOvernor-General of India in (‘.xercise of the ])owu*rs 
conferred on him by the Transitory Provisions of the Act 
appointed Dr. (now^ Sir) Han Singh Gour, Kt., M.A., n.iatt., 
D.C.L., LL.D., M.L.A., Barrister- at-Law of IS^agiJur, as the First 
Vice-Chancellor of tlie newly^ constituted University and issued 
a Notification appointing a Provisional Executive Council. 

This Provisional Executive Council met frequently in the 
months of May and June, and completed the temporary or- 
ganization of the University. The Vice-CUianeellor prepared 
draft Ordinances and Regulations which were laid before it 
and in parts passed after amendment. The rest w(*re considered 
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to be of no immediate urgency and wer(‘ left to be dealt with 
by the respective permanent bodies concerned. 

The three existing men s colleges in Delhi were first re- 
cognized as Colleges of the University, viz., St. Stephen’s College, 
Hindu College and Ranijas College ; their teaching stall’s were 
accorded recognition, in accordance with the terms of the 
Government of India Notification, as teachers of the University ; 
the Faculties of Arts and Science were instituted, Headers were 
appointed, and on V2t\i June 1922, an Academic Council was 
formed. 

This Academic (^)uncil met constantly during term-time 
throughout the year. In order to secun‘. adequate deliberation 
on its own projected courses and regulations, it adopted pro- 
visionally those ill force in the University of the Punjab, which 
body also kindly undertook to conduct the examination of 
Delhi University students for the year 1923. The University 
has. now its own courses of study and conducts its own examin- 
ations. 

the middle of February 1923 the C’ourt was constituted. 
By the end of March tlu' permanent Kxecutive Council was 
formed. Thus by the end of summer of 1923, the University 
was fully organized. In Ma> 1924, the Faculty of Law was 
instituted. 

The original idea of the Delhi University was the establish- 
ment and incorporation of a unitary, teaching and residential 
University at Delhi. It was intended to provide for a local 
University on the model recommended, in the case of Dacca, 
by the Calcutta University Commission. But the University 
of Delhi as it exists noiv, can hardly be called a luirely unitary 
University inasmuch as it recognizes si^veral constituent Col- 
leges in wdiich instruction is provided under conditions pre- 
scribed in the Statutes and in which provision is made for the 
residence of students. A recognized teacher can impart in- 
struction only in such subjects and to such classes as the Exe- 
cutiv(‘ Council of the University on the recommendation of the 
( -omniittee of Selection permits. All recognized teaching in (*on- 
nection with the courses of st udy is conducted under the control 
of the University. Tin* course's of study and the courses 
of reading are prescribed by Ordinances and Regulations 
respectively. 

The jurisdiction of the University is restricted to a radius 
of ten miles from the Convocation Hall. 

Upto 30th April 1927 and for such period as the Governor- 
General in Council may direct, the Matriculation is the Ad- 
mission Examination, but the idea is to make the Intermediate 
the Admission Examination.

Constitution of the University. 

Tlie constitution of tlie University is defined by the Act 
and the Statutes. The Vice-Chancellor is the principal exe- 
cutive and academic officer of the University. 

The following are the authorities of the University : — 

1. The Court. 

2. The Executive Council. 

3. The Academic C'ouncil. 

4. Th(‘ Faculties of Arts, Science and I^aw. 

The constitution and the terms of office of the members of 
the Court, the Executive Council, the Academic Council and 
the Faculties are prescribed b\ Statutes. 

The Court consists of about 100 members. I(s powei's are- 

(i) to make, amend or repeal Statutes, 

(ii) to consider and cancel Ordinances, and 

(Hi) to consider and pass resolutions on the annual report, 
the annual accounts and the financial estimates. 

Tin* Executive Council is the Executive body of the Uni- 
versity. It consists of about 21 imunbers and exercises among 
others the following powers : — 

1. The control and administration of tlu* property and 
funds of the University. 

2. The institution of professorships, lecturerships and 
other teaching posts as may be iiroposed by the Academic 
Council. 

3. The appointment and recognition of teachers on the 
recommendation of the Committee of Selection. 

4. To appoint all examiners after considering tin* recom- 
mendations of the Academic Council. 

5. The appointment of the officers (other than the Chan- 
cellor, Pro-Chancellor, Vice-f'hancellor, Kector, and the Trea- 
surer) the clerical staff and the servants of the University. 

6. The arrangement for the holding of and the publica- 
tion of the results of the University Examinations.

The Academic Council is the academic body of the Uni- 
versity and subject to the provisions of the Act, the Statutes 
and the Ordinances, has the control and general regulation and 
IS responsible for the maintenanci* of standards of instruction, 
education and examination within the University. It advises 
the Executive Council on all academic matters, 
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Each Fa^Qulty, subject to the control of the Academic Council, 
lias charge of the leaching and the courses of study and the 
research work in such subjects as may be assigned t-o it by 
the Ordinances. 

Each Faculty constitutes Committees of Courses and 
8tudi€^s in such subjects as are assigned 1o it. The Commit- 
tees make recommendations for —

Library, Museums, Laboratories. 

There is a University Library containing over 0,000 books. 
The University took charge of the Science (Physics and Che- 
mistry) teaching of the Degree classes in November 1923. The 
Physics Laboratory is located in St. Stephen’s College and the 
(Miemical Laboratory in rented premises. 

Provision for Research. 

The University Fellowship in Economics or Political 
Science of the value of Rs. 150 per mensem was instituted for 
the encouragement of researcli work. It is awarded for two or 
more years under prescribed conditions. 

Publication and Extension Work. 

The University undertakes the publication of research 
work or siiitabh* lectures delivered by its teachers. A series 
of University lectures on tlie birthpla(*e of Kalidas, tlelivered 
})y the Head of the De]mrtment of Sanskrit, is in tlie press. 

Military Training. 

The University Training (\)rps, sanction to the formation of 
which was accorded by the Army Department in June 1924, has 
been a great success. The response of the University to the 
t'orps was so active that in August 1924 the Executive Council 
resolved to request the Military autlunlties to sanction tin* 
formation of another Company. Although it was not possible 
for the Army Department to accede to the wishes of the Uni- 
v(»rsity at that time, hojies were given that the proposal would 
again b<* considered in the light of the recommendations made 
by the Indian Territorial Force Committee, 
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Aisociations in the University. 

The Constituent Colleges have a number of Societies, 
Clubs and Unions for social and intellectual intercourse. There 
is a University Sports Toiirna in ent Committee. 

Residence and Cost of Living. 

Residence of students is provided by the different Consti- 
tuent Colleges and the University Law Hall under conditions 
provided by Ordinances. The cosi of living ranges from Es. 16 
to Es. 30 per mensem. 

Budget : Provident Fund. 

The Budget estimate for 192.5-20 was Rs. 2,08,767 and for 
1926-27 Es. 1,90,688. 

Every employee of the University holding a substantive 
appointment and receiving a pay of Es. 30 per mensem or more 
is required to join the University Provident Fund as a sub- 
scriber. Subscriptions to the Provident Fund are deducted 
monthly from the pay bill of each subscriber at the rate of 8 
per cent of his monthly pay and allowance. The University 
makes on behalf of each subscriber a monthly contribution 
to the Fund expressed in whole rupees at the rate of 12 per cent 
of the pay and allowance on which the amount of the subscrip- 
tion is calculated. 

Women’s Education. 

There is a college for women students called the Indra- 
prastha Girls’ Intermediate College. Owing, however, to the 
special conditions of Purdah obtaining in Delhi, provision has 
been made for permitting women students to appear in the 
examinations of the University without undergoing a regular 
course of study in a college or the University under conditions 
determined by Ordinances. 

Students’ Information Bureau and Its Activities. 

iVo Students’ Information Bureau is established. 

Provision for Safeguarding Health, Medical Inspection, 
Discipline, etc. 

There is a Board which looks after the residence, health 
and discipline of students. 

Admission to the University Courses of Study, Examinations 
and Degrees. 

The University offers in Arts the degrees of B.A. (Pass

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Admission to the University. 

Tt is intended that as soon as Intermediate Colleges are 
organized separately, admission to the University should be 
confined to those who have passed the Intermediate examina- 
tion of an approved University or Board, but up to 1928, 
Intermediate instruction will be provided also in the consti- 
tuent degree colleges of the University and during this period, 
therefore, students who have passed the Matriculation Ex- 
amination of recognized Universities or Boards or equivalent 
examinations, may be deemed eligible for admission to the 
University. 


Courses of Study and Examinations. 

Arts. 

Intermediate Examination, — The course is one of two years’ 
duration after passing the Matriculation Examination of any 
University or a recognized Board. Every candidate is required 
to take four subjects only in either of the two following groups: — 

Group A (General). 

Compulsory subjects : — 

1. English (including an oral test). 

2. A Classical Language (Sanskrit, Arabic or Persian), 
or, in the case of women candidates, one of the Indian Verna- 
culars — Hindi, Urdu, Bengali or Punjabi. 

Elective subjects (Two, or in the case of candidates who do 
not offer a second language, three of the following) : — 

1. Mathematics. 

2. Physics (including Mathematics) (including a Practical 
test). 

3. Chemistry (including a Practical test). 

4. Philosophy. 

5. History. 

Provided that the combination of Mathematics, Physics 
and Chemistry shall not be permissible as a group in the Faculty 
of Arts.

1. English (including an oral test), 

2. Economics.

Elective subjects (one of tho following); —

In addition to tlic four subjects in Group A or B there is 
an additional paper in Hindi, Urdu, Bengali or Punjabi which 
may be taken by any candidate. 

The number of papers in each subje(*t is two. 

The minimum number of marks required for a pass is 33 
per cent in each subject and in Paper (h) of English, and candi- 
dates obtaining 60 per cent or more in the aggregate are placed 
in the First Division, and those obtaining not less than 44 per 
cent in the Second Division. 

Provision is made for candidates who have passed this ex- 
amination and wish to qualify for admission to the Medical Col- 
lege to appear subseqmuitly for additional tost in those sub- 
jects which complete the group of subjects prescribed for 
admission to the Medical Colleges. 

Bachelor of Arts (Pass ). — The course extends over two 
years subsequent to passing the Intermediate Examination. 
Every candidate is required to study and be examined in 
English with a vernacular (three papers) and two of the follow- 
ing subjects : — 

1. Classical Language (two papers), 2. Mathematics (two 
papers), 3. History (two papers), 4. Economics (two papers), 

5. Philosophy (two papers), and 6. Physics or Chemistry (two 
papers). 

There wf\l be a practical examination in Physics or Che- 
mistry. 

No candidate is allowed to offer Physics or Chemistry 
unless he has taken Physics or (3iemistry with Mathematics in 
the Intermediate Examination. 

The minimum for a pass is forty per cent in English with 
a vernacular, forty per cent in one other subject and thirty- 
three per cent in the tliird subject and forty per cent in the 
aggregate. CVindidatcs who obtain 65 per cent or more are 
placed in the First Division and those who obtain forty-seven 
per cent or more in the Second Division. 

Bachelor of Arts (Honours Course ). — Honours courses have 
been instituted in the following subjects : English, Mathe- 
matics, Economics, History, Sanskrit, Persian, 
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The Honours Course in a subject consists of — 

(а) One main subject (6 papers in English and Mathematics 
and 5 papers in each of the other subjects). 

(б) One subsidiary subject (one paper in Mathematics, 
two papeivs in History and Economics and three papers 
in Sanskrit, Arabic and Persian of which two are English 
papers 1 and II of the B.A. Pass Course). 

(c) A qualifying test in English in the case of Honours 
Courses in History, Economics and Mathematics (2 papers 
in Mathematics and one paper in each of the other subjects). 

Ill any subject in which there is no Honours Course, Honours 
may be taken by two papers in addition to the Pass papers in 
that subject. 

Master of Arts , — The course of study extends over two 
,vears ; but in special eases a candidate is permitted to take the 
examination one year after his graduation. A candidate for the 
M.A. Degree is required to study and be examined in one,oi the 
following subjects : — 1. Language (English, Arabic, Sanskrit 
or Persian), 2. History, 3. Economics, 4. Mathematics, and 
5. Mental and Moral Philosophy. 

There will be six papers of three hours each. The minimum 
number of marks for a pass is thirty-three* jicr cent in each 
paper (except the Essay paper in English for which forty-five 
per cent shall be required) and forty-five per cent in the aggre- 
gate. (Candidates who obtain sixty-five per cent or more are 
placed in the First Class, and those who obtain not less than 
fifty per cent in the Second Class. 

Science. 

Intermediate Examination . — The course of study extends 
over two years after passing the Matriculation Examination 
of a recognized University or Board. 

Ev(*ry candidate is reqmred to take four subjects in 
either of the two following groups ; —

(a) English (including an oral test). 

(h) Mathematics.

The minimum for a pass is thirty- three iier. cent in <^a(}h 
subject and in Paper (b) of English and candidal es who obtain 
340 marks or more are placed m the First division and those 
who obtain 250 marks or more are placed in the Second Division. 

Bachelor of Science . — The course extends over two years 
after passing tin* Intermediate Examination in Science. A 
candidate is required to study and be (‘,xanmn‘d in English 
(two papers, excluding tlic Vernacular paper, of three hours 
each) and one of the following grou]>s : 1. Mathematics and 
Physics. 2. Physics and Chemistry. 3. Mathematics and 
Chemistry (four papers ol three hours in each group and a 
practical examination in the Science subjects). 

The minimum number of marks for a pass is thirty -tlirce 
per cent in English and forty per cent in each of the Science 
subjects and forty per cent of the aggregate ('andidat(‘s who 
obtain 290 marks are placed in the First Division and those who 
obtain 210 marks or more in the Hecond Division, the aggregate 
maximum marks being 500. 

Courses of Study and Degrees Leading to Professions. 

Law. 

Bachelor of Laws . — The course extends over two year.s and 
is open only to graduates of this University or other recognized 
Universities, if the Academic Council permits. During the 
First Year the course of study consists of the following subjects 
and an examination, called the Previous Examination, is held 
in them at the end of the year : — 

1. Jurisprudence. 2. Roman Law. 3. Principles of E(|uity 
with speciafl reference to Maxims of Equity. 4. Constitutional 
Law. 4. Law relating to Limitation, Evidence* and Legal 
Practitioners. 6. Criminal Law and Procedure, Indian Penal 
Code and Criminal Procedure Code. 7. Minor Acts: Regis- 
tration, Guardian and Wards, Majority, Stamp, Courl Fees 
and Suits Valuation. 

The course of study for the second year consists of the 
following subjects : — 

1. Hindu and Muhammadan Law. 2. Internal lonal Lav . 
3. Law of Contracts and Torts. 4. Punjab Land Laws and 
Customary Law — Punjab Land Eovenue Act, Punjab Ten- 
ancy Act, Punjab Pre-emption Act, Punjab Alienation of Land 
Act, Punjab Customary Law. 6. Law relating to Transfer of 
Property, Easements and Insolvency. 6. Law of Civil 
Procedure. 
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In both the Previous and the Final Examinations, there 
are viva voce tests. Successful candidates are placed in the 
first and second class only on the combined results of the 
Previous and the Final Examinations. 

Master of Laws . — Only those who have obtained a Bachelor’s 
degree in Law at a recognized University and are at least of 
three years’ standing after graduation in Law are eligible for 
the Degree of IjL.M. The degree may be obtained either by 
presenting a printed thesis on a subject approved by the Com- 
mittee of Courses and Studies, or by passing an examination 
to be held annually in Delhi. 

The subjects of study consist of: 1. *1 urisprudence, 2. 
Equity and Trusts, 3. Principles of Legislation, 4. Constitutional 
Law, 5. Public and Private International Law, 6. Law relating to 
Parliamentary Institutions, and 7 and 8. two of the following : — 
1. Eoinan Law and Law of Real and Personal Property, 2. 
Hindu and Muhammadan Law, 3. Criminal Law, 4. Law of 
Property, Transfer and Succession, 5. Law of Contracts and 
Torts, and 6. Company Law and Law of Evidence. 

There are eight papers of three hours each, and there is 
also a viva voce examination. A candidate must obtain forty 
per cent in each individual paper and fifty per cent in the aggre- 
gate for a pass and sixty per cent for a first class. 

Doctor of Laws . — A Master of Laws of five years’ standing 
may a])ply for this degree and is required to state in his appli- 
cation the special subjects within the purview of the Ordinances 
for the Degree of LL.M. upon a special knowledges of which he 
rests his application for the Doctorate and to send with the 
application twelve printed co])ies of the thesis he has composed 
on some branch of Law or History and Philosophy of Law.

Introductory : Character of the University. 

The University is designed to be a unitary, teacliing and 
residential University and this aim has been earried out by the 
University maintaining two colleges formerly affiliated to the 
Allahabad University, viz.^ the Canning College and the King 
George’s Medical College, the former of which was transferred 
by the Canning College Act of 1922 and the latter along with 
the Hospital as incorporated in March 1921 in the Lucknow 
University. Provision is made, however, for recognition of 
colleges not maintained by the University and at present, there 
is one such college, the Isabella Thoburn (^ollege, a college 
maintained by the Women’s Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church of America. This College forms 
the Women’s Department of the University. 

In addition to the regular teaching in connection with the 
University course, i)rovision is also made for tutorial and other 
supplementary instruction in Colleges and Halls under the 
control of the University.

Fellowships. 

Fellowships are assigned to the faculties in the following 
manner : — 

Faculty of Arts — 3, Faculty of Science — 3, Faculty of 
Medicine — 1, and an additional Fellowship is awarded in any 
Faculty to a candidate who may be specially recommended for 
the purpose. The value of each Fellowship is Rs. 75 per mensem 
and such Fellowships are ordinarily tenable for 21 months, i.e., 
from the 1st of August to the 30th of April of the succeeding 
year. The value of the Fellowship in tlie Faculty of Medicine 
may be Rs. 150 per mensem, but in that case the Fellowship is 
awarded in alternate years. 

Provision for Research : Publication and Extension Work.

Military Training. 

The Lucknow University Training Corps is the B. Company 
of the III United Provinces Batallion University Training Corps 
I.T.F. and is made up of four platoons, 2 J at the Canning College 
and IJ- at the King George’s Medical (College. The normal 
strength of the B. Company has five King’s Commissioned 
Officers and 148 N.C.O.’s and men. Students and members of 
the teaching staff of the Lucknow University are eligible for 
enrolment in the B. Company and members normally remain 
in the Corps so long as they continue to be students or teachers 
of the University. Every member undertakes on enrohnent to 
complete 78 hours of tTaining during the first six months after 
imrolment. Every member also undertakes to attend at least 
t wo days’ compulsory parade every w'eek during term-tmu^ and 
to attend camp annually for a period not- exceeding 15 days. 
Members .are provided free of charge with complete uniforms, 
equipment and arms. An annual camp for the Batallion is 
held. 

Associations in the University. 

There is a University Union. All students enrolled in the 
Faculties of Arts, Scien(*e, Commerce and Law are iyao facto 
members of the Union. The Union holds debates, maintains 
a Library, Reading and Writing Rooms and Refreshment Room 
and is intended to promote corporate and social life generally 

Residence and Cost of Living. 

Every staident of the University has to reside in a College 
or Hall or under conditions prescribed by the Statutes and 
Ordinances. There is Residence, Health and Discipline Board 
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which looks after the conditions of life both of resident and non- 
resident students, the latter being those who while living with 
parents or guardians arc attached to a Oollege or Hall. 

Budget : Provident Fund. 

There is a Provident Fund to which subscription is paid 
by member drawing at lejist Rs. 40 per mensem, at the rate 
of 8 per cent of his salary the University contributing at the 
rate of 12 per cent in tlie case of employees drawing not more 
than Rs. 500 per mensem and 10 per cent in the case of employees 
drawing not more than Es. 1,000 but above Es. 500 per mensem 
and 8 per cent in the ease of employees drawing more than 
Es. 1,000 per mensem. The interest on both of these contri- 
butions accrues to the account of the subscription. The Income

Women’s Education. 

There is a separate College for women wliere they can study 
for B.A. and B.Sc. Examinations and also for Diploma in 
Education. There were 34 students during 1924-25. 

Students’ Information Bureau and its Activities. 

Instead of establishing a Bureau at each University centre, 
and in order to secure economy and co-ordination of effort, the 
U.P. Government has decided to constitute a combined Uni- 
versity {Students’ Information Bureau for all the four Uni- 
versities as follows : — 

1. President to be nominated by Government. 

2. Ten mc'inbers to be nominjited by Government. 

3. One Correspondent for ea(*h of the four Universities in 
the U.P. 

4. Five members to be co-opted annually by the Com- 
mittee. 

5. Secretary to be nominated by Government. 

Members hold office for a period of three years. The 

meetings of the Committee are lield at Allahabad and the 
travelling allowance of members are paid by the Government. 
The name of th<‘ Correspondent of this University on the Com- 
mittee is Dr. K. N. Bahl, M.sc., D.phil., D.sc., Professor of 
Zoology. 
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Provision for Safeguarding Health, Medical Inspection, 
Discipline, etc. 

Before admission to a Hostel every student has to produce 
a certificate from the Medical Ofli<*,er of tlie University that he 
is physically fit for residence and every st udent of tlie University 
is physically examined at least onc(‘ a year by the Medical 
Officer. Dispensaries and Medical Officers are attached to the 
Plostel and Colleges. 

Every undergraduate student in the University, unless 
specially exempted, is required to undergo a course of physical 
training in his first year of study, not less than twenty hours 
per term. 

Breaches of Hostel Eegiilations are dealt with by the 
Warden, of College Eegiilations by the Principal, of University 
Eegulations by the Proctor who is expected to attend to the 
misbehaviour or improper conduct elsewhere than within the 
compounds of the Colleges and Hostels. 

Admission to the University Courses of Study, Degrees and 
Examinations. 

The University confers in Arts the Bachelor's Degree 
(Pass and Honours), and the Master’s Degree ; in Science, the 
Bachelor’s Degree (Pass and Honours) and the Master’s Degree. 
The Professional Degrees and Diplomas ar(» : Bachelor of Laws, 
Master of Laws, Bachelor of Commerce, Bachelor of Medicine 
and Surgery, Master of Surgery, Diploma in Public Health, 
Diploma in Teaching, Diplomas in Arabic and Persian. The 
following are the Doctor’s Degrees: Ph.J)., D.Litt., D.Sc., 
M.D,, LL.D. 

Admission to Coutises of Study. 

Admission to a course of study for a Bachelor’s Degree is 
confined tb those who have passed either the Intermediate 
Examination of a recognized Indian University or of the U.P. 
Board of High School and Intermediate Education, or the Cam- 
bridge Higher School Certificate Examination (Certificate A). 
There is no Admission Examination instituted by this University 
except for the Medical Faculty. Special provision is mad(‘ for 
admission of Teachers of Local colleges and schools to the 
Degi’ee Examinations without xueeeding attendance at the 
University. 

Courser of Study, Degrees and Examinations. 

Arts. 

(1) B,A, (PaRfi ). — The course of study for this degree 
extends ov('-r two academic years. A candidate for the Degree 
is required to study and bo examined in three subjects to be 
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taken from the following in prescribed combinations : (1) A 
Classical Language, (2) Urdu with Persian, (3) Hindi with 
Sanskrit, (4) History, Indian or European, (5) Philosophy, (6) 
Politics, (7) Economics, (8) English and (9) Mathematics. 
Before a candidate is allowed to sit for the examination, he is 
required to pass an examination in General English equivalent 
to B.A. English {optional) standard and a test in a Vernacular. 

The examination consists of one paper in Vernacular, two 
general and two special papers in English, three papers in Mathe- 
matics, Hindi with Sanskrit, Urdu with Persian, and two papers 
in each of the other subjects. The minimum marks for a pass 
are 33 per cent in each subject and 36 per cent in the aggregate. 
Candidates who obtain 60 per cent of the aggregate marks are 
placed in the First Division and those obtaining 48 per cent 
in the Second Division. 

(2) B,A. (Honours). — The duration of the course of study 
is three academic years, and students are not admitted to the 
Examination after the fourth year. Candidates must offer 
one of the following as the Honours subject and two others 
determined by the Dean, as subsidiary subjects : (i) English, 
(ii) Philosophy, (Hi) European History, (iv) Indian History, 
(t?) Polities, (vi) Economics and Sociology, (vii) Arabic, (viii) 
Persian, (ix) Sanskrit and Prakrit Languages, (x) Mathematics. 

The examination in subsidiary subjects is identical with 
B.A. (Pass) Degree Examination in those subjects. 

In English, Philosophy. Economics, Political Science, 
Indian History and Sanskrit, there will be five papers, and six 
in each of the other subjects. The minimum for a pass is 36 
per cent in the aggregate. Those who obtain 60 per cent are 
placed in the First Division, and those obtaining 48 percent, 
in the Second Division. Candidates securing 30 — 35 per cent of 
the total marks in the Honours subject may be awarded the 
Pass Degree. 

The Dean can transfer students for Honours to the Pass 
Course and vice versa. Students who hold a Pass Degree 
and wish to take Honours Degree in order to qualify for the M.A. 
course, are admitted to the second year Honours Class in one 
of the subjects taken for the Pass Degree. Graduates prevented 
by illness from completing the examination may supplicate for 
an aegrotat degree. 

(8) Master of Arts. — The Degree is conferred on Graduates 
with Honours who have completed a further course of study 
or research for one year and passed the prescribed examination 
which may include an examination on a dissertation. Every 
candidate must offer one of the following subjects for the ex- 
amination : (i) Languages : English or a Classical Language, 
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(ii) Mental and Moral Science, (Hi) History, {io) Mathematics, 
(v) Economics, (vi) Political Science. 

Pass Graduates can also obtain tln» M.A. Dej^ree after a 
two years’ course of study. 

The examination consists of two parts: Part I (Previous) 
and Part II (Final), held at the end of the first and the second 
year respectively. The examination is conducted by means 
of papers only. At the Previous Examination, four papers 
are set in English, two papers in Philosophy, three in European 
History and in Indian History, and three papers in Sanskrit. 
The examination in Economics is the same as for the B.A. 
(Honours) Examination. 

At the Final Examination, there will be four papers in Eng- 
lish and in Philosophy, three papers in European History, three 
papers in Indian History, three papers on any of the eleven 
groups in Economics and three papers and a thesis in Sanskrit. 
In lieu, of one of the papers for Indian or European History or 
Economics, a thesis may be offered. 

The examination in Mathematics is the same as for the 
M.Sc. Examination. 

The minimum is 36 per cent in the aggregate for a pass and 
60 per cent in the aggregate for a firsts class. 

(4) Doctor of Philosophy or Doctor of Literature (Fh,D, 
or D.Litt,), — The Degree of Doctor of Philosophy is open to 
Masters of Arts of three years’ standing of this University, 
Masters of Arts of other Universities who are of not less than 
three years’ standing are also eligible for these degrees, but 
they will be required to pursue a course of research for at 
least two academic years in the University. A candidate must 
submit a thesis embodying the result of his investigation and 
indicating what part of the results he claims to be his own. 
The Dissertation for the Ph.D. Degree must be on some branch 
of one of the following subjects : (i) Philosophy, (ii) Economics, 
(Hi) History, and (iv) Mathematics. The D.Litt. Degree is 
conferred, honoris causa, on persons who are, in the opinion 
of the Academic and Executive Councils, lit and proper persons 
by reason of emiiienl posit ion and attainments or by virtue of 
their coni ributions to the cause of learning. 

Diploaia Exaaiinations. 

Diplonm in Arabic and Persian. — Students prepared 
by the University for these Diplomas and Teachers of recog- 
nized local educational institutions are admitted to the Diploma 
Examination in Arabic and Persian. 

There are three Diploma Examinations in Arabic : (i) 
Maulvi, (ii) Alim, and (Hi) Fazil ; and three Diploma Exami- 
nations in Persian: (i) Dabir, (tV) Dabir-i-Mahir, and (Hi) f)abir-i- 

13 ‘ F 
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Kamil. The courses of the Alim, Fazil, Dabir-i-MahirandDabir- 
i-Kamil Examinations are of two years’ duration. Text-books 
are prescribed and question papers set on religious subjects. 
The Fazil course is one of specialized study on one of six pre- 
scribed groups of subjects. All the subjects prescribed for 
other examinations are compulsory. 

The medium of examination is Urdu but questions may be 
set and answers required in Arabic and Persian. 36 per- cent 
in the aggregate and 33 per cent in each subject are the minima 
for a pass. 60 per cent and upwards will entitle a candidate 
to be placed in the First Division and 48 per cent or more will 
place him in the Second Division. 


Science. 

(1) B.Sc, (Pass ). — The course of study extends over two 
academic years. Every candidate is required to pass a pre- 
scribed examination in General English (equivalent to the 
General Section of the B.A. Pass course) and three of the follow- 
ing subjects in prescribed combinations : (i) Physics, (ii) Che- 
mistry, (Hi) Mathematics, (iv) Botany, and (v) Zoology. 

The examination consists of three papers in Mathematics 
and two papers and a practical examination in eacli of the other 
subjects. The minimum for a pass is 33 per cent in each sub- 
ject and 36 per cent in the aggregate. Candidates who obtain 
60 per cent are placed in the First Division and those who 
obtain 48 per cent in the Second Division. 

(2) B.Sc. (Honours ). — The course of study extends over 
three academic years and students are not permitted to appear 
for the Honours Examination after the fourth year. Every 
candidate is required to pass a prescribed test in General Englisli 
and should study and be examined in one of the following 
subjects as Honours subject and two others as Subsidiary 
subjects taken from a list, of subjects prescribed in respect of 
eacli principal subject : (i) Physics, (ii) Chemistry, (Hi) Botany, 
(iv) Zoology, and (v) Mathematics. 

The examination in Mathematics is the same as for the 
B.A. (Honours) Examination and the examination in other 
subjects consists of four papers and a practical examination. 
The examination in subsidiary subjects is identical with the 
Pass B.So. Degree Examination in those subjects. 

Candidates must obtain 36 per cent of the aggregate marks 
for a pass. Those who obtain 60 per cent of the aggregate are 
])laced in the First Class and those obtaining 48 per cent in the 
Second Class. Candidates who secure 30 — 35 per cent of the 
total marks in the Honours subject may be awarded the Pass 
Degree. 
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Students who hold the B.Sc. Pass Degree and wish to take 
an Honours Degree with a view to qualifying for the M.Sc. 
courses, are admitted to the second year Plonours class in any 
subject taken for the Pass Degree. Candidates with Honours 
in one school are admitted to Honours in another school under 
prescribed conditions. A candidate who is prev^ented by ill- 
ness from completing the Honours Examination, may suppli- 
cate for an cc grot at degree. 

(3) Master of Science (M,Sc .). — Bacliolors of Science with 
Honours of this or any other approved University are eligible 
for admission to this Degree. The course of study for this 
degree extends over one academic year for Honours Graduates 
and two years for Pass Graduates. Every candidate must 
offer one of the following subjects : (i) Mathematics, {ii) Physics, 
(Hi) Chemistry, (iv) Zoology, and (r) Botany. 

For Pass Graduates, the examination consists of two parts : 
the Pj’cvious and the Final, held at the end of the first and 
second years respectively. At the examination. Previous or 
Final, four iiapers are set in Mathematics, and there will be 
three papers and a practical examination in each of the other 
subjects. The minimum is 30 per cent of the aggregate for 
a pass and 70 per cent for distinction. 

(1) Doctor of Science (D,Sc ,), — Masters of Science of three 
years’ standing of this University or of any other a])proved 
University are eligible for this Degree providc^d they pursue a 
course of research in the University for not less than three 
academic years. Every candidate must* submit a thesis em- 
bodying tiie results of his investigation indicating what part 
of tile result he considers to be his own. The dissertation sub- 
mitted must be on some* branch of one of t he following sciences : 
(G Physics, (il) Chemistry, {in) Botany, {iv) Zoology, and (r>) 
Mathematics. Candidates may be recpiired to submit them- 
selves to ah examination, oral, written or both. 

CouusKH OP Stttdy and Degudks leading to Professions. 

Medicine. 

(I) Pre-M edieal Examination , — This examination is intend- 
ed for admission to the courses of study for the M.B., B.8. 
Degn^e. Bach(‘lors of Science with (Uiemistry and Biology of 
any approved University or students who have passed the 
Intermediate Examination of the Board of TnternuHliate Edu- 
cation, U.P., orthe Intermediate Examination of Allahabad, 
Aligarli, I^enares and Nagpur Universities under certain condi- 
tions, with (Uiemistry, Physics and Biology, are admitted to 
this exainination. Every candidate must offer the following 
subjects on (»ach of which one ])apei* will be set at the exami- 
nation : {i) Chemistry including Organic Chemistry, {ii) Physics, 
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(m) Botany, and (iv) Zoology. The examination is a competitive- 
one for filling up a declared number of seats in the Medical 
Faculty and the selected candidates have to undergo a Health 
Examination by a Medical Board. Preference is given to 
candidates belonging to the United Provinces. 

(2) Bachelor of Medicine and Bachelor of Surgery (M,B.^ 
B,8 ,). — Candidates who have passed the Pre-Medical Exami- 
nation are admitted to the courses of study for the M.B., B.S. 
Degree extending over five academic years. During the first 
four years, a year of study includes at least two of the pre- 
scribed courses of lectures, or laboratory work or one such course 
and Hospital practice in each term. The work of the fifth 
year consists of clinical work and clinical lectures. Attendance 
must be kept at the University Hospital or any other recognized 
institution. 

There are two examinations to be taken : the First. Profes- 
sional Examination and the Final Professional Examination. 
The former is held at the end of the second year and consists 
of two parts : Part I : Anatomy and Physiology ; Part 11 : 
Materia Medica. Candidates for this examination are required 
to have also dissected the human body at least once. There 
will be two papers and a practical and oral examination in 
Anatomy and in Physiology, and one paper and an oral and 
Pharma.cy examination in Materia Medica. 

The Final Professional Examination also is divided into 
two parts which may be taken up separately or together under 
prescribed conditions. Part I of this examination consists of 
Pathology and Bacteriology, Forensic Medicine, Toxicology, 
Mental Diseases and Public Health ; Part 11 comprises Medicine 
with Therapeutics and Medieval Pathology, Surgery including 
Surgical Anatomy and Surgical Pathology, Ophthalmology, 
Obstet/rics and Gynaecology. In Part I, there will be one 
pa pt‘r and an oral examination in Forensic Medicine, Toxicology, 
Mental Diseases and Public H(*alth, and two papers and a 
practical and oral examination in Pathology. Part TT of the 
Final Professional Examination consists of two papi'rs and a 
practical and clinical examination in Mediciii(‘ and in Surgery, 
one paper and an oral and clinical examination in Opht.halmo- 
logy, and one paper and an oral examination in Obstetrics 
and Gynaecology. 

The minimum for distinction in each subject is 80 pm* cent 
of the aggregate and for Honours it is 75 per cent in four sub- 
jects. The minimum for a pass in the written papers is 40 
per cent and in the practical and oral examinations, it varies 
with each subject. 
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(3) Doctor of Medicine (M.D.) and Master of Surgery 
— Bachelors of Medicine and Surgery of at least thr(*e 

years’ standing are eligible for admission to these Degrees. 
Candidates for the M.D. Degree have to submit a thesis on one 
of the following subjects : Physiology, Pathology, Bacteriology, 
Therapeutics, Medicine, Poreiisic Medicine, Mental Diseases, 
State Medicine and Obstetrics. And candidates for tli(‘ M.S. 
Degree should submit a thesis on one of the following subjects : 
Surgery, Ophthalmology, Gynaecology and Anatomy. 

Candidates for either degree* must submit themselves to 
an examination consisting of two parts. Then* will lx* two 
written papers in Part T, and in Part Tl, there will be a ])rae-tical 
examination in the subject of thesis, a clinical and a ])ractical 
examination in Medicine and Mcilical Pathology. In Part, II 
of the M.8. Degree, there will be a practical examination m the 
subject of the thesis, operations on cadaver and a clinical and 
a practical examination in Surgery and Surgical Pathology. 

A candidate whose thesis is of sufficient merit may be 
exempted from F^art 1 of the examinations. 

(4) Diploma- in Public Health. — A stud(*nt v\ho possessi*s 
a qualification m Medicine and Surgery registered under the 
United Provinces Medical Act, is admitted to a course of study 
for this Diploma extending over 15 months. Exemption from 
any portion of the prescribed courses is granted under spemal 
conditions. 

The examination consists of two parts, ( andidates for 
Part I have to produce a certificate of having attended a course 
of six months’ laboratory mstrnction iii Public, Health, Chemistry 
and Physics, Bacteriology and Parasitology (including Ento- 
mology) and Pathology of Diseases of animals transmissible to 
man. Candidates for Part II of the examination must- have* 
passed Part I and should produce a certificate of having (i) 
attended a prescribed course of 100 lectures in General Hygiene* 
and Preventive Medicine and Sanitary Law and Public Health 
Administration ; (ii) been diligently engaged for nine months 
under an approved Medical Officer in acquiring a practical 
knowledge of the duties relating to Public Health Admini- 
stration ; (iii) attended a prescribed course of 40 lectures in 
Sanitary Engineering, and (iv) been engaged for three months 
in acquiring practical training in a recognized Hospital for 
infectious diseases. 

There will be two papers and a practical and an oral exami- 
nation in each subject of Part I. Part II of the examination 
comprises two papers and an oral examination on General 
Hygiene and Preventive Medicine, a practical examination 
and outdoor inspection and drawing up of report on infectious 
diseases, and one paper and an oral examination in each of the 
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other subjects. The minimum marks for a pass are 50 per cent 
in each subject and between 50 and 74 per cent of tlie 
Candidates who obtain not less than 75 per cent of t he a^^gregate 
are deelared to have x>ii'Ssed with Honours. 

Law. 

(1) Bachelor of Laws (LL.B,). — Bachelors of Arts or Science 
of any axiproved University are admitted to the courses of study 
for tile IjIj.B. Degree which ext^jnds over two academic years. 
The examination consists of two parts — the Previous and the 
Final — held at the end of the lirst and the second y(‘ar respec.- 
tively. The Previous examination is conducted wholly by 
means of papers, one on each of 11i(‘ following subjects : (1) 
Koman Law, (ii) Jurisxirudence, (Hi) (Umstitntioiial Law, (w) 
Law of Contracts, (v) Law of Torts and Easements, (vi) (Criminal 
Law and Procedure. 

At the Final examination, six paiiers arc set, one on each 
of the following subjects : (i) The Law" relating to TiansfiT of 
Property including Equitable Principles ther(‘of, (ii) Eipiity 
with special reference to the Law of Trusts and Hpecitic IL'lief, 
(Hi) Hindu Law with statutory modilications, (iv) Muhammadan 
Law with statutory modilications, (i?) CUvil Procedure (^ode, 
the Principles of the Law of Limitation and the Law of Evi- 
dences, (vi) The Law relating to Land Tenures, Kent and Ke- 
venue in the United l*rovinces of Agra and Oudh. 

The minimum for a jiass is 30 xier cent in each pa])er. 
Candidates who obtain 00 per cent of the aggregate arc xilaced 
in the First Division and those obtaining 50 per cent in the 
Second Division. 

(2) Master of Laws (LL,M,), — Bachelors of Law" of any 
approved University who are of at least two years* standing 
are eligible for admission to the LL.M. Examination. Candi- 
dates are required to jiass in each of the following branches of 
Law: (i) Koman Law, (ii) J urisxirudence, (Hi) Constitutional 
Law (British and Indian), (iv) Either Hindu Law or Muham- 
madan Law', (v) one of the following : (a) Hindu Law' for those 
who have taken Muhammadan Law under (iv) and vice versa, 
(b) The Law of Contracts and Torts, (c) The Law relating to 
the Transfer of Property, (d) Principles of Equity, (e) Private 
International Law or Conflict of Laws, (/) The Laws of Wills 
and Intestate Succession applicable to those who are not Hindus 
or Muhammadans. 

There will be one papron each Branch. The minimum 
for a pass is 40 per cent in each paper and 60 per cent of the 
aggregate. 

(3) Doctor of Laws (LL.D,), — ^A Master of Laws of this 
University who is not of less than five years’ standing is eligible 
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for the LL.D. Decree provided two members of the Fuoulty of 
Law certify as to his fitness for the Degree and he luis written 
an approved thesis on some subject connected with Law or 
Jurisprudeneq. 

COMMKHCE. 

(1) B.Com, Entrance Examination. — Students wlio liave 
passed the Intermediate Examination of any ajiproved Univer- 
sity or of a Board of High School and Intermediate Education, 
are admitted to the B.Com. course on iiassing in the following 
subjects : (i) Book-keeping and Accounts, {ii) Business Methods, 
(Hi) Correspondence and English, {iv) Elementary Economics 
and Banking, (v) Commercial Geography. Two jiapers of three 
hours each are set in Book-keeping and Accounts, and one 
papier in each of the other subjects. The minimum for a pass 
is 36 per cent of the aggregate and 33 per cent in each subject. 

(2) Bachelor of Commerce (B.Com.). — Students who have 
passed either the Commercial Diploma Examination of the 
Board of High School and Intermediate Education or the B.Com. 
Entrance Examination of this University are admitted to tlie 
course of study for the B.Com. Degree extending over tw'o 
academic years. The examination consists of two parts : the 
Previous and tlie Final, held at the end of the first and the 
second year respectively. 

The previous examination is conducted wholly by means 
of jiapers on the following subjects : (1) A special subject 

selected from the following : (a) Advanced Accounting and 
Auditing, (h) Advanced Banking, and (c) Commercial and Indus- 
trial Organization ; (2) Economics, (3) Commercial and Econo- 
mic Geography, (1) Business Methods and Organization, (5) 
English, ami (6) General Administration or Co-oiierative Organ- 
ization and Finance. Two jiapers are set in the special subject 
and one paper in each of the other subjects. 

The sftbjects for the Final Examination are the following : 
(i) The special subject chosen in the first year, (2) English, 

(3) International Trade and Foreign Exchange, (1) Elementary 
Statistics, (5) Public Finance, (6) Mercantile and Industrial 
Law, and (7) General Administration. Two paiiers are set in 
the special subject and in Mercantile and Industrial Law, 
and one paper in each of the other subjects. 

The minimum for a pass is 33 per cent in each subject and 
36 per cent of the aggregate. Candidates who obtain 60 per 
cent and* above are placed in the First Division and those 
obtaining 48 per cent and above, in the Second Division. 

TBAcmNG. 

Diploma in Teaching. — This Diploma is granted to women 
graduates who successfully undergo a prescribed course of study 
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for one academic year. The examination is both in the theory 
and practice of teaching. The theory examination consists of 
four papers set as follows : (1) Principles of Teaching, (2) History 
of Education, (3) Methods of Teaching, (4) School Management 
and Hygiene. Special examinations will be held for sjiecial 
qualifications. Every candidate must have passed through a 
practical course of physical training and should further give 
satisfactory evidence of ability to manage a class. The ex- 
amination in the practice of Teaching will be conducted in the 
Training (’ollege in which the student was trained. The mini- 
mum is 33 per cent of the aggregate for a pass, GO per cent for 
First Class and 15 per cent for S(‘cond (Uass.

Madras University. 


Introductory : Character of the University. 

Tho University of Madras was founded under the Act of 
Incorporation XXVII of 1857. This Act was in operation until 
1901 when as a result of the Oomniission axipointed by the 
Government of India in 1902 to examine the working of the 
Universities under that system, the Indian University Act No. 
VIII of 1904 was passed with the intention of reorganizing tlu) 
Universities in India and of enlarging their functions in the 
matters of University Teaching and of supervision over affiliated 
(iol leges. This Act again has been superseded by the Madras 
University Act No. VII of 1923 which was passed to reorganize 
the University with a view to establishing a teaching and resi- 
dential University at Madras while enabling the University 
to continue to exercise due control over the quality of the teach- 
ing given by colleges which are to constitute the University or 
are affiliated to it. 

The University is federal in character and is in the main 
an examining body though it has recently undertaken tcacliing 
in Economics and Indian History. 

There are 14 constituent colleges i.e., colleges within the 
University area. Of these, two jirepare for Intermediate 
Examinations in Arts and IScicnce, six for Degrees in Arts and 
Science, three in Teaching, one in Law, one in Medicine and one 
in Engineering. Besides, there are 42 Affiliated Colleges which 
lirexiarc for Intermediate courses and for Degrees in Arts and 
Science, Agriculture, Teaching and Law. A special feature 
of the University is that provision is made to confer titles in 
Oriental Learning. There arc 22 Colleges preparing candidates 
for them.

Library, Museums, etc. 

The University has a Library called the University Library 
the affairs of winch are managed by a Library Committee 
under Ibe general control of the Academic ('oimcil. Tt has an 
annual income of about, Es. 29,500 towards the upkeep and 
maintenance. 

The University has up t-o date 27, .392 volumes in its 
Library. The Syndicate has approved the construction of a 
building for the University Library at the IViarine Villa site. 
The cost is estimated to be Es. 10,00,000. 

Provision for Research.

A special feature has been 
lectures in Tamil by Professors on subjects like Democracy, 
Electrical Appliances, etc. 

Military Training. 

There is a University Corps to give Military Training to 
undergraduates and graduates of the University. The Syndi- 
cate sanctions an annual contribution of Rs. 2,000 to the funds 
of the Corps. 

Budget : Provident Fund. 

The Provident. Fund Scheme is under the consideration of 
the Syndicate. 

Women’s Education. 

There are 5 constituent and affiliated colleges for the edu- 
cation of women under Arts and Training Faculties, affiliated 
up to the B.A. standard, and 5 to the Intermediate standard. 
The number of Lady Students is 687. 

Students’ Information Bureau and Its Activities. 

Negotiations between the Government of Madras and the 
University have been completed to replace the existing Students’ 
Advisory Committee by a University Bureau. The Govern- 
ment have recently sanctioned an annual grant of Rs. 4,000 
for the purpose.

(Agriculture), L.T., B.L., M.L., LL.D., M.B.B.S., 
L.M.S.,B.S.Sc., M.D.,M.S., andB.E. and there is also a Diploma 
in Economics, Under Oriental Studies the titles and Degrees 
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conferred are ; >I.O.L,, Biroiriaiii, Vidvan, Mimshi-i-Fazil and 
Afzul-nl-Ulama. 

Admission to Courses op Study in the University. 

Candidates for admission to the University should have 
passed the S.S.L.C. Examination of a recognized Board or the 
ilatriculation Examination of this or of any other recognized 
University. 

Courses op Study, JJegrees and Examinations. 

Arts. 

(1) The Intermediate Examination. — The course of study 
extends over two years. The subjects of study and the scheme 
of examination are : Part 1: (1) English Language and Literature 
and (2) Vernacular Composition or Translation ; Part II : 
one of the following groups : (1) Mathematics, Physics and 
Chemistry ; (2) N^atural Science, Physics and Chemistry and 
(3) any three of the following : Ancient History, Modern History, 
Indian History, Logic, a Classical Language, and Second Lan- 
guage. There will be four papers in English Language and 
Literature and one paper in Vernacular Composition or Trans- 
lation. Two papers are set on each of the subjects in Part. TI. 
For a pass, a candidate should get 35 per cent in English and 
36 per cent in each of the subjects taken as optionals and 40 
per cent in Vernacular Composition or Translation. Those who 
pass the entire examination in the same year and get not less 
than 50 per cent, of the total marks are placed in the first class 
while such of the c.audidates as get not less than 00 per cent in 
English or in any division of an optional group are noted as 
having gained distinction in that subject. 

(2) Bachelor of Arts (B.A.) Pass. — The course of study 
extends over a period of two years after the Intermediate Ex- 
amination.* The subjects of study and the scheme of examination 
are; Part I : English Language and Literature, (Composition, 
XVII and XV 11 1 (’eiitury Prose, XIX ('eiitury Prose, Poetry 
and Drama (five papers) ; Part II : one of the following Oroups ; 
(1) Mathematics, Pure and Applied (six papers), (2) Physics 
(four papers and two x)ractical t‘xaniinations) and (diemistry 
(four papers and two practical examinations), (3) two of the 
following : Botany, Zoology and Geology (There will be six 
papers in the main subject chosen and one paper in the sub- 
sidiary subject besides a practical examination), (4) Psychology, 
Ethics, Logic (six papers), (5) History and Economics (5 papers); 
Group A : Mainly History, or Group B ; Mainly Economics, 
(C) One of the languages other than English taken in connection 
with a correlated subject or language (six papers). The mini- 
mum for a pass is 35 per cent in English, 35 per cent of the total 
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ih the optionals. Candidates getting not less than 60 per cent 
are placed in the First Class while those obtaining not less than 
50 per cent are placed in the Second Class. 

(3) Bachelor of Arts (B.A,) Honours , — The course extends 
over a period of three years after the candidate has passed the 
Tntermediate Examination. Pass graduates are required to 
study only for two years. Candidates failing in an Honours 
Examination will not be allowed to re-appear for the same. A 
candidate for Honours who has not already graduated is required 
to pass a Preliminary Examination in English for the B.A. 
Degree in (1) Composition and (2) Nineteenth Century Prose. 
In tlie ease of candidates who have selected Branch V (History 
and Economics), the preliminary examination will be in (1) 
Composition as above, (2) The History of England treated in 
relation to the History of English Language and Literature. 
The subjects of study for this Examination jire as follows : (1) 
Mathematics, Pure (three papers), Applied (three papers) and 
a, special subject (one pa])er) ; (2) Mental and Moral Science 
(seven papers), (3) History, Economics and Politics (7 papers) : 
Groups A : Mainly History, or Group B : Mainly Economics. 
(4) English Language and Literature (seven papers and a 
viva voce examination) ; (5) Sanskrit Language and Literature 
(seven ])apers) ; (6) Arabic Language and Literature (seven 
papers). 

The minimum for a pass is 10 per cent of the total marks 
and 30 per cent in each of the seven divisions of the examination. 
( -andidates getting 00 per cent or more are placed in the First 
(-lass and those getting not less than 50 ])er cent are placed in 
the Second Class. C-andidates who have failed in the B.A. 
(Hons.) Examination but who have shown themselves to the 
satisfaction of the Syndicate to have obtained the B.A. (Pass) 
Examination standard arc conferr(»d the B.A. (Pass)i Degree. 

(4) Master of Arts (M.A .). — A candidate must undergo 
a period of training for two years after taking the Bach(‘lor of 
Arts Degree. The subjects of study and the scheme of ex- 
amination are as follows: (1) Mathematics (eight papers), (2) 
Mental and Moral Science (six papers), (3) History, Economics, 
and Political Science (7 papers) ; (4) Tavo Languages other 
than English and (5) Sanskrit Language and Lit-erature (eight 
papers). 

The minimum for a pass is 40 per cent of the aggregate and 
30 per cent in each of the divisions of the examination. Candi- 
dates obtaining 60 per cent or more of the aggregate are de- 
clared to have passed in the First Class while those obtaining not 
less than 50 per cent are said to have passed in the Second Class, 
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(5) Doctor of Philosophi/ {Ph.D.). — Candidates for this 
Degree must be* Masters of Arts of tliree years’ standing and 
they are required to sulmiit a thesis which may further be 
suiiplemented by an examination, written, oral or both. 

Hoienoe. 

(1) T ha Intermediate Ejcaminatioti. — The Intermediate Ex- 
amination leading to the B.Ho. courses is the same as in the Arts 
Faculty, but candidates should have passed the examination 
in the Science subjects. 

(2) Bachelor of Science (B.Sc,). — After the passing of the 
Intermediate Examination, a candidate must prosecute his 
studies for a period of two years. The subjects of study and 
the scheme of examination are as follows : Part J : (wdiich may 
be taken at the end of the first year of study or at the end of 
the second year), English (two papers) ; Part II : any three 
of the following to be selected by the candidate : Mathematics 
(four’ papers). Physics (2 written and 1 practical), Chemistry 
(two written and one practical), Botany (two written and tAvo 
Iiractieal), and Zoology (2 written and 2 practical), Geology 
(2 written and 2 practical). In order to obtain a pass, the mini- 
mum required is 40 per cent of the total marks in Part I and 30 
per cent of the marks allotted to each subject and 40 per cent 
of tlie total number of marks in Part IT. To obtain distinction in 
Part I, a candidate must obtain 00 per cent of the total marks. 
{Successful candidates in Part IT will be arranged in three 
classes : — the First consisting of those who obtain not h'ss than 
00 per cent, the Second of those who obtain not less than 50 per 
cent and the Tliird of the remainder. 

(3) Bachelor of Science (B.Sc,) Honours. — The course 
extends over three years after the Intermediate examination. 
Graduates in Science seeking to study for Honours need study 
only for a. period of two years. Tliey are also exempted from 
Part I of the Examination and the examination in the subsidiary 
subjects. The subjects of study and the scheme of exaniinatioii 
are as follows : Part; I : (1) XIX Oentury Prose and (2) Compo- 
sition on additional set books. Candidates obtaining 40 jicr 
cent of the total marks are declared to have passed in this part; 
while those who obtain not less than 00 jier cent are delcared 
to have passed with distinction. Part J I : one of the following 
branches of knowledge : Mathematics (eight papers). Physics 
with Chemistry as subsidiary subject (eight papers : six written 
and two practical). Chemistry with J^hysics as subsidiary sub- 
ject (eight papers: six written and two iiractical), or one of the 
following as main subject and the other two as subsidiary sub- 
jects ; Botany, Zoology and Geology (eight papers : six written 
and two practical) in each group. The other Kules regarding 
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the examination and the confeiTiiig of tJie degreen are the isa.m6 
as for tU« B.A. (Hons.). 

(4) Master of ticienee (JH.aSV.). — A candidate for the degree 
is required to have graduated in Science and to work under a 
professor, approved by the Syndicate, for a ])eriod of two years 
and submit thereafter a thesis for approval. 

(5) Doctor of Science (D.Sc.). — This is an examination by 
tliesis, supplemented, when necessary, by an examination, 
written, oral or both. 

Courses of Study and Degrees leadinc; to J’rofessions. 

Agriculture. 

Bachelor of Science (Agricultnre). — After passing the 
Intermediate Examination in sj)ecified groups, a candidate must 
prosecute his studies for a period of three years. The subjects 
of study and the scheme of examination are as follows : Part 1 
(held at the end of the second year) : Agricultuie (two papers : 
one written and one practical), Agricultural Botany incltiding 
Mycology (two papers : one written and one practical). Agri- 
cultural Chemistry (two papers : one practical and one written), 
Agricultural Zoology (two papers : one written and one practi- 
cal), Animal Hygiene (two papers : one practical and one 
written), and Agricultural Engineering (two papers : one 
written and one practical). Part II (held at the end of the 
third year) : Agriculture (five papers : three written and two 
practical), Agricultural Botany (four papers : two wudtten and 
two practical), and Agricultural ( ■hemistry (four papers : two 
written and two practical). There will be practical examination 
in each of the above subjects. Passing in Part T is compulsory 
before a candidate is allowed to sit for Part II of the examination. 
The minimum marks for a pass in Part I are 40 per cent of the 
total marks and not loss than 33 per cent in each of the sub- 
jects taken separately and a candidate obtaining 66 per cent 
and above is placed in the First Class. In Part IT, a ’candidate 
has to obtain for a minimum 45 per cent of the total marks and 
33 per cent in each of the three subjects while a candidate getting 
66 per cent in Agriculture and in the aggregate is placed in the 
First Class. 

Teaching. 

Licentiate in Teaching (L,T.), — Candidates seeking 
admission to this degree must be graduates ; the course of 
study extends over one year. The subjects of study and the 
scheme of examination are as follows : Theory and Practice 
of Education ; Elements of Human Physiology and Psychology 
and Nature of Knowledge ; A.B.C. I (one paper), and A.B.C. 
11 (one paper), Methods of teaching English (one paper) and 
pf selected subjects (one paper). There will also be a test in 



English. CandidateH should also show evidence of having 
undergone training in teaching. 36 per cent of the aggregate 
marks in the lirst two papers taken together, and not less than 
35 per cent in each of the second day’s papers taken together, 
will qualify a candidate for a pass. Those who obtain not less 
than ()0 per cent of the total marks will be placed in the First 
C3ass and those who obtain not less than 50 per cent, will be 
placed in the Second Class. 

Law. 

(1) Bachelor of Law8{B.L .), — Graduates in Arts and Science 
of this or of any other recognized University are admitted to 
the courses of study which extends over two years. 

The first examination in Law to be held at the end of the 
first year includes an examination in Jurisprudence (one paper), 
Roman Law (one paper). The Law of Contracts including 
i^egotiable Instruments and Specific Relief (two papers), the 
Law of Torts (one paper) and Indian (Constitutional Law (one 
paper). Candidates are declared to have passed the exami- 
nation if they obtain not less than 33J per cent of the marks 
in Jurisprudence, Roman Law^ and Indian Constitutional Law 
taken together, 33J per cent in Contracts and the Law of Torts 
taken together, and not less than 40 per cent of the total marks. 
Those who obtain not less than 60 per cent are placed in the 
First Class while those obtaining 60 per cent are placed in the 
Second Class. 

The final examination in Law is open to those who have 
passed the first examination in Law and have studied for a 
further period of one year. The subjects of study and the 
scheme of examination are as follows ; Law of Property, with 
special reference to the Transfer of Property Act, Trusts Act, 
the Indian Easements Act (two papers), Hindu and Mahomedan 
Law (two papers). Principles of Land Tenure in the Madras 
Presidency (one paper), the Law of Evidence (one paper), and 
Criminal Law (Indian Penal Code) one paper. 

The minimum for a pass is one-third of the marks in the 
Law of Property and Madras Land Tenures taken together, 
one-third of the marks in Hindu and Mahomedan Law taken 
together and one-third of the marks in Criminal Law and the 
Law of Evidence taken together and not less than 40 per cent 
of the total marks. Those who obtain not less than 60 per cent 
are placed in the First Class while those obtaining 50 per cent 
are placed in the Second Class. 

(2) Master of Laws {M,L,),—No candidate will be ad- 
mitted to the examination for the M.L. Degree unless he has 
passed not less than two years previously the examination for 
the B.L. Degree, and submits himself for examination in the 
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following < subjects : one of ilie followiii^j: branches may be 
offered I Branch I: Jurisprudence (one paper), Jjoj^islation 
(one paper), Roman Law (one paper), Roman Law (Digest) — 
(one paper), Internutional Law, Bublic (one paper). International 
Law, Private (one*, paper), Poustitutional Law and History 
(one paper), Legal History (one paper); P>ranch J1 : Real 
Property (four papers). Transfer of Real Property (two papers), 
The Law of Trusts, etc. (one jiaper), the Ijaw of Wills, etc. 
(one pajier), History of tlie Knglish and Indian Land Laws (one 
paper), the Law of Easements and Profits (one* papei) ; Branch 
JIT: Law of Contracts (one paper), Bailments, Parrun’s, etc. 
(one paiier) Agency, Partnership and (^uiipanies (one x)aper), 
Ilomestic Relations (one papier), Law of Torts, etc. (one jiaper), 
Negligence, Nuisance, et(*. (one x>aper). Mercantile Law (one 
liaper). Maritime Law (one x^ajier) ; Branch IV : Hindu Law 
(two x>a]>ers), Muhammadan Law (two x)a])ers), Statute Law 
relating to (*oiistitutional matters (two jiapers), (histomary and 
Statute Law (four x^^xiers). Pandidates who obtain not less 
than 33^ x^^'^ marks assigned to each division, and 

not less than JO x>er cent on the wliole, are declared to ha\e 
l)ass(‘d the examination. Those who obtain 00 x^er ctmt or more 
of the aggregate are xdaced in the First Class *, others obtaining 
not less than 50 X3er cent are placed in the Second Class. 

(3) Doctor of Laws {D.L .). — One year aft(‘r passing the 
examination of M.L., a candidate may submit a thesis for tlni 
apxiroval of th(‘ Syndicate and also a chara(*t-er certificate should 
be sent along with it to the effect that in the oxiinion of the 
Referees, the candidate is a tit and proxier x>erson for th(‘ receiv- 
ing of siKJh a degree. There may further be an examination, 
oral, written or both. 


Engineerijnu. 

Bachelor of Engineering , — The course extemls over 
four years, ('andidates for admission must have xmssed the 
Intermediate Examination. The subjects of study and the 
scheme of examination are as follows : First J^xamination in 
Engineering ; one paper in each of the following subjects : 
Pure Mathematics, Applied Mathematics, Physics, (^heiiiistry. 
Elementary Applied Mathematics, Geometrieai Drawing, Build- 
ing Drawing, Machine Drawing and Practical Surveying. 

The Final Examination held at the end of the fourth year 
of study after the Intermediate Examination is divided into 
two branches: Civil and Mechanical. Candidates may 
appear in either branch. The subjects of study and the scheme 
of examination under the Civil Branch are as follows : Calculus, 
Applied Mathematics, Aiixilied Mechanics I, Mechanics II, 
Construction I, Construction II, Hydraulic Engineering I and 



Hydraulic En^iiieorinj? II, {Siirvoyinfi, Building Drawing I, 
Building Drawing FI, Estimating, Laboratory Test, Surveying 
Field Work, Enginoering, Laboratory and Surveying note 
books. There will be one jiaper in oaeii of the above subjects. 
The subjects of study and the seheni(» of examination under the 
Mechanical Branch are as follows : (-alculus, Applied Mathe- 
matics, Applied Mechani<‘s 1. Applied Mechanics II, Mechanism 
and Mechanical Engineering, Mechanical Rngineering ( I papers). 
Electrical Engineering, Machine Drawing i. Machine Drawing 
11, Laboratory Test, Woiicshop Test, and Engineering Labo- 
ratory note books. There will be one paper in each of the 
above subjects. 

In the First and as well as in the Final examinations, candi- 
dates obtaining not less than 50 per cent of the aggregate num- 
ber of marks will be declared to have passed the examination, 
in each examination tbe names of siic(*essful candidates are 
arranged in the order of proticiency as determined by the total 
marks obtained by each. 


Mkuicinic. 

(1) Bachelor of 3Ic(licine and Bachelor of iSarycri/ {M.J>, 
B.aS.). — T he course of study extends over a period of live years. 
The scheme of examination and the subjects of study for the 
First M.B.B.JS. examination are as follows : one paper in each 
of the following : Dhemistry, Physics and Biology including 
Botany and Zoology., There is also a imictical examination. 
To pass the examination a candidate must- obtain per cent 
of the marks in the written and not. less than 35 J jier cent of 
the marks in practical and oral taken together and not less 
than 50 per cent of the aggregate marks for the M.B.B.B. 
course. Those who get 0()| jier cent of the aggregate number 
of marks are placed in the lirst class. 

The- sjabjects of study and the scheme of examination for 
the Second M.B.B.B. : Besides an oral and practical exami- 
nation, there will be one paper in each of the following : Anato- 
my. Physiology, Organic (Chemistry including Bio-chemistry. 
A candidate for the M.B.B.fcS. Degree will be declared to have- 
passed the examination if he obtains not less than 50 per cent 
of the marks in Anatomy (written) and Physiology (written) 
respectively, not less than 50 per cent of the marks in the practi- 
cal and oral taken together in Anatomy and IMiysiology res- 
pectively, not less than 8.3 J per cent of the marks in the other 
subject and not less than one-half of the aggregate number of 
marks. Those who get 00 § per C/Cnt of the aggregate number of 
marks are placed in the First Class. 

The subjects of study and the scheme of examination for

(xeneral Patholotjy aud Hygiene (one paper in each in additioil 
to a practical and oral examination). A candidate for the M.B. 
B.8. Degree will be declared to have passed the examination 
if he obtains not less than 50 per cent of marks in the written 
portion of each of General Pathology and Hygiene and not less 
than 50 per cent of the marks in the practical and oral ex- 
amination taken togetlier in each of those two subjects, and not 
less than 33J per cent of the marks in the written, practical 
and oral examinations taken together in Materia Medica and 
not less than 50 per cent of the aggregate number of marks.

For the Final M.B. B.B. examination, the subjects of study 
and the scliemc of examination are as follows : Medicine in- 
cluding Therapeutics and Mental Diseases Part II, Ophthalmo- 
logy Part I, Surgery and Surgical Anatomy Part II, Medical 
flurisprudence Part I, Midwifery and Diseases of Women and 
the A^ew Born Child Part II. One paper will be set in* each 
of the above subjects. C-andidates for the M.B.B.S. Degree 
will be declared to have passed the examination if they obtain 
not less than one-third of the marks in Ophthalmology and 
Medical Jurisprudence respectively and not less than one-half 
of the marks in the written part of each of the remaining sub- 
jects, not less than one-half of the marks in Clinics and Oral 
Medicine taken together and Clinical and Oral Surgery taken 
together and Operative Surgery, and Practical and Oral Mid- 
wifery, etc., taken together and not less than one-half of the 
aggregate number of marks, (^/andidates who obtain not less 
than 66§ per cent of the aggregate number of marks are placed 
m the First ('lass. 

(2) Master of iSurgery . — The course of study extends 
<3ver three, two or one year of practical work according as the 
candidate is working in the Medical Profession, Medical Hospital 
or is a first class M.B.B.S. working in a hospital respectively. 
Candidates will be examined in Surgery (two papers), Surgical 
Anatomy and Pathology (one paper), and one of the following 
in each of which there will be one paper : Ophthalmology, 
Venereal and Genit-Urinary Surgery, Gynsecological Surgery, 
Mural and Ijaryngeal Surgery and Dental Surgery ; Operative 
Surgery and the use of instruments, and a clinical and oral 
examination including the examination in Pathological speci- 
mens. Those who are approved by the examiners shall be 
declared to have passed the examination. 

(3) Doctor of Medicine . — The course of study extends over 
the same period as that for Degree of Master of Surgery. The 
subjects of study and the scheme of examination are as follows : 
One of the following Branches of knowledge : 
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Branch I : Medicine : Medicine (one paper), Medicine 
including Mental Diseases and Pathology (two papers), and a 
Clinical and Oral Examination including an examination in 
Pathological specimens. 

Branch II : Midwifery including Diseases of Women and 
Children — Medicine (on<* paper), JSIidwifery and Diseases of 
Women and Children including Pathology of these subjects (two 
papers), and a Clinical and Oral Examination in Midwifery 
and Diseases of Women and Children including an examination 
in Pathological specimens. 

Brancli III — Pathology : Medicine (one paper). Pathology 
(two papers), and a Practical and Oral Examination in Patho- 
logy. 

Branch IV : Tropical Medicine : Medicine (one paper). 
Tropical Medicine including the Pathology of Tropical Diseases 
(two papers), and a Clinical and Oral Examination including the 
examination of Pathological ^specimens. Candidates approved 
by the examiners will be declared to have passed. 

(4) Bachelor of tSaniiary Science. — The course of study 
extends over a period of one year and the candidate must have 
passed the M.B. B.S. or L.M.S. Examination. The subjects of 
study and the scheme of examination are as follows : 

Part 1 : A. Physics, Chemistry, Geology and Meteorology 
and Engineering with Drawing (written) — (one paper) ; B. 
Bacteriology and Parasitology (one paper) ; (\ Practical Che- 
mistry (one paper) and Practical Bacteriology and Parasitology 
and an oral examination in all the above subjects. 

Part II : General Hygiene and Medicine in relation to 
Public Health (one paper). Sanitary Law and Vital Statistics 
and Vaccination (one paper). Special Report under the direct 
supervision of an examiner besides an oral examination in the 
above subjects. Candidates obtaining not less than one-half 
of the marks in each subject are declared to have passed in 
Second Class and those who obtain 75 per cent of the aggregate 
number of marks arc declared to have passed in First Class. 

Economics. 

Diploma in Economics, — The part-time course of 
study extends over a period of two years. Tlie subjects of 
study and the scheme of examination are as follows : one paper 
in each of the following : Economic Theory : Economic Geogra- 
phy and recent Economic History ; Rural Economics and 
Industrial Organization ; Currency and Banking j and Inter- 
national Trade ; Applied Economics and a special subject. 

Titles, Certificates of Proficiency and Degrees in 
Oriental Learning. 

1. Siromani, — Added to Mimamsa, Vedanta, ^iyaya, 
Vyakarana or Sahitya. 
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!i. Vidvan, — Tn the ease of candidates who have offered 
for examination either (a) Sanskrit and any one of the Dra vidian 
Languages (Tamil, Telugn, Kanarese and Malayalam) or (h) 
Sanskrit and either Marathi or Oriya or (e) Tamil, Telugn, 
Kanarese or Malayalam as the main language with Sanskrit 
as a subsidiary language or (d) any two of the Dravidian Langu- 
ag(‘s : Tamil, Telugu, Kanarese, Malayalam, or (e) Tamil alone. 

Afzal-ul-Ula'ma . — In the case of a candidate who 
offers Arabic alone for his examination. 

1. M'HYifthi-i-Fazil . — In the case of a candidate who has 
offered for his examination Persian as principal language and 
Urdu as a subsidiary language and also possesses elementary 
knowledge of Arabic Grammar. 

The course of study in each case extends over a iieriod of 
four years. Candidates for the Siromani examination have 
to study and be examined in History of Sanskrit Jainguage and 
Literature and iirescribed text-books relating to Sanskrit 
Literature, Tarka, Mimamsa and Vyakarana, Manthras; Brah- 
manas, Ujianishads, the Grihya Dharma Sutras and the Smritis. 
For the Vidvan examination a candidate has to study History 
of Sanskrit Language and Literature, text-books prescribed 
for Prosody and Poetics and Grammar and also a Vernacular 
Language. There is also a Vidvan course in Dravidian 
Languages consisting of an examination in the language and 
literature of the Dravidian Language so chosen besides having 
Sanskrit as a subsidiary subject. 

All these (‘xjuniriations leading to Titles are divided into 
two parts : Preliminary and Final. Candidates who obtain 
not less than 40 per cent of the total marks in an examination 
are declared to have passed that examination in the third 
class. Those who get 00 per cent and above are ranked as 
First Class while those who secure 50 jier cent and above arc 
ranked as Second Class and those who get below ,50 and the 
minimum are ranked in the Third Class. 

The University also issues Certiticates of Froticiency in 
Oriental Learning. Candidates must pass a Preliminary Ex- 
amination and after that the course extends over a period of two 
years. ( Candidates for certificates are given a wide choice of 
select subjects from which they have to choose one of their 
title though, under conditions, a candidate may apjiear for a 
title in more than one subject. 

(5) Master of Oriental Learning , — It is a two years’ course 
after passing the Certificate of Proficiency examination in 
Oriental Learning.

Library, Museums, Laboratories, etc. 

The UhlverHity Library (Librarian : Mr. N. Narasimha 
Moorty, M.A., b.l.) consists of 14,640 volumes as on 30th June 
1926. The Library is open to Fellows of the University, Mem- 
bers of the Staff of the (Constituent Colleges, Lecturers in the 
Bntrance (‘lasses of (Collegiate High Schools, Members of the 
Kacailties and Boards of Studies, Registered Gradual (\s, students 
studying for the M.A. Degree and under-graduates who have 
obtained the permission of their Principals to borrow books for 
study from tlu' University Library, 
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Oriental TAhrary : — (Curator : Arihasastra Visharada Vidya- 
lankara Br. E. Bliama Sastry, b.a., pIi.d. The Library contains 
collection of very valuable old manuscripts and the results of 
the research carried on by the Library are published from time to 
time. By special permission, books can be borrowed by gradu- 
ates and under-gradUates studying in the University. Total 
number of books as on 30th June 1926 was 12,096 ; Manu- 
scripts ; 10,079. 

Archmologieal Department , — The Director of this Depart- 
ment which is managed by the University is Arthasastra 
Visharada Vidyalankara Dr. E. Shama Sastry, b.a., ph.D. 

College Librarieft . — Besides the above libraries, each consti- 
tuent College has got its own library for the use of the students. 
For the Maharaja’s College, Mysore, and Central College, 
Bangalore, grants are also made for the purchase of necessary 
text and reference books for the use of poor boys. 

The Central College, Bangalore, has one of the best 
equipped laboratories in India. 

Provision for Research. 

Eesearch scholarships of the value of Es. 76 per mensem 
are awarded to selected Masters of Arts, Masters of Science or 
Trained Post-Graduate students of the University of Mysore 
for carrying on research. The University encourages works of 
original nature by buying over the publication or sharing with 
tlie author in the expenses and the profits of the publication. 

Post-Graduate studentships of Es. 60 per mensem are also 
awarded under similar conditions to selected graduates who 
give evidence or capacity for research but may not have taken 
t he Master’s Degree.

The Publication Committee particularly 
pays attention to the encouragement of works in Kannada in 
such subjects as Science, History, Geography, Philosophy, 
Literature, Political Economy^, Education and Fine Arts so 
that teachers and others who know Kannada only may be able 
to continue their studies in the various branches of modern 
learning.

Associations in the University. 

The Cniversity has established Unions which serve the 
purpose of well -equipped Ulubs with Library, ending Eooin, 
Games and Refreshment Rooms. Membership of the Union 
is compulsory for all students. These Unions are modelled 
on the famous Unions of Oxford and rambridge. Addresses 
are given during th<^ year by public men, and debates on the 
parliamentary model take place. Each of the ennstituent- 
colleges have also associations interesting themselves in Special 
branches of knowledge and lectures and debates are held 
regularly each year.

Provision for Safeguarding Health, Medical Inspection, 
Discipline, etc. 

Every University student is medically examined twice — 
once during the first term of the First Year course and the second 
time during the second term of the Final Year course, that is, 
before a student is ordinarily expected to leave the College. 
The Inspection is carried out by a Medical Officer who submits 
a report of the results of his inspection to the University. 
“Kepeat” examinations may, in siiecial cases, be undertaken 
in the intervals at the request of the College autliorit ies. The 
results of the Medical Examinations are reported in individual 
forms and kept in the custody of the Medical Officer and the 
Principal. 

Admission to the University Courses of Study, Degrees and 
Examinations. 

The University ofiers the Bachelor’s and the Master's 
Degrees in Arts, the Bachelor's Degree in ^^eienee, the B.Com. 
Degree in Commerce, the B.E. Degree in Engineering, the 
M.B.B.8. Degree in Medicine and the Degree of Bachelor of 
Teaching in Education. 

Admission to thk Courses of IStudy in the University. 

Admission to a course of study for a Bachelor’s JJegree is 
granted only to those who have passed the Entrance Exami- 
nation of this University or the Intermediate Examination of 
any other recognized University. Candidates who have passed 
the Cambridge School Certificate (Senior Local) Examination 
are admitted to the First Year B.A. (or B.So.) class for 
courses of study approved by the University Council. A 
student who has passed the Intermediate Examination of any 
other recognized University is admitted to the sepopd year 
class for the B.A. or the B.Sc. Degree under ^ special condition^. 
A B.Com. of this University is admitted to the second year 
class for the B.A. Degree in History, Economics and Political 
Science. Mysoreans, who have passed the Bombay Preliminary 
Examination with Science and Mathematics and the Inter- 
mediate Examination with Mathematics, are admitted to the 
College of Engineering. 

The University Entrance Examination. 

Students who have passed the S.S.L.C;. Examination of 
this University or Matriculates of other recognized Universities 



are admitted to'th^ course of study for the Entrance Exami- 
nation, extending over one year. Every candidate is required 
fo offer English, a Second Language (to be selected from a 
prescribed list) and three subjects from either of the following 
groups : (a). Physics, Chemistry, Mathematics or Natural 

Science ; (h) History, Logic and Sanskrit or Persian or Ele- 
mentary Economics or Mathematics. When a student selects 
Sanskrit or Persian as his optional subject, he should select 
for his Second Language a Language other than Sanskrit or 
Persian. 

Two papers will be set in English and one i)aper in each of 
the other subjects. The minimum for a pass is 40 per cent in 
English, 35 per cent in the Second Language and 35 per cent 
for the whole group of optional subjects and 30 per cent in 
each of the subjects of the group. Tlie candidate who passes 
in English and obtains 50 per cent in the aggregate but fails 
in one of the other subjects will be declared to have passed. 
Candidates w’ho obtain 60 per cent of the aggregate are placed 
in First Class and those obtaining 50 per cent in Second Class. 

First Yeah Certificate Examination. 

Students are admitted to this Examination if they will 
have i)assed the University Entrance Examination and pro- 
secuted a course of study for one year in the First Year Class 
for the B.A., B.Sc. or B.Com. Degree. Candidates for the 
examination must offer English, a Second Language (to be 
selected from a prescribed list) and either-^ 

A. Three of the following : Mathematics, Physics, C^he- 
mistry. Geology, Zoology, Botany ; or — 

B. Two of the following : History, Economics, J’olitical 
Science and Statistics, Philosophy, Sanskrit, Persian, Commerce. 

There will be three jiapers in English, two papers in the 
Second Language, two i>apers in Mathcmalics and two papers 
with practical examination in each of the subjects of (A), and 
one paper in History , four pai)ers in Commerce, and two papers 
in each of the other subjects of (B). The minimum for a pass 
as well as for first and second classes are the same as for the 
University Entrance Examination. 

CouR^Efci OF Study and Examinations. 

Arts. 

(a) Bachelor of Arts (B.A.). — The course of study for this 
degree extends over three academical years and includes English, 
a Second Language and either (a) in the first year, any three of 
the following: Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, Zoology, 
Botany, Geology ; and in the second and third years, any two 



ot the subjects studied in the first year ; or (b) two of the follow- 
ing : History, -Economics, Political Science and Statistics, 
Philosophy ; three groups, Sanskrit : three groups, Sanskrit 
Languages Prakrit or Pali, Persian : three groups, Arabic, 
Mathematics. A candidate is not allowed to combine Persian 
and Sanskrit groups. 

The Examination is held in two parts : Part E consisting 
of (a) English Language and Literature, (b) Second Language 
and Literature ; Part II consisting of optional subjects. The 
examination eonsists of four papers in English, two papers in 
the Second Language, three papers in Mathematics, two paj^ers 
and a practical examination in each of the other subjects in 
(a) and three papers in each of the subjects in (b). 

The minimum for a pass is 40 per cent of the aggregate in 
each part and 36 per cent in each division of either part. Candi- 
dates who pass ill both the parts at the same time and obtain 
60 per cent of the aggregate are placed in Eirst CUass and those 
obtaining 50 per cent in Second Class. 

Candidates who have failed in one or both the x>arts are 
exempted, under conditions, from appearing for a rc-exami- 
nation in the division or divisions in which they have obtained 
60 per cent of marks. 

(b) Master of Arts (M,A ,). — Bachelors of Arts or Science 
of this or of a recognized University are admitted to the ex- 
amination for the M.A. Degree after they undergo a course of 
study for two academical years. A candidate may offer one 
of the following groups of subjects : (i) English Language and 
Literature, (ii) History, Economics and Political Science, (Hi) 
Philosophy, (iv) Psychology, and (v) Sanskrit. 

Eight jiapers of three hours ea(*h are set at^ the examination. 
Candidates for the M.A. Degree in English Language and Litera- 
ture are also required to undergo an oral examination. 

The papers are arranged in groups and a candidate should 
obtain 30 per cent in each group, and 10 per cent in the aggre- 
gate for a pass. 60 per cent in the aggregate will entitle a candi- 
date to a First Class and 50 per cent to a Second Class. 

Science. 

Bachelor of {Science (B.Bc ,), — The course of study extends 
over three academical years and includes English, a Second 
Language and in the first year, any three of the following : 
Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, Zoology, Botany, Geology 
and in the second and third years two subjects, one principal 
and the other subsidiary, selected from the group studied in 
the first year. The course in the first year is the same both 
for the B.A. in Science and B.Sc. Degrees, and in the second 
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rind third yt*ars, tho main subject will be -of an advanced 
character, the subsidiary subject being same as for B.A. in 
Science. 

TJie examination is lield in two parts, the first x)art being 
English and the second, optionals. On the first occasion, 
candidates must appear for both the x^arts. There will be two 
pai>ers in English, four papers in Theory and two paijers in 
])ractical part of Physics and Chemistry, six x)ai)ers in Mathe- 
matics, four theoretical and three x>ractical pax>ers in Geology, 
Zoology and Botany. The examination in subsidiary subjects 
is the same as for tlie B.A. Examinations. 

Tlu* minimum for a ])ass is 40 x)cr cent, of the aggregab*, 
x)er (icnt in English and in sulisidiary subjects. A candidate 
who se(;ures (>0 x)er cent of the aggregate is placed in First Class 
and a candidate obtaining 50 x>er cent in the second class. 

A Bachelor of Science with one princixial subject is admitt(‘d 
to the B.So. examination in another principal subject if he 
stands a regular course* of study for two years in that subject.

(Commerce. 

Bachelor of Commerce (BXJorn ,). — The duration of the course 
is three academical ye*ars. The enurse includes (a) in the first; 
year, English, a Second Language and General Economics, 
Accountancy, (feograiiliy and Elements of Statistics, (b) in the 
second and tliird years, English, General Economics, Economic 
History, Mercantile and Industrial Law, Business Organi- 
zation and one of the following sxiecial subjects : Administration, 
Advanced Accounting and Auditing, Actuarial Science, Ad- 
vanced Banking, Advanced Economic. Theory and History and 
Economics of Transport. 

The examination is held in two x)nrts, each consisting of 
two grouxis and candidates appearing for the examination for 
the first time must take up both the parts. Part ] includes 
English, Commercial Correspondence, Economics, Economic 
History and Business Organization, and i^art II includes Mer- 
cantile and Industrial Law and the special subject. One paper 
will be set in each of these subjects. 

The minimum for a pass is 40 per cent of the aggregate in 
either part, 35 per cent in each group of Part I, 35 per cent or 
more in group (a) and 40 xier cent in group (i>) of Part II. Candi- 
dates who obtain 00 x>er cent of the aggregate are placed in the 
First (lass and those obtaining 50 per cent in the Second Class. 

Engineering. 

Bachelor of Engineering (B.E ,), — The course extends 
over four academical years followed by a year of x>ractieal 
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traiiilug. The first two years will be a eoiniiion course 1o iill 
the Branches of Engineering, at the end of wJiich the Inter- 
mediate Examination is held. The Final H.E. examination 
is held at the end of the fourth year. 

The liUcrmcdiate K,raminaihm in hJnyi nceri ny . — The course 
of study includes Pure Mathematics, Applied Mathematics 
(Course 1), Physics and (Miemislry, Geology and Mirieralog\, 
Elements of Political Economy, Materials of Construction, 
Building Construction (Course 1), hi addition to which a candi- 
date is also prescribed jiractical work comprising Drawing, 
Surveying, Workshop and Practice in Physical and Chemical 
Laboratory. 

The Examination is arranged in liv(‘ groujis as follows : 

Maihemnticfi . — Pure and ApxiJieil ; Science ; Engineering ; 
Surveying and Drawing. 

There will be two papers in the subje(*ts of tlH‘ Mathematics 
group, one papier in Political Economy and om^ liaper and a 
Practical Examination in each of tht‘ subjtuts of the Science 
group, oncjiaxier and two xiractieal examinations in tin* subjects 
of the Engineering groiii), one paper and a practical examination 
in the subjects of the Surveying group and two jiapers in tin* 
subjects of the Drawing group. The minimum for a pass is 
40 jier cent of the aggregate and 25 per cent in each of tin* lirst. 
two grouiis and 33 J per cent in each of the otlior groups, (^unli- 
dates obtaining 00 per cent or more of tin* aggregate are placed 
in First Class. 

The Final or H.E. -Examination in Enyinernny . — A candi- 
date for this examination has to take up one of the following 
branches : — 1. Civil Engineering, 2. Mechanical Engineering, 
3. Electrical Engineering. The courses of study in the diiferent 
branches comiirise the following subjects : — 

(1) Ci\^il Engineering: Theory , — Pure Mathematics, Ap- 
plied Mathematics, Applied Mechanics, Hydraulics, Building 
and other forms of Construction, Irrigation and Water-Supply, 
Sanitary and Municipal Engineering, Koads, Bridges and 
Eailways, Steam and Internal Combustion Engines, Elementary 
Electrical Engineering and Engineering Economics ; Practical 
work — Surveying, Drawing and Estimating and iiractice in 
Workshop and Laboratory. 

(2) Mechanical E ngineering : Theory . — Integral and Difl'e- 
rential Calculus, Statics and Dynamics, Applied Mechanics and 
Graphic Statics, Hydraulics and Hydraulic Machinery, Theory, 
Design and Construction of Machines, Heat Engines, Elementary 
Electrical Engineering, Estimating and Specifications, Engineer- 
ing Economics and Machine Drawing ; Practical tvork — Machine 
Shop and Laboratory. 
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(3) Electrical Engineering : Theory. — Pure Mathematicti, 
Applied Mathematics, Hydraulics and Hydraulic Machinery, 
Mechanical Engineering:, Applied Mechanics and Graphic 
Statics, Electric Engineering Course (1), Electric Engineering 
Course (11), Electrical Engineering Course (HI) and Econo- 
mics, Practical work — Drawing, Design and Estimating, 
Workshop Practice and Electrical Laboratory. 

At the examination, a candidate is required (1) in Civil 
Engineering, to submit a thesis on Workshop and Laboratory 
and take 12 papers ; (2) in Mechanical Engineering, to undergo 
a practical examination in Workshop and Laboratory and take 
11 papers ;• (3) in Electrical Engineering, to undergo oral and 
practical examination in Workshop and Mechanical Laboratory 
and Electrical Laboratory and take 11 papers. 

The minimum for a pass is 50 per cent in each subject. 
Candidates who obtain 06 jier cent of the aggregate are placed 
in First Class and those obtaining 40 per cent or more but less 
than 50 per cent of the aggregate are granted certificates. 

Before the degree is confirmed, candidates are required to 
undergo one year’s jinictical training liy working as apprentices 
or employees in apjiroved firms under the direction of tlie 
Principal of the College. 

Mbdioine. 

Bachelor of Medicine and Bachelor of Burgery (M.B.B.B .). — 
Graduates (B.A. or B.8(j.) of this University who have passed 
in one or more, and students who have passed the First Year 
Certificafi^ Examination of this T^niversity taking at least two 
of the subjects Physics, Clu»mistry, Botany and Zoology, and 
tliose who possess similar qualifications of other approved 
Universities are admitted to the M.B.B.IS. course extending 
over five years. Candidates are required to pass three exami- 
nations, viz.n I (Parts 1 and II), 11,111 or Final M.B.B.l?. Degree 
Evaiuinations held at the end of the first, second,* third and 
fifth years respectively. 

First M.B.B.H. Examination (Parts I and //). — Candidates 
for Part T of the First Examination must be at least 18 years 
of age and must have undergone an approved course of in- 
struction for one year in Physics, Inorganic Chemistry, Botany, 
Zoology, Anatomy and Physiology. They will be examined 
in all the subjects except the last two. Students who have 
passed in the Science group of the Degree Examinations in one 
or more of the above subjects are exempted from study and 
examination in such subjects. 

On each of the subjects of examination, there will be one 
paper, a practical examination and a viva voce examination. 
The minimum for a pass is 50 per cent of the aggregate, 35 
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per cent in the. written examination and 35 i^or cent in the 
practical and viva voce examinations put together, in eacli 
subject. Those who obtain 70 per cent of the a"j?rcgate are 
placed in First Class. 

Candidates for Part If of the First M.B.B.8. Examination 
must have undergone (1) the course of dissections for 12 months 
and dissected the whole human body at least once to the satis- 
faction of their teacliers, (ii) a complete course of Physiology, 
(Hi) a practical course in Histology for three months, (ivj a 
course of practical Physiology for nine months, (r) an approved 
course of Organic Chemistry. They will be examined in Anato- 
my, Physiology and Organic Chemistry. There will be one 
paper, one practical examination and a viva voce examination 
in each of these subjects. The minimum for a pass is 50 per 
cent in the written and 50 per cent in the practical and oral 
examinations put together in Anatomy and Physiology and 
35 per cent in the written and 35 per cent in the pra(*tieal and 
oral put together in the subjects of Organic Chemistry and 50 
per cent in the total of that subject. The minimum for a 
First Class is 70 per cent. 

The Second M.B.B,S, Examination. — Admission to the 
Second M.B.B.S. Examination is granted to any candidate 
who has (?) passed the First M.B.B.S. Examination in both 
parts and been engaged in the Medical Htudies for one year, 
(ii) undergone a course of lectures and demons! rat ions in Patho- 
logy and Bacteriology, (Hi) undergone a course of practical 
Pathology for three months, (iv) undergone a. course of lectures 
and demonstrations in Tlygeine, (v) worked as Clinical Clerk 
in the Vicotria Hospital in the Medical Wards for t.hr(*e months, 
in the Surgical Wards for three months and in the out-patient 
Department for three months, (vi) acted as Clerk for the Post- 
Mortem examinations for three months, and (vii) attended a 
course of Minor Surgery. C/andidates will be examined in (?') 
Pathology and Bacteriology, (ii) Hygiene, and (in) Materia 
Medica and Pharmacology. There will be one jiaper, a practical 
examination, and a viva voce examination in Pathology and 
Bacteriology and one paper and a viva voce examination in 
Hygiene, The minimum is 50 per cent for a. pass and 70 
per cent for First Class. 

The Third or Final M.B.B.S. Examination. — Candidates 
for the HI or Final M.B.B.S. Examination must have (a) passed 
the Second M.B.B.S. Exammation and engaged in Medical 
Studies for two years, (6) attended a complete course of lectures 
in Medicine including Therapeutics, Surgery, Forensic Medicine, 
Midwifery and GynsBcology and Ophthalmology, (c) worked as 
Clinical Clerks in the Victoria Hospital, in the Medical Wards 
for months, in the Surgical Wards for 5 J months and attended 
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lectures and demonstrations in Clinical Medicine and Surgery, 
(d) attended the Out-Patient J)epartment for three months, (c) 
w'ork(Ml as (3lini(ial Clerk in the Minto Oiditlialmic Hospital for a 
period of thn^e months and of having learnt refraction work 
and the use of ophthalmoscope, (/) worked as (Uinical Clerks in 
tlie Wards of Maternity flospital for four moiitlis and attended 
live labour cases and conducted 15 labour cases independently 
and attended the ante-natal clinic for two months, (g) attended 
a course of lectures on Oto- Rhino-Laryngology for three months, 
(h) attended the <iourse of lectures on Anaesthetics and adminis- 
tered Anaesthesia in six cases, and (?) attended a course of 
lect ures and demonstrations on Mental Diseases and Vaccination 
and attend(Ml a Fever Hospital for one month. 

Candidates will be examined in Medicine including Thera- 
peutics, Surgery, Midwifery, Ophthalmology, Forensic Medicine. 
There will be one paper, a CUinical Examination and a nvci, voce 
Examination in each of the subjects except Forensic Medicine 
on which there will be no Clinical Examination. The minimum 
for a pass is 50 per cent and 70 per cent for distinction. Candi- 
dates who fail in the examination but obtain 60 per cent in any 
subject will be exempted from appearing in that subject at a 
s ubseqiient examin ati on . 

Diploma in Medicine (E.Jf.P.). — Candidates who are 
above 16 years of age and who have passed the Mysore 8.8.L.C. 
or other approved Examination are admitted to the L.M.P. 
(V)urse extending over four years. There will bo four exami- 
nations, the first three held at the end of eacli year and the 
last held twice a year. 

(Candidates for the First Examination are examined in 
tlu* following subjects : Physics and Cliemistry, Elementary 
Physiology and Clsteology. There will be one ])aper and a 
viva voce examination in each of the subjects. 

The course of study for the Second Examination includes 
ledures in Truman Anatomy, Physiology, Materia Medica and 
Pharmacology, a 12 months' course of dissections and a 5 
months’ course of Practical Pharmacy, ('andidates will be 
(‘xamined in Anatomy, Physiology and Materia Medica. The 
(examination in (wli subject will consist, of one pa, pin* and a 
viva voce examination. 

(■andidat(es for the Third Examination must have (a) 
undergone a (iourse of lectures and demonst rations in Pathology 
and bacteriology. Hygiene, Forensic Medicine, {h) attended a 
course of Lectures in Medicine, Surgery, and Mental Diseases, 
(c) worked as Clinical (Jlerk in the M(dical Wards of a recognized 
Hospital for four months, in the Surgical Wards of a recognized 
Hosiiital for foip* months and in the Post-Mortem room, (d) 
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attended the Out-Patient hospital practice of a recognized 
hospital for two months; (e) attended a course of clinical de- 
monstrations of the Lunatic Asylum. The subjects of Exami- 
nation are Pathology and Jliuiteriolo^y, JIy^*iene, Eorensie 
Medicine. There will be one paper and a viva voce examination 
in each subject. 

For admission to th<‘ Fourth or Final L.M.P. Examination, 
a candidate must have (a) attended a further course of lectures 
in Medicine including? Tropical Medicine, Surgery, Operative 
Surgery — throat, nose and ear diseases, Midwifeuy and Diseases 
of Women and Children, and Oidithalmology, (b) worked as 
(hrnical Clerk in the Medical Wards for Iwo months, in the 
Hurgical Wards for two months, at the Ophthalmic Hospital for 
three months and in the Maternity Hospital for three months, 
and conducted six labour cases and witnessed 10 labour cases 
at least, (c) attended the Out-patient Department for one 
month, a course of Demonstrations m Vaccination, a course 
of Clinical Demonstrations at the Epidemic Diseases Hospital. 
Candidates will be examined in Burgery, Medicine and Mid- 
wifery. There will be one paper and a viva voce examination 
in each subject. 

The minimum for a pass in any of the four examinations 
is 40 per cent. Candidates who obtain 70 per cent of marks 
are placed in First Class. Exemption from re-appearing for 
the Final Examination in any subject is granted to those who 
have obtained at least 60 per cent in that subject. Candidates 
who fail in the Final Examination are required to produce 
evidence of further study in the subjects in which they wish 
to reappear. 

Teaching. 

Bachelor oj Teaching — Any Jhichclor of Arts or 

Science is admitted t.o the course of study for B.T. extending 
over one academical year. The course consists of three parts : 
1. Educational Theory and History, 11. Educational Measure- 
ments and Intelligence Tests, and 111. Practice in teaching in 
schools recognized for the purpose for at least six months. 

The examination in Parts I and 11 consists of four pa^iers, 
and comprises lessons on two selected subp'cts in Part III. 
The minimum for a pass is 40 per cent of the aggregate and 30 
per cent in each iiaper in Part I and 40 per cent m Parts II 
and £11 separately, randidates obtaining 00 per cent are 
placed in the First (Mass and those obtaining fd) percent in the 
Becond (Mass. 

Honorary Degree ft of Doctor of Lettern and Doctor of Science 
(D,LiU. and D.Sc.), — Where at a meeting of the University 
Founcil; not- less than eiglit members recomimuid that an 
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Honorary Degreo be conferred on any person on the ground 
that he is, in tlieir oj)inion, by reason of eminent position and 
attainments, a fit and proper person to receive such a Degree, 
and where such recommendation is supported by not less than 
two-tliirds of the members present at a meeting of the Senate 
and confirmed by the Chancellor, the Senate shall confer the 
Honorary Degree on such person.

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Introductory : Character of the University. 

Tlie first attempt to establish a University for these Prov- 
inces (Central Provinces and Berar) was made in the year 1914, 
when in the month of July, the Local Government appointed 
‘ The C'entral Provinces and Berar University Committee” to 
consider the question of establishment of an independent Uni- 
versity. It made its report in January 1915, embodying 
an elaborate scheme for a residential University with, however, 
power to affiliate external colleges. The great war was then on 
and in view of its absorbing demands on the administration, 
the consideration of the subject was put oft’. On the publi- 
cation of the Sadler Commission’s Eeport, a committee was 
appointed in 1919 to formulate a fresh scheme after taking its 
recommendations into consideration. Tt soon submitted its 
report and action was takim upon it without loss of time. First 
planned in 1914-15, examined by several committees of Edu- 
cationists, official and non-ofricial, the University Scheme at 
Jast emerged out of this prolonged gestation in the form of 
a concrete Bill. It. was introduced in the Legislative Council 
in the August Session of 1922, and passed into law in March, 
192.3. The University was brought into existence on tlie 4th 
August, 1923. 

• 

Except in the department of Law, the University is, at 
present, only an Examining body, though the Act. makes due 
provisions for its being made both Unitary and Affiliating. 
The Law College is directly maintained by the University. 
The affiliated institutions include 4 Arts Colleges, a College of 
Science, an Agricultural College and a Training College. 

Of the four Arts Colleges, three Morris College, 

Nagpur; Bobertson (k)llege, Jubbulpore ; and King Edward 
tkill(‘ge, Amraoti : ai^e maintained by the Local Government. 
The fourth, Hislop (k)llege, Nagpur, is maintained by the 
United Free Church of Scotland. 

Morris and Ilislop Ckdleges are affiliated up to the M.A. 
standard in Arts and the B,8o. standard in Science. For the 

ItJ F 
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latter degree, the students of both the Colleges attend Physics 
and Chemistry classes in Victoria College of Science. Besides, 
t he Intermediate Science students of Morris College also receive 
instruction in Science subjects in Victoria College of Science. 

Besides providing instruction in Physics, Chemistry and 
Mathematics as stated above, the Science College provides 
instruction in Physics and Chemistry t« post-graduate students. 
Owing to the demand for admission to this institution, botli 
in th(» under-graduate and post-graduate departments, out- 
stripping the accommodation available, the need for its ex- 
pansion lias been long felt, A new Science (-ollege building 
has, a<‘cordiiigly, been decided upon and is under construction 
on a site adjoining the University office and Convocation Hall 
and opiiosite the Agricultural f-ollege. When complete, it 
will add largely to the activities of the Science College. 

Robertuson Colleger at Jubbulpore teaches up to the B.A. 
and th(‘ B.Sc. standards. There is a commodious Hostel 
attached to it , where most of the students live. There are also 
quarters for members of the staff within the extensive colleg(» 
grounds. 

King Edward College, Amraoti, is the most recent of the 
Colleges. It owes its origin to the desire of public-spirited 
citizens of Berar to perpetuate the memory of His Majesty 
King Edward VII by a special Berar Memorial in the form of 
a Collegiate institution to be called after him. The Government, 
howev(*r, later on decided to build the College out of State 
funds and the subscriptions were utilized to found scholarsliips 
for Berar students. The C 'Ollege teaches up to the B.A. standard 
in Arts and Intermediate standard in Bcience. It has a fine 
Hostel and quarters for the staff. 

vSpence Training College at Jubbulpore is a Training College 
for teachers and has a large jiractising school attached to it . 
ft prepares students for the L.T. degree of the University. 

. The Agricultural College at Nagpur has been very recently 
affiliated to the University and no examinations in Agriculture 
have yet been held. The first examination in Intermediate 
Agriculture will be held in March, 1927. The College is both a 
t eaching and a researdi institute and has very extensive experi- 
mental farms, botanical and horticultural gardens attached to 
it for practical training. Agriculture is the occupation of the 
vast majority of the people of the two provinces and the College 
will be helpful in disseminating sound knowledge of agriculture 
among them and thereby to add to their wealth.

Constitution of the University. 

The Court is the supreme governing body and has general 
power to revise the acts of the Executive and Academic Councils. 
It consists of all members of the Executive and Academic 
Councils, 5 members of the Legislative Council elected by the 
non-official members of that Council, the Director of Public 
Instruction, the Director of Industries, thirty members elected 



by the Registered Graduates of the University, rrineij)ais of 
Colleges, two teachers elected by the Teachers of each of the 
affiliated Colleges, ten persons nominated by the Chancellor, 
two Head Masters of High Schools nominated by the Chancellor, 
one Inspector of Schools, and one Inspectress of Schools nomi- 
nated by the Chancellor. Besides these, every association or 
individual making a donation of not less than Rs. 26,000 and 
every association or individual making an annual contribution 
of Rs. 5,000 to the funds of the University, for a purpose approv- 
ed by the Executive Council, are entitled to nominate one 
member to the Court. The t^ourt makes all the statutes on 
the recommendations of the Executive Council and elects the 
Vice-Chancellor and the Treasurer on similar recommendations. 

The Executive Council is the chief executive body and 
exercises control over the funds of the University, administers 
and applies them to purposes permissible under the Act. Sub- 
ject to certain limitations, it makes the ordinances and after 
report by a Special Examination Committee publishes the 
examination results. The Executive Council consists of the 
Vice-Chancellor, the Treasurer, the Deans of the Faculties, 
four members elected by the Court, four members elected by 
the Academic Council of which three are to be Principals of 
Colleges and three members nominated by the Local Govern- 
ment. 

The Academic Council is the chief academic body. H 
constitutes Faiailties, Departments of Study, prepares sylla- 
buses and recommends ordinances embodying the conditions 
of admission to examinations and degr(‘es of the University. 
It also appoints a General Examination Committee for rc»com- 
inending examiners for appointment by the Executive Council 
and for the control and guidance of examinations. It also 
constitutes a Special Examination Committee for supervising 
the results as tabulated and Subject Exaiiiination (Vmimittecs 
for moderating question jiapers. 

At present, there are the following facultii's : Arts, Science, 
Law, Education and Agriculture. 

The Faculties recommend to the Academic (Viuiicil the 
syllabus for the subjects included in them respectively. I^o 
ordinances relating to courses of study, standards of exami- 
nation and other matters relevant to the academic side of the 
University are made by the Exeeutive C'ouncil unless the 
opinion of the Faculty concerned has been obtained thereon. 
The Faculties also constitute Boards of Studies for subjects 
included within their scope. These prepare the courses of study. 
They also submit to the Faculties their opinion on other techni- 
cal matters relating to the subject within their respective 
jurisdiction. 
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Besides, there are standing coimnittees. Some of them 
are statutory, the Finance Committee, having generally 
the ijower to examine receipts and expenditure, to allocate 
funds, to sanction expenditure (not exceeding Ks. 3,000), 
General Examination Committee, Special Examination Com- 
mittee and Subject Examination Committees. As the work 
of the University increased, certain other committees have been 
appointed by regulations. These are the Law College Com- 
mittee, the liibrary Committee and the Students’ Advisory 
Committee. 

The University has made an elaborate set of rules for tln^ 
appointment of examiners, the conduct of examinations and 
the preparation of examination results. Stated briefly, the 
Boards of Studies recommend x>orsons suitable to be appointed 
examiners in their respc^ctive subjects to the Faculties con- 
cerned. This list is considered by each Faculty and submitted 
to the Academic Council, the latter body passing it to the 
General Examination Committee. The General Examination 
(Committee draws up the final recommendations for the axiproval 
of the Executive Council witli which the power of appointment 
finally rests. The statutes and regulations contemplate two 
kinds of examiners : Internal, who are teachers in the Univer- 
sity or in the Associated Colleges, and External, who are not so 
connected. The External Examiners are appointed in Novem- 
ber but the Internal Examiners arc appointed by the middle 
of February after the lectures for the examination classes have 
concluded. The Hubjec-t Examination Committees meet 8 or 
10 days before the examination commences and the papers ar(» 
then moderated. Every Examination Committee* makes as 
many copies of each paper as there are centres (one for M.A. 
and M.Sc., 2 for B.A. and B.Sc. and 3 for Intermediate), and 
then a copy is sent to the Superintendent of Exajuinations to 
be typed and duiilicated or printed as is found convenient. 
This is done on the morning of the examination every day. At 
the Nagpur Centre, the Eegistrar is in charge of printing and 
duiilicating question jiapers and at the other two centres the 
Princiiials. The University appoints two tabulators, who work 
independently. The results as prepared by them are (*omptU(5d 
and the mistakes, if any, are eliminated. They are then placed 
before another officer, the vbt'^’ker, who subjects the results to 
a further scrutiny. These are then considered by the Special 
Examination Committee. The publication is ordered by the 
Executive Council after taking into consideration the recom- 
mendations of the J^pecial Examination Committee.

(1) E. B. B. B. Gupta Gold Medal : awarded to the stu- 
dent who obtains the highest percentage of marks at the B.S(\ 
examination of the year. 

(2) Radha Bai Paonasker Scholarship and Medals : (i) 

Scholarship of the value of rui)eea twenty per month awarded 
to the student who secures the highest number of marks 
among the successful female candidates at the final ex- 
amination held under the C.P. High School Education Act, 
1922 ; (ii) Gold Medal : awarded to the student who obtains 
the highest percentage of marks among the successful female 
candidates of the year at the B.A. and B.Sc. examinations ; (m) 
Silver Medal : awarded to the student who obtains the highest 
percentage of marks among the succ(»ssful female candidates 
of the year at the Intermediate Examination in Arts and Science;

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Library, Museums and Laboratories. 

Libraries . — Kacli college maintains its own library, which 
is sufificient for its needs. The Building of the University 
Library is under construction. Tt adjoins the office and convo- 
cation hall. Up till now, about Rs. 4,309 have been spent on 
the purchase of books for the University Library. This year 
Rs. 20,800-14-4 have been allotted for the purchase of books and 
arrangements are in jirogress for drawing up lists of books to 
be purchased. The University authorities contemplate apply- 
ing to the (xovernmerit for a substantial grant during the next 
linancial year for the Library. There is a well-stocked Law 
Library for the Law Uollege. It is up-to-date and has got a 
tairly complete s(d. of law reports, Indian and English. 

Museums. — ^Nil. 

Laboratories . — The Laboratories of the affiliated insti- 
tutions ai’e fairly well fitted up for teaching science subjects 
uj) to the standards for which they are affiliated. The new 
laboratories of the Science (College are under construction and 
will be up-to-date in every respect. 

Provision for Research. 

There is at presimt no provision made for research. 

Publication and Extension Work. 

There are no University Professors as ycd. 

The Univ(*rsitv organizes every year Extension lectures 
which are very popular and well attended. In 1925, Dr. R. K. 
Mukerji of the Luc.know University delivered a series of lectures 
at Nagpur, Jubbulpore and Amraoti on the “Agrarian Problem 
of India”. JIuring the academical year 1925, a series of lec- 
tures on different subjects were delivered by Sir P. C. Ray, Mr. 
N. Nag, Dr. D. R. Bhandarker, Dr. K. N. Balil, P-ai Bahadur 
Hiralal, Captain E. W. 8. Jourdain, Mr. T. B. Harvey, and 
Dr. E. Muir. They helped to diffuse among the students a 
desire for wider knowledge than is to be found in their pre- 
scribed text- books. 

Military Training. 

The question of the organization of a University Training 
Corps for the (Colleges in this Province was taken up in the year 
1918. The colleges were then affiliated to the Allahabad Uni- 
versity and the sanction of the Government of India was asked 
to the inclusion of a Nagpur Detachment to be formed in the 
Allahabad University Corps. The Government of India sanc- 
tioned this proposal and the Director of Public fustruction, 
C. P., communicated with Allahabad University authorities 
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With regard to the constitution and administration oC the Nagpni* 
Detachment of the University Corps. Up to the middle of 
1920, however, no further progress was made in the formation 
of the Detachment, certain matters being still under discussion 
between the Allahabad University and llie Military authorities. 
Ill 1922, on receipt of a reference from the Covernment of India 
stating that the section of the University Training (>orps of the 
Indian T(»rritoriaI Force would be conducted on lines closely 
following those laid down by the l^niversity (\)rps of the Indian 
Defence Force (Indian Section), the Local Goveiimient addressed 
the Government of tlie United Provinces r(*garding the organ- 
ization of a University Corps for the Colleges of this province 
as a part of the Allahabad University Corps. In October, 
1922, intimation was receiv<‘d from O.C. .‘Ird Battalion, 
University Training (briis, I.T.F. Allahabad, that a University 
battalion was being formed m which students would lie (mrolled 
from certain colleges in the Uniteil Provinces only. 

When the N^aginir University was established in 1923, the 
question of forming a University Training Corps was again 
raised by the Local Government. The Fxecutive Council of 
the Nagpur University appointed a (bmmittee to consider the 
question of the formation of such a corps. The ICxecutive 
Council on 26th duly, 1924, expressed its willingness to start 
a Training Corps and the Local Government was re(|uest(»d to 
obtain tiie sanction of the Government of India in the Army 
Department. The Government of India, how(‘ver, were unable 
to sanction the establishment of a University Training (^>rps 
as the total strength of the Indian Territorial Force was limited 
to 30,000 and that this maximum tigun* has been reached. As 
a result of tin* re])ort of the Auxiliary and Territorial Force 
Committee followed by the report of our lo(*al Physi(*al and 
Military Training Committee, on which the ITniversit> was 
represented, we expect at not too distant, a date the formation 
of a University (kirps. The students generally are keen about 
it. 

Associations in the University. 

The affiliated (\dleges have their own dibating and literary 
societies. Some of these are inter-collegiate, c.g., Nagpur 
Philosophical Society, Historical Hociety, Economic Society, 
etc. There is a University Union Societ y which is doing excel- 
lent work in providing recreation, a reading room to its members 
and in holding periodical debates on various subjects of x>ubli(* 
utility. 

Residence and Cost of Living. 

It is difficult to make a general statement in the matter. 
The cost of Boarding varies with the Hostel. The arrange- 
ments in all the hostels are in charge of the students themselves, 
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Rvery afiiliat(‘d c'.ollo^e lius a hostel. Besides, in Nagpur there 
is a hostel managed by tlie Y.M.d.A. They are all fidl. A 
Jlostel is under eonstruetion for Science students in connection 
with the new Sci(»nce (lollege Building. It will be ready in a 
year’s time and will meet a keenly felt want. 

Budget: Provident Fund. 

The total income under this heading for the year 19155-20 
was Es. 1 ,2.3,9 10-8-5. As against this, there was an expenditure 
of Ks. 91,908-10-4. 

Every whole- time oflicer, teaclu‘r, or other seiwant of the 
University other than one whose services have been lent to the 
University by Government, permanently appointed to a sub- 
stantive appointment carrying a salary of rupees thirty per 
mensem or upwards, has, as condition of his service, to become 
a dejiositor in the University Provident Fund. 

Subscription to the fund is eight per cent on the salary of 
the deiiositor, deducted monthly from his salary. At the end 
of every month, the University makes, in the case of eae.h sub- 
scriber, a contribution at the rate of 12 per eent on his salary 
and this is placed to the credit of the depositor. 

No subscriber is entitled to receive contribution to his 
provident fund from the funds of the University if hi?r s(*rviceH 
have been dispensed with for misconduct. 

Compound intiu’est reckoned half-yearly at 51 per eent 
(5Jf per cent from 1st July, 1920) is allowed on the amount 
standing to the credit of every depositor on the 30th June and 
31st December, respectively, in each year. 

Women’s Education. 

There is at present no College exclusively for women but 
women students attend the existing Arts Colleges. The Uni- 
versity authorities have made a statute under which the Exe- 
cutive Council grants permission to women who have not pur- 
sued a course of studi(is in the University or a (k)llege, to appear 
at University examinations. 

In the results of the University Examinations held in 
March, six women candidates passed the Intermediate Exami- 
nation, five of whom were College students and four passed the 
B.A. Examination, one of whom was a College student. In 
the B.A. Rxainination, one woman candidate passed in the 
first divivsion. 

The following prizes, medals and scholarships are awarded 
exclusively to women : — 
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(i) The Eadha Bai Paonasker Scholarship of the value of 
Es. 20 per month to the student who secures the highest number 
of marks among the successful female candidates in the Final 
Examination held by the C.P. High School Education Board. 

(ii) The Eadha Bai Paonasker Gold Medal of the value of 
sixty rupees to the student who obtains the highest percentage 
of marks among the successful female candidates of the year 
at the B.A. and B.Sc. examinations. 

(in) The Eadha Bai Paonasker Silver Medal of the value 
of thirty rupees to the student who obtains the highest per- 
centage of marks among the successful female candidates of 
the year at the Intermediate Examination in Arts and Science. 

(iv) The Eadha Bai Paonasker Silver Medal of the value 
of twenty rupees to the student who obtains the highest number 
of marks among the successful female candidates of the year 
at the combined final examination held under the O.P. High 
School Examination Act, 1922, and the said Act as applied to 
Berar. 


Students* Information Bureau and Its Activities. 

The University took over the work of the Students’ In- 
formation Bureau from the Students’ Advisory (Vunmittee on 
the 1st April last. It is too early to say anything regarding 
its activities. But during this short time, live staubmts have 
been advised regarding courses of studies in the British Uni- 
versities and as many applications for admission have been 
sent to London and Cambridge. 

Provision for Safeguarding Health, Medical Inspection, 
Discipline, Etc. 

All tlie Colleges affiliated to the University have good 
playing fields attached to them and ample opportunities are 
given to the students to take part in out-door games. Besides, 
the University holds annually a Sports Tournament, in which 
all the (Colleges take part. The most popular games are Tennis, 
Hockey and Foot-ball. Those (pialified to express an opinion 
in this matter have said that the games S(M*n on th(\s(' occasions 
are of a fairly high order. 

Courses of Study, Examinations and Degrees*. 

The University offers the degrees of B.A., M.A. and D.Litt. 
in Arts, B.Sc., M.So. and D.So. in Science, LL.B., LL.M. and 
LL.T). in Law, the L.T. Degree in Teaching ami B.Ag. in Agri- 
culturct 
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Admission to the University. 

Admission to the University is confined to students who 
have passed the Final Examination held under the C.P. High 
School Education Act of 1922 or any other recognized equiva- 
lent examination.

Intermediate Examination . — Tlie course of study extends 
over two years subsequent to School Final or any other recog-

Bachelor of Aria . — Candidates who have passed the Inter- 
mediate Examination of this or any other recognized liquivalent 
examination of other Universities are eligible for admission to 
the course, which extendvs over two ac>ademical years. The 
subjects for study and examination are English (4 papers), 
and two of the following : — 1. A Classical Language or Verna- 
cular or French (3 papers), 2. Matheniati(*.s (3 papers), 3. History 
and Allied Geography (2 papers), 4. Economics (2 papers), 
5. Philosophy (2 papers). 

Candidates who obtain 33 per cent in each subject are 
entitled for a pass, those obtaining 60 per cent or more in the 
aggregate being placed in the First Division and t-hose obtaining 
not less than 15 per cent in the aggregate in the Second Division. 

— The course extends over two academical 
years subsequent to graduation, and is open to students who 
have passed the B.A. of this or any other recognized University. 
At the (md of the First Year there is an examination called The 
Previous Examination and candidates are examined in the 
subjects they have taken for the course. The Final Exami- 
nation being held at the end of the second year in the same 
subject. A candidate may offer any one of the following 
subjects: — A Language (English, Sanskrit, Arabic, Persian, 
Marathi, Hindi or Urdu), Mental and Moral Science, History, 
Mathematics or Economics, 
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There will be eight papers set for the English Branch, four 
papers of three hours each for the Sanskrit in the Previous and 
an equal number in the Final, Arabic; four papers (in the 
Previous and Pinal parts), Persian four papers in the Pinal and 
three in the Previous, Mental and Moral Science four papers and 
an Essay, (the essay to be taken at the Final Examination), 
History six papers, (any three of which may be taken in the* 
Previous Examination and the remaining three in the Final 
Examination), Economies four papers for the Previous Ex- 
amination and a similar number of papers for the Final Ex- 
amination where also then* will be a viva voce IhosT. 

‘hi per cent of the aggregate number of marks qualities 
a candidate for a pass, those obtaining (iO ])er cent or more being 
placed in the First Olass and those obtaining not less than 48 
per cent in the Second (>lass. 

Doctor of Literature, — The draft Ordinance* governing ad- 
mission to this [Jniversity Examination is under consideration. 


Science. 

Intermediate Examination. — The conditions of admission 
to the course are the same as for the Intermediate Examination 
in Arts and a candidate is required to study and lx* examined 
in the following: — 1. English with composition in a verna- 
cular (three ])apers), 2. (/henustry (two papers and a practical 
examination), 3. Mathematics (three papers), or 4. Biology 
(two papers and a practical examination). 

A candidate who obtains 30 per cent of the marks in each 
subject, or 33 per cent in the aggregate is eligible for a ])ass, 
tliose obtaining (iO per cent or more being placed in the First 
(Mass and those obtaining less than 00 per cent and not less 
than 45 per cent in the Second Class. 

Bachelor of Hcience. — The course extends over two academi- 
cal years subsequent to passing the Intermediate Examination 
in Science and is open to candidates who have passed the I.S(\ 
Examination of this University or any other recognized equi- 
valent examination of other iTmversiti(*s. The following are 
the subjects for study and examination : — General English and 
one of the following groups, viz., (1) Mathematics, Physics and 
Chemistry or (2) Chemistry, Bofany and Zoology. 

* 33 per cent in General English, 30 per cent m each Science 
subject and 33 per cent in the aggregate shall qualify a candidate 
for a pass, those obtaining 60 per cent or more of the aggregate 


* From the Examination of 1928 and onwards 33 per cent is the prescribed 
minimum pass mafks for all subjects, 
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being placed in the First Class, and in the Second Class if they 
obtain less than 00 per cent and not less than 45 per cent. 

Master of Heience , — Tlic course of study extends over two 
years subsequent to graduation in Science in this or any other 
recognized University. At the end of the lirst year there is a 
Previous Examination in the subject selected for study, 
the FinaIv Examination being held at the end of the second 
year in the same subject. The following are the subjects for 
study and any one of them might be selected : — Physics, Che- 
mistry, Zoology, Mathemati(is or Botany. 

There will be four papers both at the Previous and Final 
Examinations, three jiapers at the Previous Examination in 
Physics and (^heinistry and three papers at the Final Exam- 
ination in Physics and two in Chemistry, and a practical ex- 
amination in both the Previous and Final x>arts of the exam- 
ination. 

Doctor of Science, — C^indidates who have obtained the 
Master’s Degree in Science of this University in Mathematics 
or Science arc eligible for the degree provided tliree years have 
elapsed since the Master’s Degree in Hcience was taken. Every 
candidate must submit a Thesis which is the result of research 
on a subject prescribed for the M.So. Examination and which 
is conducive to the advancement of Science in general. 

Courses of Study, Examinations and Degrees leading 
TO Professions. 

Law. 

Bachelor of Laws — The course extends over two 

academical years and is open only to graduates of this or any 
other recognized University. There are two examinations. The 
Previous and The Final Examinations, at the end of the 
first and second years resiiectively. The following are tlie 
subjects for study and examination : — 

Previous Examination. — 1. Jurisprudence, 2. Constitutional 
Law, d. Boman Law, 4. Law of Contracts, 5. Law of Evidence, 
G. Criminal Law and Procedure, and 7. Law relating to Persons 
and Torts. 

Final Examination. — 1. Hindu Law, 2. Mohammedan Law, 
8. The Law of Land Tenures, 4. Law relating to Property, 
5. Civil Procedure, 6. Principles of Equity, 7. Law relating to 
Prescription, Limitation and Easements. 

One paper will be set in each of the seven subjects both in 
the Previous and Final Examinations. Candidates who obtain 
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30 per cent of the marks in each subject and 50 per cent in the 
aggregate are qualified for a pass, tliose olitaiiiing 00 per cent or 
more of the aggregate being the First Class. 

Master of Laics {LL.M .). — The course is ox)cn lo Law 
Graduates of this University and extends over two academical 
years subsequent to graduation in Law. Candidates are re- 
quired to study and be examined in the following subjects ; — 
1. Jurisprudence and Principles of Legislation, 2. Principles 
of and History of Poniaii Law, 3. Principles of Equity, and 4 & 
5. two of the following : — Hindu Law, Muhammadan Law, Law 
of Contracts and Torts, Law of Transfer, Law of Wills and 
Succession, Public and Private International Law, Constitu- 
tional Law, Law relating to Tenures. 

Eive papers will be set at the examination, one in each of 
the five subjects selected. 50 x>cr cent of the marks in each 
paper and 00 per cent in the aggregate ciualifuss a candidate 
to pass the examination. 

Doctor of Laws (LL.D .). — The Examination is open to 
those who have obtained the Master’s Degree in Law of this 
University. Candidates should submit a Thesis composed on 
some branch of Law or on the History and Philosophy of Law 
and if so desired, submit themselves for an oral examination 
with reference to the subject-matter of the thesis. 

Teachtno. 

Licentiate in Teaching (L,T ,). — The course extends over 
one academical year subsef[uent to graduation and is open to 
graduates of this or any other recognized University. The 
Examination is in two ])arts, first part consist ing of Principles 
of Educati6n, History of Education, Methods of Teaching 
general subjects. Methods of Teaching x)articular subjects, 
School Organization and Hygiene and the Second Part being 
mainly a xiractical test in teaching. In addition to this, a 
candidate must have com])leted satisfactorily the following 
courses : — Physical Training, Pedagogical Drawing and English 
Phonetics. Five papers will be set in Part T, one on each of the 
subjects selected. 

Candidates who obtain 60 per cent or more in the first 
part and 64 per cent in the second part are placed in the First 
Class, those obtaining 40 x^er cent in the first part and 48 per 
cent in the second part being x>laced in the Second Class. 32 
per cent in each part or more shall entitle a candidate for a 
pass in 1-he Third Class.

Introductory. 

The Osm«ania University which was established by a Charter 
in 1918 is the first attempt in India to impart University Edu- 
eation tlirough the verna(iular, English being a compulsory 
second language. For over half a century, higher education 
in the State was controlled by the Madras University, but the 
results were so discouraging that in 1917, Mr. Hydari (Na^ab 
Ilyder Nawaz Jung Bahadur), Seerefury to llis Exalted High- 
iKsss’ Government in th(» Educational l)(‘X)artment, submitted 
a Memorandum to His Exalted Highness in which after survey- 
ing the existing conditions and discussing the disadvantages of 
imparting knowledge through the medium of a foreign language, 
he recommend(‘d th<‘. inauguration of a University which should 
be both an examining and a. teaching body and in addition to 
this undertake to compile and translate books using Urdu 
language both for the imijarting of knowledge and the training 
of tlie intellect. The standard of comxmlsory English is nearly 
the same as in other Universities which enables tlu‘. alumni 
of the Osmania University to keej) in touch with the currents 
of thought in the English -siieaking world and prevents them 
from being confined to the jiublications of the University. 
An important feature of the University is the Bureau of Trans- 
lation with a large staff of qualified translators under the direc- 
tion of a doted scholar and writer. '^Pln* work attemi>ted by 
the Bureau embraces the whole range of University studies 
including History, Philosophy, Economics, Mathematics, Phy- 
sics, Chemistry, Law, Botany, Zoology, Medicine, and Engi- 
neering. All the books required for the Intermediate, B.A., 
and LL.B. Examinations have been translated and published. 
The Bureau is now engaged in the translation and publication 
of books re(|uired for the Faculties of Medicine and Engineer- 
ing, and for Post-Graduate studies in Arts and Science. 

Character of the University. 

The University is of the Unitary type, and the Osmania 
University College is at present the only constituent Arts 
(^.ollege of the University. There are, however, three insti- 
tutions which are allowed to prepare and present candidates 
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for the Intermediates Examination of the University. Addi- 
tional Intermediate Colle.i^es will be established at other centres 
as the need occurs.

Constitution of the University. 

Tlie const it ut ion differs in some respects from tha t of the 
ohler Indian Universities. The Council is the highest govern- 
ing body of the University and iiractically performs most of 
the functions of the Government in Britisli Indian Universities. 
The vSenate has the entire charge of the organization of instruc- 
tion in the University and the constituent, colleges. Die curri- 
cula of the examination, etc., and consists of not less than 40 
and not more than 60 members. The Syndicate is the business 
Committee of the Senate and consists of not less than five and not 
more t han seven members of the Senate. The Eaculties which 
consist mainly of the Professorial Staff are the Academfcal 
Committees of the Senate entrusted with the framing of the 
curricula and arranging for examinations and otluT matters.

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the Govomment Asifia Library which h very rich in Arabic 
and Persian MS8., besides <iontaining a large and valuable col- 
lection of English books ; and also to the valuable collection 
of State archives known as the Daftar-i-Diwani and Daftar-i- 
Mal in the Financ(^ Office. 

There is no Museum attached to the University, but His 
Exalted Highness’ Government are slowly building up a 
Museum, wliich, when completed, will be available for Uni- 
versity purposes. 

The University (^ollege has well-equii)i)ed Physical, Chemi- 
cal and iliologicai Laboratories. 

Provision for Research. 

The University has not yet made any definite provision 
for research. In tlie D(‘partment of History a beginning has 
however been made by insisting that each candidate for the 
M.A. Degree should submit a thesis based on original research. 

Military Training. 

The University is trying to formulate a scheme in consul- 
tation with the Military Department. His Exalted Highness’ 
Government are however about to o])en a Military (^ollege with 
three experienced British Military Officers as instructors.

Residence and Cost of Living.

Introductory : Character of the University. 

The Patna University was established by the Act of 1917. 
The intention of this legislation is to create ultimately a central 
teaching: University at Patna, and for this purpose a site has 
now been definitely fixed on which it is ])ro posed that the new 
University and its buildings and laboratories be located. The 
scheme of the proposed University is under consideration bj^ 
the Government, and a decision is expected in the near future. 

At present, as provided by the Act, the University is 
federal in character, including as it does (1) t'olleges of the 
University, which are meant to be the nucleus of the central 
teaching Univ^ersity, and (2) External (U)lleges, which include 
the other (Colleges in the Provinces of Bihar and Orissa, which 
formerly were affiliated to other Universities.

Stale Scliolarslii])s of the value of 1:300 a year, tenable 
for three years, payable from Provineial Bevennes for study 
abroad, are from time to time awarded by the Government of 
Bihar and Orissa to j)ersons who are natives of, or domieiled 
in, the Province. 


There are several University Readerships to which appoint- 
ments are made annually by the Chancellor on the recom- 
mendations of the Syndicate and the Senate. Of these the 
following? deserve special mention : — (?) The Banaili Readership 
in Indian Economics : The appointment of a lecturer in Indian 
Economics is made annually and he is paid Hs. 500 for a course 
of original, popular lectures, (//) The 8ukh Raj Ray Readership 
in Natural 8ci<‘nce: The lecturer should dcdiver at least 0 
original, popular lectures, and he will be pai<l Ks. 600. {Hi) 
Ramdin Readershij) in Hindi : The lecturer should deliver in 
Patna a (iourse of original lectures not fewer than eight in num- 
ber. The Honorarium of the Reader shall be Rs. 600. There 
arc also a number of University Medals : A gold medal and a 
prize of books of the value of Hs. 200 for the candidate standing 
first in the First Class in each subject of the M.A. & M.Sc. 
Examinations, Gait Knglish Medal, Shrimati Radhika Sinha 
Medal, the Gidhaur Gold Medal, Rakhslii Ramyad Sinlia Medal, 
Madhava Gold Medal and Priz(‘, awarded to students who pass 
prescribed examinations and obtain the highest numb(*r of 
marks in a particular subject. 


Library^ Museums^ Laboratories^ Etc. 

The University Library contains 6,886 volumes. There 
is an annual grant of Rs. 3,000. 

The Trust (*es of the Bayley Memorial Library Fund trans- 
ferred a sum of Hs. 96,019-9-0 (50,000 Government Grant plus 
Rs. 46,049-9-0 realized subscriptions) to the University Libraiy 
on certain conditions which were acce])ted by the Syndicate. 
This sum has been kept in Fixed Deposits and is earning interest. 
A site has now been Jipprov(»d on which it is proposed to locate 
the University Library. The above fund will be utilized for 
enriching the Library when it is transferred to the new site. 



Provision for Research. 

The Regulations, with a view to encourage research in 
Vernacular Literatuie and Languages and foster their growth, 
authorize the Syndicate to provide grants, prizes or scholarships 
for (a) critical editions of early vernacular texts, (ft) Historical 
investigation of the origin of verna<*ular literatures and their 
early development, and (c) Philological investigations of Indian 
Vernaculars and their dialects. 

No action has so far been taken with the exception of the 
appointment of Readers.

Residence and Cost of Living. 

The University, as at present constituted, does not control 
the residence of students directly, students who do not reside 
with their parents or other legal guardians are required to reside 
in collegiate hostels or in lodgings approved by the College. 
The University, however, supervises the residence of students 
through a Student R(*sidence Oommittee apjiointed annually b> 
the Senate. The tunctions of this Committee are advisory. 

Budget and Provident Fund. 

The receipts for the year 1925 were Its. 2,01, Tbi wlnh* the 
expenditure was Rs. 1,58,334. 

There is a Provident Fund since 1918 to which only the 
whole-time servants of the University can contribute. The 
rate of subseription is 9f per cent per mensem on the salary of 
the depositor and an equal amount is contributed b> the Uni- 
versity and placed to the credit of tlie dejiositor. 

Women’s Education. 

Female candidates are admitted to the F.A. and B.A. 
Examinations without studying in an affiliated Uollege.

There are two papers and a practical examination in each 
of these subjects except Mathematics in which there will be only 
three papers. 

Honours may be oblained by taking in addition to the pass 
papers in two of the subjects, four theoretical jiapers and two 
practical examinations in one of the Science subjects or six papers 
in Mathematics. The minimum for a pass and lionours is the 
same as for t he B.A. Pass and Honours respectively, except that 
each successful candidate must pass in t he practical examination, 
the percentage for a pass being 10. 

Mazier of Science . — This Degree may be taken after two 
years of study subsequent to graduation in Science. A candi- 
date is required to offer one of the following subjects : —

To pass th(‘ Preliminary Examination, a candidate must 
obtain 33 per cent in each paper and 50 ])er cent of the aggre- 
gate. Candidates obtaining 06^ per cent are placed in the 
First Class. 

In ord(‘r to pass the Final Examination a candidate must 
obtain 33 ])er cent in each paper, and 50 per cent in the aggre- 
gate. To obtain a First Class the candidate must obtain 60 
per cent of the marks of the Preliminary and Final Examina- 
tions put together. 

Jfaster of Law. — Candidates for this must be graduates 
who have held the Degree of Bachelor of Law. The subjects 
for study are: — 1. Hindu Law or Muhammadan Law, 2. Juris- 
prudenci* alid Principles of Legislation. 3. Ihinciples and History 
of Roman Law', i. Private International Law, 5 and 0. any two 
of the following subjects, namely: (i) Principles of Equity, (ii) 
The Law relating to the Transfer of Immovable Property and 
the Law' of Prescription, (Hi) The Law' relating to Wills, (iv) 
The Law' of Contrates and Torts, (v) Principles and History of 
the Law of Real and Personal Property, (vi) Principles and 
History of the Law' of Evidence, (vii) History of English Law. 
8ix papers each of three hours' duration shall be set to each 
candidate, one on each of the six subjects. There is also a 
viva voce examination. 

In order to pass, a candidate must obtain 50 per cent in 
each paper and those who obtain 66^ of the aggregate are 
ranked in the First Class, 
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Degree of Doctor of Law , — One year after passing the ex- 
amination of M.L. a candidate may present a thesis containing 
his research. If the thesis is approved, tlie candidate is re- 
quired to submit to a written examination, consisting of two 
papers, one upon the special subject mentioned by the candidate 
and the other on the subject of the thesis. Tliere is also an 
oral examination. Upon the recommendation of the Hyndicate, 
the Degree is conferred. 


Education. 

Diploma in Education Examination . — The course of study 
extends over one year after passing the Baclielor’s Degree Ex- 
amination in Arts orlScience, besides a course of practical train- 
ing in a school. The subjects and the scheme of examination 
are as follows : — 1. History of Educational Practice, 2. Princi- 
ples of Education, 3. Methods of Teaching, 4 . Hygiene of the 
School (Ihild, and o Practical Training. 

[n each Theoretical subject, there is one paper. 

In order to pass, a candidate must obtain thirty-six per 
cent of the marks in each of the above subjects and 40 per cent- 
in the practical examination, (^andulates obtaining sixty 
per cent of the marks shall be declared to have attained distinc- 
tion. 

Bachelor oj Education . — Tlie cours(‘ of study extends over 
one year and is open to any registered candidate who has passed 
the Diploma in Education Examination at least one year pre- 
viously, having passed a degree examination in the special 
subject offered. The candidate lias to undergo a course of 
practical training in a school and further study and be examined 
in : — 

1. Principles of Education, 2. History of Education, 3. 
Methods of Teaching a special subject , and i. Practical Training. 
In subject Xo. (1) there will be two jiajiers and in eflch of the 
subjects 2 and 3 one ])aper. 

In order to pass, a candidate must obtain 30 per c(*nt in 
subjects 1, 2, 3, and 40 per cent in the practical examination, 
(-andidates getting sixty ])(*r cent of marks are declared to have 
attained distinct ion . 

Master of Education E.ramination — The examination is 
open to candidates two years after jiassing the Bachelor of 
Education Examination. 

The subject selecti'd for the Thesis requires the previous 
approval of the Faculty of Education. 

Candidates may also be required to submit to a written 
and a viva voce examination on the subject of the Thesis, 
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OlVJL Knoineerincj. 

Intermediate Examination in Civil Engineering, — The exam- 
ination is open to registered under-graduates of the University 
two years after passing the Intermediate Examination in Science 
or other equivalent examination. The course of study stands 
over two yefirs. In order to qualify for tliis examination the 
candidates must obtain 60 per cent of marks awarded for Field 
Work (Surveying) arid other practical work in workshops during 
two sessions preceding the examination. 

The subjects for study and examination are as follows : —

Bachelor of Civil Engineering Examination , — The exam- 
ination may b(* t,ak(‘n two years after ])assing the Intermediate 
Examination in Civil Engineering and after a further regular 
course of study extending over two years. 

In order to (pialify for this examination a candidate must 
obtain 60 per cent of marks av/arded for Field Work (Survey- 
ing) for his particular Engineering project and for other

Each paper is of 4 hours and carries 100 marks. 

Tlie minimum marks for a pass arc 50 per cent in each 
group and 50 per cent in the aggregate ; 030 marks in the aggre- 
gate entitle a candidate to First Class, and 500 marks to 
Second Class. 

Before a successful candidate is admitted to the Degree of 
Bachelor of Civil Engineering he has to produce evidence of a 
further practical training for one year, to the satisfaction of the 
University. 



The Punjab University. 


Introductory : Character of the University. 

The University was established in 1882, bein^ the foiirlli 
in India. The Indian Universities’ Aet of 1904 made certain 
changes as in the ease of the other Universities and the terri- 
torial limits of the University were defined as including the 
Punjab, North-West Frontier Provinces, British Beluchistan 
and Cashmere. 

The University was for a long time an examining body of 
candidates sent up for its examinations from the affiliated 
Colleges. But since 1919, several measures have been taken 
to introduce teaching under the control and direct ojieration 
of the University. At present, not only is the Honours teach- 
ing in every subject directly under the control of the University, 
but colleges — the Oriental and Baw — an^ administered by th(» 
University. Borne attempt, has been made* at co-ordination 
of the teaching in the colleges at Lahore. 

The following are the several institutions affiliated for the 
diffenmt examinations of the University ; but a special feature 
is the recognition of Intermediate Colleges with a four year 
course, two of which lead up to the Matriiuilation Examination 
and the other two to the Intermediate Examination.

Scholarships and Medals.

Publication and Extension Work. 

The University contributed a sum of Es. 5,000 to the Ori- 
ental Publications Fund and a number of important works have 
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been publif^hed under the) Jiiisj)iees of the University, c.(j., A 
Critical Edition of the Mahaveera diaritrain, edited by the late 
Pandit Todarmal : and Asoka Ins(*riptions and Glossary by 
Prof. A. C. Woolner. 

There is a University Puldieity Union which among other 
activities arranges for popular Ijauteni Lectures. 

Military Training. 

There is a University Training Coi’iis, the streiigtJi of vvliich 
on 1st January, 1924, was 15 Officers and 5 15 other ranks. The 
Corx)s is divided into detachments according to the Colleges in 
Lahore. 


Residence and Cost of Living. 

Under the regulations, every nnder-graduate student at 
Lahore (College is required to live in a College or in a Hostel 
recognized by the University or with his guardian. There are 
twelve recognized hostels in addition to the Hostels affiliated to 
colleges. There is a Students’ Ivesidence C’ommiltee which 
supervises the residential life of the students of the Universit 3 \ 

Budget: Provident Fund. 

The Revenue and Ex])enditure for the year ending 5tst 
March, 1925, deducting investments matured and advances 
refunded, were Rs, 9.79 lakhs and Rs. 8.72 lakhs respectively. 
During the year 1924-25, a Government Grant of Rs. 2.95 
lakhs was received. 

Women’s Education. 

There are three Colleges — Kiimaird College for Women, 
Lahore, Lahore College for Women, Lahore, and Lady Hardinge 
Medical College, Delhi, exclusively for women. The Kinnaird 
College ifep affiliated as far as the B.A. Degree in English, Matlu'- 
matics, History, Philosophy and Economics, Sanskrit and 
Persian. Lahore College for women is also affiliat(‘d upto the 
B.A. standard in English, Mathematics, History, Philosophy 
and Chemistry. Lady Hardinge Medical f-ollege is affiliated to 
the Punjab University for the Inter-Science Examination of 
the M.B. B.S. Degree Examination. Lady students seeking 
for higher degrees other than those mentioned above are per- 
mitted to join the men’s colleges. 

Students’ Information Bureau and Its Activities. 

Seoretai'y : A. C. Woolner, Esq., m.a. (Oxon.) 

There is a Foreign Information Bureau instituted for the 
purpose of advising students who are desirous of prosecuting 
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their studies abroad. The number of students who correspond- 
ed during the year 1925-26 for information and advice was 727. 
There is also a Library attached to the Bureau, and it has been 
much improved and extended of late. 

The work of tlie Bureau has considerably increased and 
students and their parents in increasing numbers have person- 
ally sought the assistance of the Bureau not only in regard to 
the courses of study and training abroad, but also regarding 
l)ersonal and private matters about which they felt they needed 
guidance. The work of the Bureau is not limited to imrely 
secretarial lines, but it includes constant touch with the student 
community. 

The Offic(‘. of the Bureau has been amalgamated with the 
University and has proved satisfactory. The Office being 
situated in the University Hall is approachable both by the 
University and the Colleges on the one side, and the student 
community on the other. 

Provision for Safeguarding Health, Medical Inspection, 
Discipline, Etc. 

Most of the colleg(‘S arrange annual medical inspection of 
the studenls on their rolls. 

The University has appohited visitors to inspect lodgings 
intended for stiuhuits in Lahore and encourages recognition of 
private hostels by financial assistance on giving limited control 
to the University over these lodgings. 

Ther(‘. is a i)roi)osal to create the post of a Director of 
Physical Culture whose duty it will be to co-ordinate instruction 
in Ifiiysical Culture among the various Colleges afliliated to the 
University. He will also act as Secretary to the Punjab Uni- 
versity Sports Tournament Committee. The object is to create 
among the University students a taste for Physical .Training. 

There is a Sports Tournament Comniitteee which arranges 
Annual Tourna'ments between the various Colleges affiliated to 
the University. The Winning Teams are awarded cups, shields 
and prizes. It is financed by the University. 

Courses of Study, Examinations and Degrees. 

The University offers the degrees of B.A. (Pass and 
Honours), M.A., D.Litt., and B.T. in Arts, B.Sc. (Pass and 
Honours), M.Sn., and D.Sc. in Science, LL.B. (Pass and 
Honours) in Law Examination and LL.D. in Law, M.B. 
B.8. and M.D. in Medicine, B.So. in Agriculture and the 
Degrees of B.O.L., M.O.L., and D.O.L. in Oriental Learn- 
ing. There is also provision for the award by the University 
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of Diplomas in Commerce and in Literary titles in Oriental 
Languages. 

Admission to the University. 

Admission to the University is open to students who have 
passed the Matriculation Ej^amination of this University or an 
examination recognized as equivalent to it. 

Arts. 

Intermediate Examination . — The course extends over two 
academical years subsequent to passing the Matriculation 
Examination or any other examination recognized for the i)ur- 
pose, a candidate being required to study and ho. examined in 
the following subjects — 1 . Englisli (two papers and an oral 
examination), 2. A Classical Language (Vernacular in the case 
of lady eandidates and Urdu, Ilindi or Punjabi in the case of 
Europeans, 2 papers), and two of the following: Mathematics 
(two. papers). Physics (two papers and a imietical examination). 
Chemistry (two papers and a practical examination), Philoso])hy 
(two papers), TTistory (two iiapers), Geography (two papers). 
Economics (two papers). Chemistry may be taken only by 
a candidate who has taken Physics as his elective subject. 

.33 per cent in each of the subjects is the minimum for a 
pass, those obtaining .300 marks or more being placed in the 
Kirst Division, and those obtaining not less than 200 marks 
being placed in the Second Division. 

Bachelor of Arts (Pass and Honours). — 3Mie course of stud.i^ 
extends over two yeaTs after the Intermediate Examination 
and the subjects for study and examination are : — (1) English 
(three papers and an oral examination), and two of the following 
subjects: — A (3assical Language (two papers), (or in the case 
of female candidates, French), (2) Mathematics, (\)iirse A (two 
papers), (3) Mathematics, Course B (two papers), (1) History 
(two papers) (.5) Political Economy (two papers), (t>) Philosoidiy 
(two papers), (7) Physics (two papers and a practical examina- 
tion), (S) (^;lK\mistry, Geology or Botany(two papers and a practi- 
cal examination), and (9) Astronomy with Optics and Spherical 
Trigonometry (two papers and a practical examination). 

In the case of students sitting for the Honours Examination 
two more papers are set in addition to the pass papers in each 
subject and a maximum of 100 marks are allotted to each paper. 
Unless the candidate obtains .50 per cent in the pass papers in 
the subject in which he seeks for Honours, his Honours papers 
are not examined. To obtain Honours, a candidate must, 
obtain at least 33 per cent in the papers taken together. 40 
per cx‘nt in English, in one other subject and in the aggregate 
of pass papers, and 3.3 per cent in the third xiaper, ([ualilies a 
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student for an ordinary pass. Those Mi at obtain 290 marks 
or more are |)laccd in the First Olass and tliose obtaining 210 
marks are placed in the Second Olass. 

Master of Arts. — The Degree can be obtained by graduates 
in Arts or Science of this or oilier recognized Universities and 
the following are the subjects for study and examination of 
whicli only one may be selected by a candidate : 1. A Language. 
2. History. 3. Political Economy. 4. Mathematics. 5. Men- 
tal and Moral Philosophy. (». Psychology. Six papers of three 
hours each are set in each of the subjec.ts. In order to pass, a 
candidate must obtain 33 per cent of the marks in each subject 
and 45 per cent in the aggregate. Candidates that secure 65 
per cent or more in the aggregate are placed in the First Division 
and those obtaining 55 per cent are placed in the Second Division. 

Doctor of TAterature (D. Lilt .). — The Degree is open to those 
who have obtained the Master’s Degree of the Punjab University 
and have pursued an advanced course of study for two years 
bearing upon the subject selected by them for the degree. 
Every candidate must submit a thesis on the subject previously 
accepted by the Syndi(iate showing an evidence of original work. 
Further, if so desired by the examiners, he must submit himself 
for an oral or written examination. 


SOIENdE. 

Intermediate Examination. — The course extends over two 
academical years suliseqiumt. to the Matriculation Examination 
of this or other recognized Board or University. The following 
are the subjects for study and examination : I. English (two 
papers and an oral examination), 2. Physics (two papers and a 
practical examination), 3. Chemistry or Mathematics and one 
of the following : (a) Chemistry or Mathematics (if not already 
selected), (b) Biology, (c) Physiology, (d) Geology, (c) Agriculture 
(to be offered in 1928). There will be two papers in each sub- 
ject and a. practical examination in the ease of a Science subject. 

Th(‘ following subjects comprise the Medi(*al Students’ 
Group: U English. 2. Physics. 3. ( 'heniistry, and 4. Biology. 

The minimum for a pass is 33 per cent in each subject and 
25 per cent in the practical examination, (vandidates that 
obtain 340 marks or more will be placed in the First Division 
and those that gain not less than 250 marks are placed in the 
Second Division. 

Bachelor of Science (Pass and Honovrs). — The course extends 
over two academical years subsequent to Intermediate. Ex- 
amination in Science of this or any other recognized University 
and a. candidat(» is required to study and be examined in 
the following subjects: 1. English (two papers) and an Oral 
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Examination and one of the following Groups : 1. Physics and 
Chemistry. 2. Botany and Zoology. 3. Geology and Physics. 
4. Zoology and Physiology. 5. Geology and Chemistry. 6. 
Chemistry and Technical (’hernistry. 7. Physics and Astronomy, 
and 8. Zoology and f chemistry. Two papers ar(» set in each 
group and there is also a practical examination. Candidates 
must choose only the group of subjects they have chosen for 
the Intermediate Examination. 

In order to pass a candidate must obtain 33 per cent in 
English and 40 per cent in each Science subject and 40 per cent 
in the aggregate. Those that obtain 290 marks or more are 
placed in the First Division, those obtaining 210 marks are 
placed in the Second Division. 

Honourff, — Candidates should answer two more papers in 
addition to the pass papers and take two practical examinations 
in subjects other than English. To obtain Honours, a candi- 
date should obtain at least 33 per cent in the Honours papers 
taken together and 50 per cent in the Pass papers. 

Master of Science. — The course is oi>en to graduates in 
Science or Agriculture of this University or other recognized 
Universities, and one of the following shonld be selected for 
study and examination; — 1. Physics. 2. Chemistry. 3. 
Geology or I. Physiology. There will be five ])apers of three 
hours each in every subjecl. and a practical test. In order 
to pass, a candidate must obtain 33 per c(‘nt in each subject, or 
45 per cent in the aggregate. 00 per cent or more cjualific'S 
one for a First Class and 55 per cent for a Second (3ass. 

Doctor of Science. — Any Master of S^dence or Master of 
Arts in Mathematics of the Punjab University is eligible to 
present himself for the degree, provided h(» has spent not less 
than two years after obtaining the Master’s Degree in the pur- 
suit of an advanced course of study bearing upon the subject 
selected l;^^ him for the degree. An approved th(‘sis is to be 
submitted showing his ability in original research on a subject 
previously accepted by the Syndicate. H(‘ must further 
submit himself for an oral or written examination if the 
examiners so desire. 


Oriental. 

Intermediate Exammation. — The course extends over two 
academical years subsequent to passing t he M. & S.t.C. exam- 
ination of the Punjab University with a classical language as 
one of his subjects. A candidate is required to study and be 
examined in the following: 1. Sanskrit, Arabic or Persian, 2. 
English, 3. History, 4. An Indian Vernacular. There will be 
four papers of three hours each in Sanskrit, Arabic or Persian, 
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lu English, History and Indian Vernacular, there are two papers 
of three hours each, in addition to which tliere is an oral exam- 
ination in English. 

The minimum number of marks for a pass is 33 per cent 
in each subject. Those who obtain 360 marks or more shall be 
placed in the First Class, those obtaining not less than 270 
marks are placed in the Second Class. 

Bachelor of Oriental Learning(B,O.L,). — The course extends 
over two academical years subsequent to passing the Inter- 
mediate Examination in the Oriental Faculty or any other 
recognized equivalent examination,^ the following being the 
subjects for study and examination: 1. Sanskrit, Arabic or 
Persian, 2. Englisli or History, and 3. An Indian Vernacular. 
In Sanskrit, Arabic or Persian, there will be four papers of three 
hours each. Two papers are set in each of the other subjects, 
besides an oral examination in English. 

The minimum number of marks for a pass is 40 per cent 
in the fixed subject, in one other subject and in the aggregate 
and 33 per cent in the third subject. 

A candidat e who gets 290 marks or more of the aggregate 
is plac(»d in the First f -lass, those gaining 210 marks are placed 
in the Second Class. 

Master of Oriental Learning (3/.O.Z.). — The course of study 
extends over one academical year subse(|uent to graduation in 
Oriental Learning and is also open to students who have taken 
the Degree of M.A. of this University or the Degree of B.O.L 
or M.A. or any other recognized ecpiivalent Degree of any other 
University. The following are tlie subjects for study and ex- 
amination : 1. Sanskrit, 2. Arabic or 3. Persian. Bix papers of 
three hours each are set in each language. 

The minimum for a pass in this examination is 50 per cent 
in the aggregate and 33 per cent in each paper (except? t he paper 
on Composition for which 50 per cent is required). ( -andidates 
who obtain 70 per cent or more in the aggregate number of 
marks will be placed in the First Class, and those gaining 60 
p(»r cent in the Second C3ass. 

Doctor of Oriental Learning (D.O,Ij,). — The Degree is 
open to candidates who have obtained the M.O.L. Degree of 
this University and are of two years’ standing, having been 
engaged during this period in an advanced course of study 
bearing upon the subject selected by them for the degree. A 
candidate is required to submit a thesis on a subject previously 
accept(»d by the Byndieate, showing evidence of original work. 
If so desired, a candidate must furth(*r submit himself for an 
oral or written exaiuiuatiqn. 
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Diplomas and Literatp Titles in Oriental Learning — Threo 
examinations for Proficiency, High Proficiency and Honours 
respectively are held by the University in the following 
subjects: 1. Arabic Language and Ijiterature. 2. Sanskrit 
Language and Literature. 3. Persian Language and Literature. 
The course extends over one year in each ease, which must be 
spent in an affiliated institution of Ihe University unless per- 
mission to appear as a private candidate is obtained from the 
University. The JShastri examination is open only to those 
who have passed the Visharad examination or M.A. Sanksrit 
of the Punjab University or any other recognized equivalent 
examinations of other Universities. Hix papers of three hours 
each are set for the examination. 

Candidates who gain sixty per cent or more of the aggregate 
marks in the Profloienoy, GO per cent or more in the High Pro- 
ficiency or 70 per cent or more in the Honours Examination are 
placed in the First Division ; those who gain 48 per cent or more 
in the Proficiency, 50 per cent or more in the High Proficiency, 
00 per cent or more in the Honours Examination are placed in 
the Second Division and tlie other succeeding candidates in the 
Third Division. 

Diplomas conferring the Oriental Literary Titles of Maulvi 
Fazil and Sahstri, or Munshi Fazil are granted to persons who 
have passed the examination for Honours in Arabic, Sanskrit 
or Persian respectively. 

Diplomas conferring the Oriental Literary Titles of Maulvi 
Alim, Visharada or Munshi Alim are granted to persons who 
have passed the examination for High Proficiency in Arabic, 
Sanskrit or Persian respectively. 

Examination in Vernacular Languages. 

Throe examinations (Proficiency^ High Proficiency and 
Honours) are held in the following Vernacular languages : 1. 
Itrdu Language and Literature, 2. The Hindi Language and 
Literature, 3. The Punjabi Language and Literature, 4. The 
Pashto Language and Literature. The course extends over 
one year in each case to be spent in an affiliated institnion of 
the University and is open to students who have attended the 
required series of lectures in the subject in which they desire 
to be examined. 

The minimum number of marks required to pass tlie Pro- 
ficiency, and the High Proficiency will be 40 per cent in each 
paper, and to pass the Plonours Examination a candidate must 
obtain r>0 per cent in each paper,

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Courses of Study and Degrees leading to Professions. 

Law. 

First Examination in Law , — The course extends over one 
year and is open to graduates in Science or Arts of this or of 
any other recognized University. A candidate is required to 
study and be examined in the following : — 1. Jurisprudence 
and Principles of Boman Law, 2. Constitutional Law (of Eng- 
land and India), 3. Hindu and Muhammadan Law, 4. Law of 
Contracts and Torts, 5. The Law of Limitations and Economics, 
and 6. Criminal Law. There will be six papers of 3 hours each 
in each subject. 

A candidate who obtains 40 per cent of the maximum 
number of marks allotted to each paper or 50 per cent in the 
aggregate is deemed to have passed the examination. 

Bachelor of Law {LL,B ,), — The course extends over one 
year subsequent to passing the First Examination in Law. 
The following are the subjects for study and examination : 1. 
Principles of Equity, 2. Bevenue, Tenancy, Pre-emption and 
Customary Law, 3. International Law, (4) Civil Procedure 
Code, 5. Law of Evidence, and 6. Law relating to Minors and 
Succession. Six papers of three hours each will be set. 

A candidate who obtains forty per cent of the maximum 
number of marks allotted to each subject or fifty per cent in 
the aggregate is qualified for a pass in the Second Class, those 
obtaining sixty per cent in the aggregate being placed in the 
First Division. 

Honours in Law Examination , — The examination is open 
to any person who has taken the LL.B. Degree of this University 
and has passed at least two academical years subsequent to 
graduation in Law. The following are the subjects for study 
and examination : 1. Jurisprudence, 2. Constitutional Law and 
Constitutional History, 3. International Law, 4. Boman Law, 
5. English Common Law and Equity, and 6. Criminal Law. Six 
papers of five hours each will be set in this examination. 

A candidate who obtains one-half of the maximum number 
of marks allotted to each paper or 66 per cent in the aggregate 
is deemed to have passed the examination. 

Doctor of Laws (LL,B ,), — ^Any person who has passed the 
Honours in Law Examination of this University may be admit- 
t.ed to the Degree provided that the members of the Board of 
Studies of the Law Faculty testify, to the satisfaction of the 
Syndicate, that since passing the Examination in Law (Honours), 
he has practised the profession of Law with repute for three 
years and that he is, by reason of his eminent legal attainments 
and his high character, a fit and proper person to receive the 
Degree of Do(*tor of Laws, and he has produced an original 
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thesis approved by the members of the Board on a subject 
connected with Law. 


Medicine. 

Bachelor of Medical Surgery, — The course extends over 
five academical years subsequent to the Intermediate Exam- 
ination in Science (\i^ith the Medical Students' Group of subjects) 
of this University, or any other recognized examinations of 
other Universities. There will be three Professional Exam- 
inations for the Degree called, the First, Second and Final 
Examinations for the Degree of M.B.B.S. 

First Professional Examination. — Tlie course extends over 
two academical years after the Intermediate Examination in 
Science with Medical Students’ Group or any other recognized 
equivalent examination, the following being the subjects for 
study and examination : Anatomy, Physiology and Materia 
Medlca. In each subject there will be one written paper of 
three' hours’ duration and an oral and practical (‘xamination. 

The minimum for a pass is fifty per cent in each subject 
and in the oral and practical examinations, eighty per cent of 
the marks in any subject entitling one for a pass with Honours. 

Second Professional Examination. — The course extends 
over one year preceding the examination and is open to candi- 
dates who have passed the First Professional Examination, the 
following comprising the subjects for study and cxaininatirn : 
Pathology including Parasitology, 2. Forensic Medicine and 
Toxicology, and 3. Hygiene. There will be one paper of three 
hours’ duration in each subject and an oral and practical ex- 
amination. 

Fifty per cent in each subject- and in the x^raetieal and 
oral examinations will qualify a candidate for a pass, eighty 
per cent entitling him for a pass with Honours. 

The Fmal ‘ Examination. — The course of study extends 
over two academical years subsequent to passing th(» Second 
Professional Examination, the following comprising the subjects 
for study and examination : 1, The J’rinciples and Practice 
of Medicine including Diseases of Children, 2. Principles and 
Practice of 8urgery including Operative Surgery including 
Orthopaedics, 3. Diseases of the Eye, Ear and Throat, and 4, 
Midwifery and Diseases of Women. In each subject there is 
one paper of three hours’ duration and an oral and practical 
examination. 

The minimum for a pass and a pass with Honours is the 
same as for the First and Second Professional Examinations, 



kSpecial Final Emminaiimi , — Special Exami- 

nation for the Degiw. of M.B.B.S. are arranged for can- 
didates who desire to sit for the same and wlio are licentiates 
in Medicine and Surgery of the University of the Punjab and 
produce a certificate of having attended for one month at the 
Maternity Hospital and of having conducted there twelve and 
witnessed at least twenty cases of labour under the personal 
supervision of a Medical Officer of the Hospital, provided further 
that the Syndicate shall have power to exclude any candidate 
from the examination if it is satisfied that such candidate is 
not a fit person to be admitted to the Degree. 

Every candidate is required to study and be examined in 
the following : 1 . Pathology including Parasitology, 2. Diseases 
of the Eye, Ear and Throat, Mcdiein(‘, and 4. Surgery. In 
the first two subjects, there will be a paper of three hours each 
and an oral and praeti(^al examination, whereas in the last two 
subjects, there will be a clinical examination. 

The minimum for a pass is 33 per cent in each subject 
and 50 per cent in the aggregate, those obtaining 80 per cent 
being declared to have passed with Honours. 

Master of Burgery (Jlf.^S.). — The examination is open to 
candidates who have passed the M.B.B.S. Examination or 
any other examination recognized as equivalent thereto. The 
examination will be in any one of the three following branches : 

Branch I. — General Surgery including Gynaecology, Surgi- 
cal Pathology, Surgical Anatomy, a Clinical Examination and 
Operations on the Dead Body and an Oral Examination. 

Branch II. — General Surgery, Ophthalmology, Anatomy 
and Physiology of the Eye, including Physiological Optics, 
Pathology of the Eye, a clinical examination and an oral 
examination. 

Branch III. — Ophthalmology, Laryngolory, Otology and 
Rhinology, Anatomy and Physiology of the Ear, 'Kose and 
Throat, Pathology of the Ear, Xose and Throat, a Clinical 
examination and a practical examination. 

Etirther a candidate, must forward one month before the 
commencement of the examination a thesis embodying the 
result of his own independent research and having definite 
relation to General Surgery, Gynaecology, Ophthalmology or 
Laryngology, Geology and Rhinology, indicating in what parti- 
cular respects the thesis ap])ears to him to advance surgical 
knowledge or practice. 

Doctor of MMicine (MJK), — The examination is open to 
those who have passed the .M.B.B.S. or its equivalent Degree 
exawibuition and have, subsequent to graduation in Medicine, 
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completed four years’ coni iiiiious service as medical practitumei* 
or three years’ post-graduate aUendaiH?e at a Hospital recog- 
nized by the University for the purpose, or two years' post- 
gi’aduate attendance at a Hospital recognized by the University 
for the purpose, provided the candidate has passed theM.B.R.S. 
with Honours in Medicine. The following are the subjects 
for study and examination : Medic, iiu* (including Mental 
Diseases), Pathology and th(‘ examination will also consist of 
written, oral and lu’actical tests. 

AGUirilLTURE. 

Bachelor of i^rienve (Agricullyre) : First Examination . — 
The course extends over two academical years subsequent to 
Matriculation or any other recognized equivahuit examintiou 
and a candidate is required to study and be examined in the, 
following subjects : Agriculture, 2. Physics and Uhemistry, 
Botany and Elementary Zoology and Entomology, I. Mathe- 
matics with Land Purveying, and o. English. In subjects 1 
and 2, there will be two papers and a practical ('xainiiiation 
in each. In subject >io. 4, there will be only two papers, while 
in subject Mo. 5, there will be t wo papers and an oral exami- 
nation. 

The minimum Cor a pass is forty per cent in th(‘ aggregate 
and in Agriculture and 33 per cent in the remaining subjects. 
65 per cent or more qualities one for a First Class, those obtain- 
ing 60 per cent are placed in the Second Class. 

Final Examination. — The course extends over two acade- 
mical years and is open to candidates who have passed the 
First Examination in Agriculture or B.Sc. of this University 
taking Chemistry and Botany. The following are the subjects 
for study and examination : 2. English, 2. any two of the follow - 
ing to be taken as principal subjects : Agriculture and Econo- 
mics, Chemistry and Agiicultural Chemistry, Botany and Applied 
Botany *and one subsidiary subject which shall be one other 
subject in the above list and which has not been offered as a 
principal subject. 

The minimum number of marks required for a pass in 
this examination is 40 per cent in each subject both in the 
written and in the practical examination and 15 per cent in the 
aggregate. Candidates that obtain 750 marks or more in the 
aggregate are placed in the First Division, those obtaining not 
less than 600 marks in the Second Division. 

Master of Science (Agriculture). — The exainmation is open 
to those who have passed the B.8o. in Agriculture or the general 
B.Sc. Examination with Honours in Chemistry, Botany or the 
M.Sc. Examination with the necessary qualifications of the 
Punjab University. 
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A candidate is required to present a thesis being tlie result 
of an original research in some science, aiiplied to agriculture, 
and which has been conducted under the direction of a Professor 
approved by the Board of Studies and further undergo a written 
examination on the special brancli of the subject chosen for 
research. The following are the subjects permitted for the 
Degree : 1. Agriculture, 2. Chemistry, 3. Botany, and 4. Zoology, 
and Entomology. Besides the thesis, there will also be a written 
examination on the special branch of the subject chosen for 
research. 

The minimum for a pass is forty -live per cent in the aggre- 
gate and thirty-three per cent in eacli paper and in the practical 
examination. Those that obtain sixty-live per cent are placed 
in the First Division and those obtaining lif ty-live per cent in 
the Second Division. 


Teaching. 

Bachelor of Teaching . — The course extends over one acade- 
mic year subsequent to graduation in t his or any other recognized 
University and the following are the subjects for study and 
examination : The Psychological basis of Education (two papers), 
2. School Organizatoin and Management, 3. Methods of Teach- 
ing selected subjects, 4. Practical skill in teaching, and 5. History 
of Education. 

The minimum for a pass is forty per cent of the marks in 
the Practice of Teaching and thirty-three per cent in each other 
subject or forty per cent in the aggregate. A candidate who 
gains 462 marks is placed in the First Division and those obtain- 
ing not less than 391 marks being placed in the ►Second Division. 

(JOMMEliOE. 

Diploma . — The course extends over two academical years 
and is open to students who have passed the Matriculation 
Examination of this or any other recognized equivalent exami- 
nation of other Boards or Universities. 

The following are the subjects for study and examination : 
1. English (two papers and an oral examination including 
Conversation), 2. Economics including the elements of Bank- 
ing, etc. (two papers), 3. Accountancy and Commercial Law 
(two papers), 4. Commercial Geography (two papers), and 6. 
Stenography (one paper in Shorthand and one in Typewriting) 
and a Foreign Language. 

The minimum for a jiass is 33 per cent in each subject. A 
candidate who obtains 450 marks or more is placed in the First 
Class, those obtaining 350 marks in the {Second Class.

Introductory : Character of the University. 

The llniver«it,\ of Kaiigoon \\as incorporated in December 
1920 by the University of Kangoon Act 1920 (inodilied by an 
amending Act of 1924) as a Teaching and Kesidential Universit.N 
when Government College, Rangoon, and .ludson College, 
Eangoon, which had been affiliated to tlie University of Cal- 
cutta, were incorporated as (Constituent (Colleges of the Uni- 
versity. 

It was intended that the University should be unitary in 
character ; the two colleges named above were left fret* by the 
Act to amalgamate within five years of the passing of the Act. 
As this amalgamation has not been brought about the Univer- 
sity falls short of the unitary ideal but still preserves a resi- 
dential unitary character which will become mort* marked when 
the scheme of University and fcollege buildings, TTalls and other 
ancillary buildings is completed on the University Estate (400 
acres). 

An Intermediate (College has been opened at Mandalay 
by Government and is managed by the University. Special 
temporary Eegulations have been made to enable students from 
Mandalay to appear for the Intermediate Examinations of the 
University. 

The University has made it clear that in managing the 
Intermediate College, Mandalay, it is not committing itself to 
a policy of affiliation — a policy condemned by all sound opinion 
and in conflict with the text and spirit of the University Act. 

The University appoints certain members of the teaching 
staff of the Constituent Colleges to the office of Professor of th(* 
University. These officers are paid honoraria by the University 
at the rate of Es. 300 per mensem. Their duties as professors 
are prescribed in (he Eegulations of the University. They arc 
in charge of the teaching and organization of the departments 
with which they are concerned. Other teachers in the Consti- 
tuent Colleges are designated lecturers, assistant lecturers, 
tutoi>H and demonstrators. 
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The Univer,sity Authorities are ; —

The ('ouncil consists of 67 members and exercises its 
functions by means of an Executive Committee of 10 members. 
The Council is the supreme authority of the University and has 
power to reject any Act or Eesolution of the Senate (the acade- 
mic authority) in excess of the powers of the latter authority.

Master of Science (Honours). — Tlie examination is taken 
after one year of furtlier st udy after jmssing the B.Ho. (Honours) 
Degree. The subject for study and examination should be select- 
ed from the list given above for tin* Degree of B.Sd. (Pass) but 
a candidate is required to offer one branch of his selected sub- 
ject as a siiecial subject and to study it in greater detail than 
is done in the other branches ; a jiaper or papers embodying 
original research may, if of sutlicient merit, excuse a part or 
the whole examination. The scheme of examinations is as 
follows : — In Pure and Applied Mathimiatics the same as for 
the M.A. (Honours) Examination, Pliysics (3 compulsory 
papers and two special papers and a practical examination), 
Chemistry (I papers and a thesis or 5 papers). 

Profkssionai. Courses of Study and Examinations. 
Law'. 

First Examination in Law. — The course of stiidy extends 
over one year after graduation for whole-tiim^ students, 
years for part-time students. The subjects for study and ex- 
amination are: — (1) Jurisprudence and Elementary Bomaii 
Law, (2) Elementary Constitutional Law and Legal History 
of the British Empire, (3) Burmese Buddhist Law, (4) Law of 
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Contracts and Torts, and (5) Law of Evidence (5 papers, olie 
paper in each subject). 

Degree of Bachelor of Law. — The course of study extends 
over one year for whole-time stiidenls, and years for part- 
time students, of further study after th(» First Examination 
in Law. The subjects for study and examination are : — (1 ) 
Criminal Law and Procedure including Local and Excise and 
Gambling Acts, (2) The Law of Succession and the Law relat- 
ing to Insolvency, (3) The Law relating to Transfer of Property, 
(4) The Principles of Equity and the Guardian and Wards Act, 
and (5) The Civil Procedure (^ode and the Law relating to 
Limitation (5 papers, one in each subj(‘ct). 

Mkbkune. 

Degree of Bachelor of Medicine and Surgery. — A candidate 
after passing the Fiitermediate Examination must undergo a 
period of training extending over six years. There are three 
examinations, the first at the end of the first year, the second at 
the end of the tliird year, the third at the end of the fourth year 
and the final examination at the end of the sixth year. 

The subjects for study and examination for the first year 
are : — (1) Inorganic Chemistry, (2) Physics, (3) Botany, and (4) 
Zoology (two papers in each subject, and also a practical exami- 
nation). 

The subjects for study and scheme of examinations for the 
second examination are as follows : — (1) Anatomy, (2) Physio- 
(3) Chemistry (Physical and Organic). 

The courses leading to the Third M.B.B.S. are: — (1) In- 
patient Ward Clerkship, (2) Materia Medica, (3) Pharmacology 
according to the standards required by the General Medical 
Council of Great Britain, (4) Pathology, Special and General 
including Medical Zoology and Bacteriology, (5) Morbid Anatomy 
including attendance at all Post-mortem examinations for 3 
months, (6) Morbid Histology, (7) Elementary Bacteriology 
and Medical Zoology. 

The courses leading to Part I of the Final M.B.B.S. 
Examination are : — (1) Forensic Medicine (including Medico- 
Legal Post-mortem Examinations), (2) Hygiene and Vacci- 
nation (including Ih’actical Hygiene). 

The courses leading to Part II of the Final M.B.B.J5. 
Examination are: — (1) Systematic Medicine. (2) Systematic 
Surgery. (3) Systematic Midwifery. (4) Applied Anatomy 
and Physiology. (5) Out-patient Clerkship for 4 months. (6) 
Special Department — Two months — Eye, Nose and Throat . 
Two months — ^Venereal and Skin. (7) General Hospital work’ 
including AneBSthetics, Radiology, Post-mortem work. (8) 
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Special Medical Lectures in Tropical Diseases, Diseases of 
Children, Tuberculosis. (9) Special Surgical Lectures in Venereal 
Diseases, Orthopaedics, Children’s Diseases. (10) Special Thera- 
peutics Lectures in : — Dietetics, Mechanical, Electrical, 
Vaccines and vSera, Lectures on Throat, Nose and Ear and 
Ophthalmology. (11 ) Maternity Hospital, 3 months. The in- 
struction to fuifil tie Kegulations of the General Medical Council 
and* to include lectures in : — (-liild Welfare, Pre-natal Care, 
Causes of excessive infantile mortality. (12) Hospital Work : — 
to include instruction in — Operative Surgery, Mental Dis- 
eases with attendance at Asylum, Fevers with att endance at the 
Contagious Diseases Hospital, Dental Surgery. (13) Labora- 
tory — Clinical Pathology, 30 attendances at the Hospital 
Laboratory. 

lAcense in Medicine and Surgery, The course extends over 
5 years. A candidate passing the Intermediate Examination 
with (^hemistry. Physics and Biology is excused the 1st 
examination. 

There arc 1 examinations, the first at the end of the 1st 
year, the second at the end of the third year, the third at the 
end of the fourth year and the final examination at the end of 
the fifth year. 

The subjects of study for the 1st Examination are: — (1) 
English, (2) Physics, (3) Biology, (4) Chemistry (Inorganic). 

The subjects of study for the 2nd, 3rd and Final Part I 
and Part II Examinations for the Ijicense in Medicine and 
Surgery are the same as for the 2nd, 3rd and Final M.B.B.S. 
Examinations. The (‘xarainations are, however, of a lower 
standard and separate papers are set and separate practical 
and oral examinations held. 

Engineering. 

Degtlse of Bachelor of Science in Engineering. — A candidate 
is required to study for a period of foitr ears after passing the 
Intermediate Examination except in special cases when the 
course may be reduced to three years. 

First Examination in Engineering. — Tho course extends 
over two years and is open to candidates who have passed the 
Intermediate Examination of this Pniversity in Mathematics. 
Physics and Chemistry. The following courses of study of two 
years* duration lead to the examination : — (1) Mathematics, 
including Algebra, Plane Trigonometry, Co-ordinate Geometry, 
Statics, Dynamics and Hydrostatics, Differential and Integral 
Calculus and Differential Equations, (2) and (3) Engineering 
and Descriptive Engineering, (4) Drawing, and (5) Practical 
Examination in the Workshop. 
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Final Examination in Engineering. — The course extend>!i 
over two aeademioal years and is open to students who have 
passed tin* First Examination in Engineering;. The courses of 
study of two years’ duration leading to the FMnal Examination 
are: — (1) Mathemati(*s, including Plane Analytical Geometry 
of three dimensions, Pure Geometry including Elementary 
Projective Geometry, Differential and Integral ('alculus and 
Differential Equation (as for the B.A. and H.Sr. Mathematics 
Honours Gourse), (2) Statics, Dynamics and Hydrostatics (as 
for the B.A. and B.Sc. Mathematics Honours Course), (3) 
Theory of Machines, etc., (4) Drawing Machine Design, Engine 
details, etc., (5) Electrical Engineering, and (0) Workshop 
Practice — advanced testing of materials, etc. 

Forestry. 

Degree nj Bachelor of Science in Forestry. — Tin* course of 
study extends over 3 years after passing the Intermediate 
Examination except in special cases in which the course may be 
reduced to 2 years. The subjects for study and examination 
are : — (1) Sylviculture, (2) Forest Utilization, (3) Working Plans 
and Forest Management, (4) Drawing, Surveying and Estimat- 
ing, (5) Eorest Engine(‘ring, (b) Botany, (7) Geology, (8) Forest 
Law, (9) English, (10) Mathematics (10 papers, one paper in 
each subject). There is an oral exaniinatioti and marks are 
awarded for practical work m the Forests. 

Diplpma in Forestry. — The course extends over 2 years 
and is the same as the Degree Gourse with the omission of 
English and Mathematics. 

Teaching 

Diploma in Teaching. — The courses of study extend over 
one year, after graduation, at. the end of which then* is an 
examination in the following subjects : — (1) Psychology of 
Education (1 paper) ; (2^ School Organization and Management 
and Discipline (1 paper) ; (3) Theory of Education and General 
Method (1 paper) ; (4) School Hygiene and First Aid (1 paper) ; 
(5) The Teaching of English (1 imper) ; (6) The Teaching of any 
one of the subjects to be selected from the following : — Geogra- 
phy, History, Mathematics, Science and Languages (an addi- 
tional paper in English may be taken by candidates with special 
qualifications in the subject) ; (7) Drawing and Black Board 
Work (1 paper). 

The Diploma is granted on completion by candidate of 
one year’s satisfactory teaching in a recognized school. The 
candidate’s work must be reported on by an Inspector of 
Schools or Headmaster approved by the University.

General Information. 

The Indian Institute of Science owes its origin to the 
munificence and imagination of the late Mr. J. N. Tata, whose 
plan for establishing a Besearch Institute was brought to fruition 
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after hia death by the far-siglited generoaity of hia two aona, 
Sir Dorabji Tata and tlie late Sir Ratanji Tata. In giving 
effect to their father’s wishes, these benefactors were supported 
by the Government of India and the Government of H. H. the 
Maharaja of Mysore. 

The Institute began work in July 1911, and its laboratories 
provide facilities for post-graduate work in four main branches 
of science, namely. General f Chemistry, Organic Chemistry, 
Bio-Chemistry and Electrical Technology. The departments 
are very well equipped, and there is an admirable library wliicli 
embraces the current journals relating to those branches and 
comprising upwards of 12,000 volumes. Training in Frencli 
and German is given by the librarian. The students reside^ 
in a Hostel, with whicli is associated a Gymkhana ('lub presented 
by Sir D. J. Tata. There are no tuition fees, but a rental of 
Rs. 10 per month is charged for room, lighting, service, etc., 
the students defraying their own messing charges which average 
aboq,t Rs. ilO per month. The Council awards a limited number 
of scholarships (Rs. 70 per month) on the recommendation of 
the Senate based on the merits of the students after several 
months’ training at the Institute. 

The academic year is divided into three terms and begins 
in July. Students usually remain at the Institute during thre(» 
years. The Associate-ship is awarded on the recommendation 
of the Senate after five terms devoted entirely to research. 
Certificates are granted to students who satisfactorily complete 
approved courses of study. The scientific work of the Institute 
is recorded in the Journal of the Indian TnstiMe of Science, of 
which about 15 parts are issued annually.

The Year 1925-20. — Number of students and other workers, 
120; of these 43 held Institute scholarships, 3 were sent by 
private firms, and others were maintained by the Governments 
of Madras, Bombay, Bengal, Central Provinces, Bihar and 
Orissa, Mysore, Gwalior, Bhavnagar and Rajpipla. Seventeen 
students passed out to appointments.

The need for co-ordmation in the work of tlie Universities 
in India was expressed by the Calcutta University Commission 
in their Rejiort, and in 1921, aetini? on a resolution passed by 
the Congress of the Universities of the Umpire, the Indian 
Delegates to the Congress jiassed a resolution recommending 
to the Universities of India that an Association or a (Vnnmittee 
of representatives of different Indian Universities b(‘ formed 
with the object of dealing with questions affecting th(‘ir mutual 
and common interest. It was suggested m particular, that 
such an association, if formed, shouhi go into the (piestiOn of 
certain ditticulties which might arise owing to Ihe conditions 
of admission of students to certain coursers and examinations 
of the Universities of the United Kingdom not being suited 
to the qualifications which students from Indian Universities 
could present. The Lytton (Committee on Indian students in 
Kngland also hoped that the Indian University authoritu's 
would take steps at an early date to establish an Inter- Uni- 
versity Board for the purpose of co-ordinating the courses of 
study in India and securing uniformity m their recognition 
abroad. The Indian Universities’ Conference held at Simla 
in May, 1924, passed a resolution unanimously recommending 
to the Universities that it. was desirable that an Inter- Uni- 
versity organization should be establish(‘d. The functions 
assigned to it were the following : — 

(i) To act as an Inter-University organization and 

Bureau of information ; 

(ii) To facilitate the exchange of professors ; 

(iii) To serve as an authorized channel of communication 

and facilitate co-ordination of University work ; 

(iv) To appoint or recommend, where necessary, a com- 

mon representative or representatives of India at 
Imperial or International ConftTonces on higher 
education ; 

(v) To assist Indian Universities in obtaining recog- 

nition for their degri^es, di])lomas and examinations 
in other countries ; 
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(vi) To act as an Appointments’ Bureau for Indian Uni- 

versities ; 

(vii) To fulfil such other duties as may be assigned to it 

from time to time by the Indian Universities. 

A Provisional Poinmitlee consisting of representatives of 
the Universities was also apxminted to discuss wa>s ami means 
and. other preliminaries with regard to the formation of this 
Bo'ard. It prepared an estimate of ])robable ex})enditure 
amounting to Rs. 21,000 x)er annum, and suggest (‘d that (‘ach 
of the fifteen Universities in India should guarantee an annual 
contribution of a maximum amount ol Ks. for a term 

of three years with ctTcsd from 1st April 1025, and that an 
advance payimuit of not less than Rs. 100 shouhl be made b> 
each University on 1st h"(‘bruary 1925, to me<»t certain prelimi- 
nary exxienses. Twel\(‘ Universities agre(*d to join the Hoard 
and made the preliminary contribution. Their n'xiresentatives, 
with^the exception of the delei’ates from Rangoon, met at 
Bombay in March 1925 to consider the Agenda A\hich had 
been pr<‘par(‘d in this instance bv tin* Kducation I)e])artment 
of the Government of India. Tlie Agenda included (piestions 
relating to the future* organization and work of the Hoard as 
well as a number of r(‘f(‘rem'es made m advance to the Inter- 
University organization by tin' UniveM’sities' (Conference held 
at Simla. 

The second annual meeting of the Hoard was held at Delhi 
in February 1929, and it was decided to in\ ite th(^ Universities 
of Ualcutta, Allahabael and Lucknow' to join the* Hoard. The 
(Calcutta University joineil the Hoard on 19th August 1929, 
but the Universiti(»s of Allahabad and Lucknow' and the recently 
createil Andhra Universitv, which wa^ also invited to join, 
have not yet become members. It is hoped that they will 
see their way to do so in the coming year
